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Indecent proposal 


Media moguls are sacrificing free speech on the altar of corporate empire building

URING A RECENT hearing on 


the suddenly momentous issue of 


broadcast indecency, US Represen- 
tative Edward Markey offered an un- 
usual amendment. Aiming to expand 
the definition of indecency, the 
Massachusetts Democrat proposed 
this language: “It shall be considered 
indecent and patently offensive to 
contemporary community standards 
for the local media marketplace for a 
single person under Commission 
rules to own 3 television station li- 
censes, 8 radio station licenses, the 
only newspaper in town, the only 
cable system in town, and all the In- 
ternet assets of such entities, within 
one community.” 


The punishment proposed by 
Markey was harsh indeed. Violators 
would be required to “(1) take reme- 
dial courses in the civic importance 
of media diversity and localism and 


the informational needs of citizens of 


a great democracy; and (2) shall be 
required to watch the movie ‘Citizen 
Kane’ over and over again until they 
flinch at the word ‘rosebud.’ ” 
Markey’s amendment was offered 
in jest, of course, and it was quickly

The Greens

The battle to avoid being 
left out on the left

FTER RALPH NADER announced he 

was running for president as an inde- 
pendent last month, Democrats braced 
themselves for a repeat of 2000, when the 
third-party 300-pound gorilla helped tilt the 
election in favor of George W. Bush. Judging 
from a recent Associated Press presidential 
poll in which six percent of registered voters 
said they support 
Nader, it’s an

George W. Bush and the United States of Idiocy 


The enemy of id 


EORGE W. BUSH is no mere conser- 

vative. He is a reactionary, the most 

backward-looking president in over 
100 years, arguably in the nation’s history. 

Bush favors old money — his tax policies 
benefit the rich who make their money from 
dividends rather than those who make their 
money growing companies; old in- 
dustries — he protects steel but 
hamstrings stem-cell research; old 
practices — the 19th-century trend 
toward monopoly, whose consolida- 
tion, liquidation, and loss of jobs 
hurts workers and enriches corpo- 
rate chieftains; and he embraces old 
ideas — as many as 80 percent of 
his core constituency of evangelical 
Christians believe that Armageddon, 
the violent end of the world that will 
precede the rapture of salvation for 
those born again, is close at hand. 
Educated at Andover, Yale, and 

Harvard Business School, Bush represents the 
fourth generation of economic privilege. His 
father was president, his Wall Street grandfa- 
ther a US senator, and one of his brothers is 
governor of Florida. The family fortunes are 
largely the result of crony capitalism: inside 
deals among financiers and energy companies 
and arms dealers and professional baseball for 
spice, many of whom have or had ties to the 
intelligence community and the national- 


security establishment. Yet Bush styles himself 


an “anti-elitist,” which might be ironic if it 
weren't for the magnitude of the lie. 

In reality, Bush is anti-intellectual, and not in 
the populist sense of middle Americans who 
distrust pointy-headed professors from the 
Kremlin on the Charles or the Peking on the

acific social-engineering their lives. That was 
Nixon’s, Reagan’s, and his father’s game. No, 
ideas and culture threaten the shrink-wrapped 
world of preference and power that is the do- 
main of his merry band of political malefactors. 
His cronies seek a docile world order so they 
can go about their task of promoting the pros- 
perity of the few upon the backs of 
the many. 

Bush is well on his way to estab- 
lishing a system of what can only be 
called — if only 51 percent of the 
country would stop to think about it 
— thought control. Ideas, music, 
and images from abroad are suspect. 
Including the idea that couples of 
the same sex should be able to marry 
— which, according to Bush, threat- 
ens the marrow of the republic when 
the only social denominator more 
prevalent than marriage and family 
is divorce. Go figure. 

There are very real negative economic conse- 
quences to this fear of ideas and suspicion of 
foreign culture. Muscle and machines once 
powered the growth of prosperity. Today, ideas 
do that. The vibrancy of what Richard Florida, 
one of those pesky professors, has called “the 
creative class” is one of the best indicators of 
future growth and well-being. A key indicator 
of that, enrollment by foreign students in Amer- 
ican graduate schools, is falling. Restrictive im- 
migration policies and a scorn for ideas at the 
highest level are making our nation unconge- 
nial to people who work with their brains. Bio- 
medical companies and research laboratories 
are emigrating to South Korea and England, to 
cite just two instances, because the climate for 
making practical discoveries that might arrest, 





treat, or cure conditions such Alzheimer’s and ‘ 
ALS are more appealing. The world leader in 

adding creatively driven jobs? Ireland. The US 

holds a huge lead in the number of such jobs, 

but this very small nation is adding them at a 

rate that far outstrips our own. These details, if 

not the larger picture, are disturbing. 

Equally disturbing, but harder to calculate, 
is the cost of the larger crackdown on culture 
from abroad. Groups as diverse as the Peking 
Opera Company of Jilin, which had extensive 
concerts scheduled, and a quintet of Grammy- 
nominated Cuban musicians seeking to attend 
the Los Angeles ceremonies were denied visas. 
(The beloved and admired 76-year-old singer 
from the Buena Vista Social Club was among 
them.) And that’s only the tip of the iceberg 
when it comes to the suppression of every kind 
of US-Cuban interaction. 

The cost and red tape encountered by for- 
eign artists seeking to perform or exhibit here 
has grown to the point that various artists from 
England, France, Germany, Japan, Argentina, 
and Denmark have all canceled plans to tour in 
the US. The government has even gone so far 
as to prohibit the editing of work from Cuba, 
Iran, Iraq, Syria, Libya, Sudan, and North 
Korea, because that would be aiding and abet- 
ting our enemies in the war on terrorism. 
Who’s fighting back? That notoriously subver- 
sive organization the American Chemical Soci- 
ety, which rightly holds that this is not only 
counterproductive, but foolish and dangerous. 

All praise to the chemists. And shame on 
George W. Bush, president of the United 
States of Idiocy. g

In state elections, the district often 
votes Republican; during the 2002 gover- 
nor’s election, Republican Mitt Romney 
swept every town in the district over Demo- 
crat Shannon O’Brien. In federal elections, 
the opposite frequently occurs; during the 
2000 presidential election, Republican 
George W. Bush defeated Democrat Al Gore 
in just two of the district’s towns.

At a 
press conference in Boston City Hall

From Grey to Black 


After DJ Danger Mouse’s The Grey Album 
wed Jay-Z’s The Black Album to the Beatles’ 
The Beatles (a/k/a The White Album) this 
past January (see “Black + White = Grey,” 
Arts, March 5), it was just a matter of time 
before someone made the other obvious 
connection. A Minneapolis remixer known as 
Cheap Cologne got there first, and his Double 
Black Album, offered for a $10 “donation” 
through his Web site and just now beginning 
to make the rounds of file-sharing networks, 
pairs Jay-Z’s rhymes with heavy metal’s 
“Black Album,” Metallica — 1991's self-titled 
disc by notorious anti-download spoilsports 
Metallica. Just as predictably, Double Black 
has attracted the ire of the record industry. In 
an e-mail circulated by the Grammy-winning 
critic Dave Marsh, editor of the monthly 
newsletter “Rock and Rap Confidential,” 
Cheap Cologne said he’d received a letter 
from the Recording Industry Association of 
America (RIAA) — the record industry’s trade 
group — on March 5 demanding that he 
cease distribution of Double Black. 

In a post on his Web site, www.broke- 
ass.com, Cheap Cologne indicated he was 
removing all the relevant links to Double 
Black from the site; he noted that the project 
“started out as a joke when | made one song, 
but like a lot of jokes, it went too far.” Danger 
Mouse's disc provoked a day of downloading- 
as-civil-disobedience after EMI, parent 
company of the Beatles’ record label, issued 
cease-and-desist letters. As of press time, 
there were no plans to stage a “Grey 
Tuesday”—style show of support for Double 
Black. 

But the next wave of remixes may be even 
bigger than the first. With the support of 
Downhillbattle.org, the Worcester-based Web 
site that organized “Grey Tuesday,” the 
pseudonymous Claire Channel and Scary

event will come from fundraisers featuring 
luminaries like Howard Zinn and Noam 
Chomsky, both of whom sit on the BSF 
advisory board. Big names committed to 
appearing at the BSF, meanwhile, include 
Angela Davis, an author, activist, and former 
Black Panther who was the Communist 
-arty’s vice-presidential nominee in 1980 and 
1984; the prominent African-American 
intellectual Manning Marable; and Billy 
Bragg, the British musician and eminent lefty. 
Pre-registered admission for all three days 
will set you back $30; students and seniors 
will pay $15, and some fee waivers will be 
available.

versions of Kardinal Offishall and Solitair’s 
The Black Jays Album; Danger Mouse’s The 
Grey Album; DJ Lt. Dan Presents the Black 
Album Remixes; MC ScottD’s Black Album 
Hot Buttered Soul Remixes; \\Imind’s Black & 
Tan Album; and Black Album producer 9th 
Wonder’s Black Is Back, along with Jay-Z’s 
original and the a cappella version that 
sparked the craze. The Construction Set is 
not now and, its creators say, never will be 
available for sale or direct download; instead, 
the pair is distributing the collection via the 
next-generation file-sharing protocol 
BitTorrent. (For more info, visit www 
.jayzconstructionset.com.) 

Both Double Black and the Construction 
Set offer insight into how artists and perhaps 
labels might use file-sharing technology to 
promote and distribute releases outside the 
strictures of the record industry: while Cheap 
Cologne says in his Web post that he’s no 
longer offering Double Black, he also 
pointedly mentions that 300 copies were 
pressed, and that “there are a few left” — 
suggesting, or perhaps hoping, that the 
original copies might become high-priced, 
eBay-able collector’s items. And by relying 
on file-sharing to carry the Construction Set 
to consumers, its makers are pointing out 
just how difficult it’s becoming for entities 
like the RIAA and EMI to shut down 
copyright infringement with last century’s 
legal arsenal.

IN MEMORIAM 


Spalding Gray, 1941-2004 


Spalding Gray lived his life with one eye on 
his navel and the other on the Reaper. An 
entertainer coasting on ironic seas and ever 
examining his own paddle and bail-bucket, he 
began his very first monologue, the 1979 Sex 
and Death to the Age 14, recounting his 
mother's joyful reaction to Hiroshima and the 
demise of the family cocker spaniel. He ended 
his last, the exuberant 1999 paean to the 
quirky joys of family life Morning, Noon and 
Night, with a mordant fantasy that his own 
infuriatingly unpredictable end would deprive 
him of the exquisite pleasure ria, 
of holding his son. In the end, 
the man who made a living 
and amassed a following by 
talking about himself cheated 
the specter with the scythe of 
his big Gotcha, and took his 
own life by plunging off the 
Staten Island ferry. He had 
been reported missing on 
January 12 after suffering, 
since a 2001 car crash in Ireland, from various 
physical ills and depression. His death was 





confirmed when his body was discovered in the 


East River on Sunday, March 7. 

The irony is that Gray was not, like Eugene 
O’Neill’s Edmund Tyrone, “a little in love with 
death.” He was curious about it, as he was 
curious about everything, even a little fixated, 
as he tended to be. And he told us about it ina 
series of 16 monologues, performed from 
notes, over the course of two decades. In the 
process, telling the story of the life he at once 
plunged into and hovered above (an “inner 
witness”), Gray became the voice of our 
collective anxiety, turning personal adventures 
— such as playing a bit part in The Killing 
Fields and discovering 
what Philip Roth might 
call the American stain, 
searching for the 
perfect eye surgeon, or 
suffering a midlife crisis 
while learning to ski — 
into receptacles for the 
universal. 

Three of Gray’s oft- 
hilarious yet trenchant 
monologues were made into films: Jonathan 
Demme's 1987 Swimming to Cambodia, Nick 
Broomfield’s 1992 Monster in a Box, and 
Steven Soderbergh’s 1996 Gray’s Anatomy. 
But those of us in New England, whence 
Rhode Islander and Emerson College grad 
Gray hailed, saw and heard it all, from Sex and 
Death and its companion piece Booze, Cars 
and College Girls to the peripatetic 47 Beds to 
Gray’s account of the shows he was in while an 
ordinary actor, culled in no particular order 
from index cards and titled A Personal History 
of the American Theater. | have delighted in the 
plaid-shirted confessor holding forth from 
behind his little wooden table, taking calibrated 
sips of water as he builds the blocks of his 
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quests, observations, and neuroses into an 
ever-more-artful account of his existential 
journey, in venues ranging from the Cutler 
Majestic and Brattle Theatres to a classroom at 
Northeastern where, in the early days, he tried 
out a new work for about 35 of us. Dancing with 
him journalist-to-artist over the years was 
disarming because, always the unarmored 
raconteur, he was as candid in interviews as in 
monologues. 

By his own account, Gray hardly expected to 
become the Woody Allenish WASP voice of a 
generation. Dyslexic and a 
bomber of boys’ toilets 
| (though acerbic and 
| intelligent), he was shipped 
off to a boarding school 
| before studying theater at 
Emerson. He ended up in 
New York living with the 
experimental director 
Elizabeth LeCompte, with 
whom he helped co-found 
the experimental giant the Wooster Group, 
where in the 1970s the ensemble trilogy Three 
Places in Rhode Island centered on Gray's life 
and, in particular, on his mother’s suicide at 52 
— an event that filters through the body of his 
work. From the last play in the trilogy, he 
copped the wooden table, and he was off on 
his solo career as — in his words, from Terrors 
of Pleasure: The House — “a Huck 
Finn—Candide type who gets into all these 
weird situations.” Pessimistic yet uncannily 
open to anything, from an Indian sweat lodge 
to the whorehouses of Bangkok, he says (in 
Monster in a Box), “I'm kind of a control freak 
and | like to create my own hells before the real 
ones get to me. | kind of like to beat hell to hell.” 

There is a crazy, heart-lifting scene near the 
end of Morning, Noon and Night, Gray’s last 
perfected monologue, a sort of hip homage to 
Our Town (in the Thornton Wilder version of 
which Gray played the Stage Manager on 
Broadway in 1988), in which he records in 
detail a single fall day in the life of his 
unexpectedly acquired family in 1997. Having 
treated of such diverse material as Phoebe 
Niles’s tombstone in the cemetery of Sag 
Harbor (to which the inveterate New Yorker had 
moved), The Tibetan Book of Living and Dying, 
the film The Nutty Professor, and the pleasures 
of a stolen quickie, Gray recounts an after- 
supper scene in which the whole family — he, 
partner Kathie Russo, her daughter Marissa, 
their sons Forrest and Theo, the last a babe in 
arms — cannot resist the rhythms of 
Chumbawamba. 

In the end, the dance of life could not 
conquer Gray’s morose obsessions, from 
which, heroically, he mined comedy. His loss is 
a real tragedy for Kathie and their sons, now 11 
and seven. But we, too, are among the 
bereaved: we won't get to hear the next 
chapter.

Welcome to the Herald, Mike! 


It was nearly six years ago that the Boston 
Herald reported that then—Boston Globe 
columnist Mike Barnicle had lifted one-liners 
from a George Carlin book. The revelation 
came two months after Patricia Smith left the 
Globe for fabricating characters and quotes 
in her column. 

Within weeks, Barnicle was gone, too, 
with the Phoenix reporting that he had 
ripped off a 1986 column from legendary 
press critic A.J. Liebling (see “Striking 
Similarities,” News and Features, August 20, 
1998), and the Globe itself announcing that 
Barnicle couldn’t produce sources for a 1995 
column about kids with cancer. 

So it was quite a shock at Wingo Square 
last Friday when word got around that newly 
named editorial director Ken Chandler — in 
one of his first acts since the departure of 
editor Andy Costello — would bring in 
Barnicle to write a twice-a-week column (see 
“Media Log,” bostonphoenix.com, March 
5). 

Sources spoke candidly, though not for 
attribution, about a newsroom demoralized 
by Chandler’s and publisher Pat Purcell’s 
decision to bring in someone whose 
wrongdoing they had helped expose — 
although Herald staffer Lesley Phillips, 
president of the Newspaper Guild of Greater 
Boston, credits Chandler and Purcell for 
taking questions from staff members on 
Monday. “It was reassuring, but Barnicle will 
be under a microscope,” Phillips says. 

The following is a guide to the newsroom 
Barnicle will face whenever he pays a visit 
from his home, on the mean streets of 
Lincoln.

Liberating your radio 


As national broadcasters move to sweep offensive programs 
off the radio airwaves, two local civil libertarians are trying get 
on the air by condemning censorship. Veteran social critic and 
attorney Wendy Kaminer and frequent Phoenix contributor and 
civil-liberties lawyer Harvey Silverglate tried out their new act 
last week in a pilot episode of sorts, hoping to turn it into a 


regular syndicated program called On Liberty. 


Recording live in front of a full hall of about 80 people in the 
First Parish in Cambridge, Kaminer and Silverglate railed 
against censorship on both the political left and right — 
particularly what Silverglate called “viewpoint censorship” on 
campuses. “The form that censorship has taken in the last 20 
years, is that you have the right to not be offended,” he said. 

Illustrating the point were the show’s guests, Jeremy McKeen 
and Dan Tapia. McKeen, a teacher in Lynn, was prevented by 
his principal from showing the Michael Moore film Bowling for

PRICE OF WAR 
A father’s grief 


Just as the Iraqi governing council signed the 
country’s new interim constitution earlier this 
week, Fernando Suarez del Solar, the father of a 
US Marine who died while fighting in Iraq, 
arrived in Massachusetts as part of a national 
speaking tour to protest the US occupation. On 
the evening of March 8, only hours after President 
Bush hailed the creation of the Iraqi constitution 
as a “historic milestone,” Suarez summed up his 
thoughts on the administration’s Iraq policy in 
two words: “Bush lies.” 

Suarez has good reason to doubt the Bushies on 
this issue, as he explained while addressing 70 or 
so Boston residents gathered at Dorchester’s 
Adams Street Public Library to attend a forum 
titled “Iraq, Occupation or Liberation — Who Pays 
the Price?”, sponsored by Dorchester People for 
Peace, Veterans for Peace, and Military Families 
Speak Out. A slight, mustachioed Mexican 
immigrant wearing a MONEY FOR SCHOOLS NOT WAR 
button and his son’s military dog tags, the Spanish- 
speaking Suarez delivered his remarks through an 
interpreter. He told the crowd — many of whom 
also sported peace-sign stickers and WAR IS NOT 
THE ANSWER buttons — that he lost his 20-year-old 
son, Jesus, just seven days after the start of the US 
invasion of Iraq. When three military officers 
showed up at Suarez’s San Diego home on March 
27, 2003, they told him that Jesus had died from 
gunshot wounds to the head from “enemy fire.” 

“I had no reason to doubt that,” Suarez said. 
But then, he got a phone call from a San Diego 
Union-Tribune reporter, who told him the 
newspaper's Iraq correspondent had heard 
something different. Suarez found out that Jesus 
had actually stepped on a US cluster bomb and 
bled to death in the Iraqi desert near Diwaniya. 
“When I asked the Marines,” he recalled, “I was 
told that the information was confidential and 
under investigation.” 

Last December, Suarez and several military 
families traveled to Iraq with Global Exchange, the 
San Francisco peace-advocacy organization. The 
trip enabled him to pay his respects at his son’s 
grave, where he “collected earth” as a memento. 
But he also saw what he called “another face to 
this war.” He described the time he spoke with ° 
fellow soldiers of a 19-year-old military man from 
Illinois, who had committed suicide. The man’s 
colleagues told Suarez that the soldier killed 
himself after he mistakenly shot an Iraqi boy 
playing with a soccer ball. “These soldiers had 
suffered severe shock,” Suarez said, “yet they were 
ordered to keep a lid on it.” 

Suarez, who had back-to-back speaking 
engagements in Boston, Cambridge, Lawrence, 
and Holyoke through Thursday, ended his talk by 
offering some advice to his largely progressive 
audience: things can change, so long as Bush is 
voted out of office. 

Suarez will speak at his last Bay State 
engagement on Thursday, March 11, at 7 p.m., at 
the St. Rose Church, 601 Broadway, in Chelsea. For

HE OTHER MORNING, walking to 

work, I saw a huge, ugly rat. And when I 

say huge and ugly, | mean huge and 
ugly. This thing looked like Danny DeVito in a 
fur coat, except it was dangling by its tail from 
the top of a chain-link fence, which I don’t 
think DeVito is given to doing. In any case, | 
knew the appropriate thing to do under the 
circumstances was to run away screaming, but 
I couldn’t help myself. I crept closer. Then 
closer. When I got to within a couple of feet, | 
saw that the rat wasn’t a rat at all — it was a 
possum. Which may have been worse. 

There is something off about the possum, 
something evil — its sunken onyx eyes, its 
sharp white snout, its bristling, greasy fur. The 
sight of one of these marsupials affects you on 





a primordial level. You can feel the aversion in 
your blood. As I stood there, I half expected 
the animal to emit an unearthly squeal and 
launch itself at my throat. Instead, it looked at 
me with an expression of complete disregard, 
then began climbing languorously down the 
fence, gripping the links with its little hand- 
claws, stopping every now and then to take a 
breather. Finally, it reached the ground and 
waddled off into a parking lot. 

The rest of the day, I worried about that 
possum. I worried that a car might splatter it, 
that a dog might rip it to shreds, that someone 
might stomp it to death. The city in the day- 
time is no place for an ugly little demon ani- 
mal to be wandering around on its own. On 
the way home that evening, I stopped by the 
parking lot, checking for blood and fur. Noth- 
ing. If the thing had met an untimely end, it 
had done so elsewhere. Later, I told a friend 
of mine about my encounter with this strange, 
portly creature. “Possums are stupid,” she 
said. “They don’t deserve to live.” 

I have to say, this pissed me off. In the short 
time I had known him, I’d grown quite fond 
of Possie. More important, there seemed to 
me to be something wrong-headed in deter- 
mining right-to-life issues on brain power 
alone. Would my friend choke the life from 
Bill O’ Reilly just because he’s a blathering 
moron? Would she cut Keanu Reeves down in 
his prime simply because he has the intellect 
of an ironing board? Okay, so maybe she had 
a point, but I was still a little angry. I’m sensi- 
tive about this stuff. 

All my adult life, I’ve been obsessed with the 
idea that one needs an excuse for living — for 
eating, for using up the precious air. | think it 
stems from the two years — between the ages 
of 16 and 18 — after I left school, when | was 
unemployed in England. Every two weeks, I'd 
go to my local dole office to sign on, and every 
two weeks I’d have to answer the same ques- 
tions. “Have you done any work since you 
were last here?” No. “Have you actively been 
looking for work?” Yes. With this, the clerk

would shove a little piece of paper at me and 
look up with an expression that would fill me 
with misery. It wasn’t a disapproving look - 
that wouldn't have been so bad. It was a blank 
look. I was nothing. A waste of space. 

Actually, | hadn’t been entirely honest with 
the people at the dole office. Although I was of- 
ficially unemployed, I would pick up a job here 
and there, mixing cement, mopping floors. The 
pay was pitiful, but worse than this was the 
sense that I wasn’t actually doing anything. So | 
started writing poetry. But there was a problem 
here, too. Reviewing an epic I'd written about 
nuclear war — “Your lifeless eyes reflect the 
clouds that climb into the sky/Your face reflects 
the pain and fear, your lips a silent cry” — I 
realized that | had gone from being a waste of 
space to being a waste of paper. 

This is how it went through my early 20s. I 
bought a harmonica and became a self-taught 
bluesman. The music | 
made sounded less like 
the blues than it did a 
goose being forced into a 
blender. I tried my hand 
at photography, relying 
heavily on the Tilted 
Lens Method — leaning 
lampposts, skewed dog- 
gies, reeling nudes. 
Ridiculous. Next I had a 
go at portrait painting. 
My noses and eyes were 
okay, but I had trouble 
with lips, which invari- 
ably ended up looking 
like stale hot dogs. So I 
switched to abstracts. 
My geometrics wobbled. 
My studies in color became studies in brown. 
Back to the scrawling board. 

For a while, I found a raison d’étre in my 
personal appearance. I buffed up, grew my 
hair, bought a bunch of trendy clothes, and 
became a full-time cute person. Looking 
good, I figured, was a way of giving pleasure, 
and so served as a self-justification of sorts. 
Which may help explain why Possie offended 
my friend to the point where she would have 
happily seen him dead — it wasn’t so much 
that he was dumb, it was that he was ugly. But 
I am not a possum, I am a man, and in the 
end looking good wasn’t enough. I needed 
more. Then it hit me. Cogito, ergo sum. | 
would become a Thinker. 

I can’t say I’m proud of the behavior I dis- 
played in college. Indeed, it seems inexcus- 
able to me now that I once spent an entire 
day assuming the persona of Jean Jacques 
Rousseau. And did I really have to go 
around questioning the existence of tables? 
But I did learn to think during that time. 
More important, I learned to think about 
things other than myself. Today, for in- 
stance, I’m thinking about that little critter I 
stumbled across the other day. Does Possie 
have a reason for being here? What reason 
could there possibly be? 

Well, he touched something in me, and 
that’s a start. Maybe he even has a ghastly 
looking mate somewhere, whom he touches in 
ways we humans cannot bring ourselves to 
imagine. Or maybe he did meet a sticky end 
that day. If so, I guess it won’t really affect 
me, not in any real sense. And yet I do like to 
think that he’s out there somewhere, a plump, 
bedraggled goblin, snuffling through the oil 
slicks and broken glass of a blighted parking 
lot. If that’s enough for him, it’s enough for 
me. And this alone is why Possie has earned 
his place among us. He can teach us some- 
thing: existence is its own excuse. é

There, there. Uncle Cecil recognizes that his column, while 
certainly nailing the meme question, had the unfortunate side 
effect of rhetorically reducing his readers to zombies, leaving 
parties such as yourself in a nervous and uncertain state. So 
let me assure you: you have consciousness, and by the time 
I’m done you'll have free will, too. (I'll take a pass on whether 
you've got a soul.) There’s just one thing I can’t budge on, 
but in today’s post-literate society it’s something most folks 
won’t miss: you haven’t got a mind. 

Before you stomp off in a huff, I’m talking here about the 
mind as something distinct from the body — in other words, 
mind-body dualism, a notion most famously advanced by 
René Descartes, the 1 7th-century French philosopher and 
mathematician. Descartes reasoned that one could imagine 
having no body but not one’s own nonexistence. It followed 
that the irreducible nub of personhood was the conscious 
mind. Thus his famous dictum: “I think, therefore I am.” 

Though beguiling and seemingly commonsensical, this logic 
suffers from the defect of being wrong. As Daniel Dennett ob- 
serves in Consciousness Explained (1991), mind-body dualism 
defies physics. To order your body into action, your mind must 
inject some sort of energy into the system; but if the mind isn’t 
part of the physical realm, that input is essentially coming from 
nowhere — thus violating the law of conservation of energy. 
Ergo, you don’t have a mind separate from the belching, 
sweating rest of you. You’re meat that thinks. 

But how? After 50 years of floundering, we can’t even 
agree on what it means to think. To hear some, talk, it’s as 
though abandoning the concept of pure mind obliges us to 
think of ourselves as mere automatons. Take memeticist 
Susan Blackmore, who believes the self and free will are illu- 
sions and that what we imagine to be our choices are actually 
the product of competing memes. In the closing pages of her 
book The Meme Machine, she recommends a weird techno- 
Zen approach in which we watch with detachment while our 
robot selves rattle through the preordained humdrum of exis- 
tence. Other folks, while they don’t get quite that nutty, make 
much of the work of neuroscientist Benjamin Libet, whose 
brain experiments suggest that awareness of the impulse to 
perform an act often arises after the act has begun — the im- 
plication being that decisions are made subconsciously, by 
memes or who knows what hidden agency, and that the con- 
scious mind is just along for the ride: 

This is surely nonsense. I’ll concede that we make lots of 
decisions without articulating them to ourselves — how else 
would anyone play a decent game of basketball? — but 
there’s no reason to think that the conscious process we use 
for more considered choices is somehow fraudulent. No laws 
of physics or logic must be violated for us to ponder alterna- 
tives and make decisions in the ordinary senses of those 
terms. Electronic computers process inputs and produce out- 
puts, and so do we. Abandoning the notion of pure mind 
makes life seem scary and empty only if we take the analogy 
too far and think of ourselves as nothing but computers, 
mindlessly executing preprogrammed instructions. True, 
we’re but flesh and blood, and our thought processes in 
some sense are mechanical. True also, our range of choices is 
limited — it’s not necessarily memes dictating whether you 
pick root beer or Coke, but the Coca-Cola company has defi- 
nitely had a lot to say about it. Nonetheless, I think we’re en- 
titled to believe that we are what we seem to ourselves to be 
— that is, self-aware creatures who through a combination 
of reason and emotion select among alternatives and set 
events into motion, and who can reasonably be held to ac- 
count for the consequences. 2

recently fined $755,000 by the Federal 
Communications Commission (FCC) for 
indecency. 

That something else is money, and the 
indecent level of corporate media concen- 
tration that the FCC has allowed — even 
encouraged — so that companies such as 
Clear Channel, Viacom, Disney, General 
Electric, Time Warner, and Rupert Mur- 
doch’s News Corporation can make huge, 
steaming piles of it. 





HE MEDIA moguls are running scared, 

not because they have seen the light, and 
certainly not because they are afraid of hav- 
ing to pay fines (which, after all, can be 
chalked up to the cost of doing business). 
Rather, they are terrified that a truly 
aroused Congress might act to break up the 
conglomerates that control nearly all of our 
news, entertainment, and common culture. 
And they’re willing to sacrifice freedom of 
speech in order to maintain their privileged 
positions. 

Consider the curiously supine behavior of 
John Hogan, who runs Clear Channel’s 
radio operations. Hogan recently fired 
Bubba, after reportedly having fought for 
quite a while to save his crude star from the 
clutches of the FCC. Hogan got even more 
attention when he dropped Howard Stern 
from the six Clear Channel radio stations 
that carried him. “Clear Channel is serious 
about helping address the rising tide of inde- 
cency on the airwaves. As broadcast li- 
censees, we are fully responsible for what 
our stations air, and we intend to make sure 
all our DJs and programmers understand 
what is and what is not appropriate on Clear 
Channel radio shows,” said Mark Mays, 
president and chief operating officer, in a 
statement posted on the company’s Web site. 

Last June, though, Clear Channel was 
telling a different story. The FCC had is- 
sued a ruling sweeping aside what few 
ownership restrictions still remained on 
media companies. And Mays — whose 
company, with 1200 stations in total and 
up to eight stations in some cities (four in 
Greater Boston), is by far the largest radio 
conglomerate — was pissed off that the 
FCC hadn’t gone far enough. “Clear Chan- 
nel is deeply disappointed with today’s FCC 
vote to re-regulate the radio industry,” 
Mays said in a June 2 statement. 

What changed? What transformed Clear 
Channel from an arrogant behemoth into a 
forelock-tugging favor-seeker? Simple: 
long before the Super Bow! halftime show, 
a substantial faction in Congress decided it 
had had enough of media concentration. 
The Senate voted last September, by a bi- 
partisan margin of 55 to 40, to overturn the 
FCC’s June decision and leave ownership 
restrictions in place. A similar sentiment is 
widely believed to prevail in the House, but 
majority leader Tom DeLay, acting at the 
behest of the Bush administration, won’t let 
the measure come to the floor for a vote. 
Arizona senator John McCain has gone so 
far as to say that Clear Channel is too big, 
which is the first cousin to saying it ought 
to be broken up. In that context, getting rid 
of Howard Stern — who, as Salon’s Eric 
Boehlert reported last week, recently began 
harshly criticizing President Bush, a friend 
and benefactor of the Mays family — was 
an easy call. 

“It’s a very explosive climate in Washing- 
ton right now for the media companies,” 
says Jeff Chester, executive director of the 
Center for Digital Democracy, a media- 
reform organization based in Washington. 
“They have to engage in their best behavior

and politically tiptoe around. Because if 
they don’t toe the line and make believe 
they’re going to swear off this type of con- 
tent, the Congress and Bush administration 
could act.” 

Thus what appears to be a story about 
sex and violence is actually about some- 
thing much more interesting: money and 
power. 


HERE’S SOMETHING almost amusing 

about watching FCC chair Michael Pow- 
ell, the supremely confident, technocratic 
son of Colin Powell, transform himself from 
libertarian visionary to culture warrior. 

Last September, in an op-ed piece for the 


Powell’s op-ed was full of praise for shows 
like The Sopranos, which are suffused with 
nudity, violence, and profane language. And 
he came across like someone who wouldn't 
mind seeing the pole dancers at the Bada 
Bing writhing around on one of the broad- 
cast networks, writing, “A rush headlong into 
re-regulating free television is afoot, and if 
successful, would prove disastrous. Bringing 
free television into a more hostile regulatory 
environment will continue to drive invest- 
ment to pay television and drive more sports 
and creative programs to pay television.” 

Powell was partly right. The Sopranos is 
among the best that television has to offer, 
and there ought to be a way for free

And the indecent level of corporate 
media concentration that the FCC has allowed so that 
Clear Channel, Viacom, Disney, General Electric, 
Time Warner, and Rupert Murdoch’s News 
Corporation can make huge, steaming piles of it. 


Wall Street Journal, Powell justified the 
FCC’s efforts to ease ownership caps by ar- 
guing that free television couldn’t survive 
against cable and premium channels such 
as HBO without allowing the broadcast 
networks to own more over-the-air sta- 
tions. The FCC last June proposed raising 
from 35 percent to 45 percent the propor- 
tion of the population that could be reached 
by a single broadcast group. Congress at- 
tempted to keep the limit at 35 percent, but 
eventually went along with 39 percent — 
thus allowing Viacom and News Corpora- 
tion to keep all their stations — after the 
White House threatened to veto the spend- 
ing bill to which the 35 percent limit had 
been attached. Not long after, Viacom’s 
CBS division refused to let MoveOn.org 
buy an ad to be shown during the Super 
Bowl that criticized the Bush administra- 
tion, an act of corporate censorship that 
was truly indecent (see “Media,” This Just 
In, January 30). 


broadcast TV to include intelligent pro- 
gramming aimed at adults who don’t nec- 
essarily want to pay for both a cable box 
and a premium channel. (In fact, there are 
no legal or regulatory restrictions that 
would prohibit broadcasters from offering 
such fare between 10 p.m. and 6 a.m., 
which is when more-daring programs such 
as NYPD Blue are shown.) The question is 
why Powell believes greater corporate con- 
solidation is the answer to bad program- 
ming — especially since, as Los Angeles 
Times columnist Michael Hiltzik recently 
pointed out, those poor over-the-air 
broadcast stations are part of the same 
conglomerates that own the lucrative cable 
stations. HBO, for instance, is owned by 
Time Warner, which is also part-owner of 
the WB broadcast network. MTV is owned 
by Viacom, which also owns CBS, which 
— to bring it all back home — is why 
Janet Jackson and Justin Timberlake’s 
lame act was part of the Super Bowl half- 





time show in the first place. 

With his bigger-is-better agenda under 
attack, Powell suddenly changed gears and 
began publicly agonizing over all that 
naughtiness on television and radio. When 
the FCC’s staff 1uled that Bono’s use of the 
phrase “fucking brilliant” during the 2003 
Golden Globe awards was not indecent, 
Powell announced that he would seek to 
overturn that decision. And when Jackson 
flashed that bejeweled breast at halftime, 
Powell pronounced himself to be outraged, 
thus launching the current witch-hunt. 

“| think it’s a riot,” says Rory O’Connor, 
president and CEO of Globalvision, a New 
York—based independent television produc- 
tion company. “Why? I'll tell you why. Be- 
cause I think Michael Powell has now been 
hoist on his own petard. He wants to 
deregulate and re-regulate simultaneously. 
He wants to deregulate all the ownership 
and re-regulate all the content. Guess 
what? It doesn’t work that way.” 

There is another, smarter way of reduc- 
ing the amount of indecency on the air, 
and it has been best articulated by another 
FCC commissioner, Michael Copps. Unlike 
Powell, Copps opposes the headlong rush 
toward letting media conglomerates grow 
as big as they wish. And he sees a direct 
link between monopoly and indecency. 

Take, for instance, a January 28 “town 
meeting” that the FCC held in San Anto- 
nio, the hometown of Clear Channel. In his 
remarks, Copps asked, “Are stations 
adding to the civic dialogue? Are they en- 
couraging local talent? Are they reaching 
out to minority groups within the commu- 
nity? And — an issue on which I have fo- 
cused attention since I came to the Com- 
mission — are they adhering to communi- 
ty standards or are they airing excessive 
amounts of indecent and violent program- 
ming? Few can deny that we are seeing a 
race to the bottom on our airwaves. Some- 
times, I wonder if there even is a bottom.” 

Another way of putting it is that a media 
outfit can’t adhere to community standards 
if it’s not based in the community. Interest- 
ingly, this is something that would-be 
media reformers of both the left and the 
right agree on. For instance, Celia Wexler, 
vice-president for advocacy of the liberal 
group Common Cause, says of a locally 
based broadcaster, “He lives in that com- 
munity. And he knows that if he puts a lot 
of crummy stuff on, people are going to 
holler at him directly. If I’m Rupert Mur- 
doch, I really don’t care what the people in 
Boston think about what I run.” Lara Ma- 
haney, director of corporate and entertain- 
ment affairs for the Parents Television 
Council — founded by veteran conservative 
activist Brent Bozell — says much the same 
thing: “Whenever a network owns a sta- 
tion, they are not going to pre-empt their 
own programming based on community 
standards. The broadcaster is responsible 
for the license, but they’re also supposed to 
take into account things like community 
standards.” 

In getting at the indecency issue by deal- 
ing with conglomerate ownership, it be- 
comes possible to improve programming 
without sliding down the slope toward cen- 
sorship. Media scholar Robert McChesney, 
who helped found the organization Free 
Press (www.mediareform.net), says that by 
placing real limits on ownership, and by 
emphasizing such old-fashioned notions of 
broadcast regulation as service to the com- 
munity, indecent programming will natural- 
ly shrink as a proportion of programming.

“The current system makes what CBS and Fox do rational 
behavior,” he says. “Vulgar fare is the least-expensive way 
to attract an audience and keep it. If you had a different 
market structure, you'd have less vulgarity.” 

You would also stop the would-be censors dead in their 
tracks. And make no mistake: they’re coming. 


HE WHOLE NOTION of regulating content is anti- 
thetical to the First Amendment and its guarantee of 


free speech. The idea that radio and television are not fully 


covered by the First Amendment goes back to laws first 
promulgated in the 1930s. The rationale: the airwaves be- 
long to the public and, as a limited resource (there are, 
after all, only so many radio and TV frequencies), the 


broadcast spectrum may be regulated in the public interest. 


Where there is no scarcity, there is generally thought to 
be no constitutional right to regulate. Print is not regulat- 
ed, although it may not offer illegal content such as ob- 
scenity or child pornography. The same holds true with 
the Internet, despite attempts to place indecent but legal 
content out of the view of children. 


Media moguls are running scared. 
Not because they're afraid of fines 
from the FCC, but because they’re 
afraid Congress will finally break 
up the conglomerates. 


Until now, non-broadcast TV and radio technologies 
— cable and’satellite television and the nascent business 
of satellite radio — have also been unregulated. The 
legal theory is that these are services people choose 
and pay extra for, and that therefore they should be 
free of the restrictions governing over-the-air media 
that come into your home or car. To get back to The 
Sopranos, HBO is not one but two steps removed from 
free television: you have to sign up for cable or satellite, 
and then you have to sign up again for HBO. Caveat 
emptor.

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Besides, though the number of stations available by 
satellite or cable is not infinite, it is far greater than the 
handful you can get via rabbit ears on TV or on your car 
stereo. Where there is choice, there is less of a rationale 
for regulation. That’s why the shock-jock duo Opie and 
Anthony, tossed off broadcast radio in 2002 for running a 
contest in which a couple allegedly had sex in St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, is reportedly due to pop up on the Sirius net- 
work, for which listeners pay about $10 a month. Accord- 
ing to a March 1 article in the Wall Street Journal, Sirius’s 
competitor, XM, offers something called “Gonzo Radio at 
Its Most Warped.” 

Yet these technologies, too, make use of the public air- 
waves even cable TV, where a head-end antenna pulls 
programming off a satellite before distributing it via cable 
to households in a given community. And that means that, 
if the culture warriors have their way, satellite and cable 
will be regulated, too. 

Existing law already requires cable companies to block 
out a station or stations at a customer’s request. There’s 
nothing wrong with that, and there’s nothing wrong with 
reminding the public that such an option exists. FCC 
commissioner Kevin Martin essentially backed that ap- 
proach in his February 11 testimony before the Senate 
Committee on Commerce, Science, and Transportation. 

But Martin concluded with this chilling threat: “Finally, 
| am sympathetic to the many people asking why our in 
decency regulations apply only to broadcast. Indeed, 
today programming that broadcast networks reject be 
cause of concerns about content may end up on compet- 
ing basic cable networks, and radio personalities that we 
have fined for indecency violations just move to satellite 
radio. Increasingly, I hear a call for the same rules to 
apply to everyone for a level playing field. If cable and 
satellite operators continue to refuse to offer parents 
more tools such as family-friendly programming pack- 
ages, basic indecency and profanity restrictions may be a 
viable alternative that also should be considered.” 


HIS IS A dangerous moment. We can all laugh at the 

prospect of Bubba the Love Sponge standing in the un- 
employment line. But what are we to make of Clear Chan- 
nel bouncing Howard Stern just as he switches from 
cheerleading for President Bush to criticizing him bitterly? 
What will happen now that Stern’s employer, Viacom 
president Mel Karmazin, has declared “zero tolerance” for 
indecency especially given how dependent Viacom re- 
mains on government favors to keep its empire of televi- 
sion stations intact? What’s next? Lately, Stern has taken 
to predicting that he’ll soon be fired. It could be just a 
stunt. But who knows? 

Last week a public radio station in Los Angeles, 
KCRW, got rid of commentator Sandra Tsing Loh after 
she used the F-word in a prerecorded piece. She claimed 
that it was a mistake — that it was supposed to have 
been bleeped out. Tsing Loh had been on KCRW for six 
years, yet she wasn’t given so much as a second chance. 
“It is the equivalent of the Janet Jackson performance 
piece, and there is not a radio or TV programmer today 
who does not understand the seriousness involved to the 
station,” said general manager Ruth Seymour, according 
to a Reuters report. 

“If you give the authority to government officials to 
regulate speech and content, then there are undoubtedly 
times when it will be misused and abused. And when it 
comes to First Amendment activities, that’s a concern,” 
says Paul McMasters, First Amendment ombudsman for 
the Freedom Forum, based in Arlington, Virginia. And, 
of course, in the case of Tsing Loh, government didn’t 
even have to step in. Her bosses were terrified enough 
to act without apparently so much as a phone call from 
the FCC. 

Of course, Tsing Loh has no right to be on the air, any 
more than Bubba or Stern or you or me. The fear, in an 
age of media conglomeration, is that a decision to silence 
someone in one place will amount to a decision to silence 
someone in many places. Bob Garfield, in a February 27 
commentary for National Public Radio’s On the Media, 
got at this by offering a hypothetical concerning right- 
wing radio talk-show host Rush Limbaugh, who is heard 
on several hundred stations. “We — all right, | — would 
love to see Limbaugh eradicated from the airwaves one 
fed-up station at a time,” Garfield said. “But the idea of it 
happening in one fell swoop makes me tremble.” 

Through their greed and insatiable appetites, the media 
moguls have made themselves dangerously dependent on 
the whims of government. Rather than a decentralized 
network of media organizations rooted in their communi- 
ties, we look out onto a barren landscape over which 
looms a handful of giant players. But these are vulnerable 
giants, assembled with the complicity of a government that 
could one day turn on them. Rather than see their empires 
broken up, the moguls will make sacrifices to the regulatory 
gods. Bubba? Gone. Stern? Going. 

The First Amendment? Oh, come on. Who cares about a 
little thing like that? &

ALPH NADER made the Massachusetts 
Green-Rainbow Party what it is today. By 
pulling in about 6.5 percent of the state’s 
presidential vote four years ago, he lifted the 
Green- Rainbows to ballot status for the first 
time. (In Massachusetts, parties can accom- 


plish this by obtaining at least three percent of 


the vote in a statewide election; the Green- 
Rainbows retained their status in 2002, when 
Green candidates James O’Keefe and Jill 
Stein won eight and three percent in the trea- 
surer’s and governor’s races, respectively.) 
Anyone registering to vote in Massachusetts 
now has the option of checking a Green- 
Rainbow box, which is a big reason Green- 
Rainbow registration has mushroomed from 
about 3000 to over 11,000 in just four years. 
Ballot status also allows the Greens to hold 
primary elections. And it makes it far easier 


or national office. To get their presidential 
candidate on the ballot this year, Green-Rain- 
bow officials simply need to tell the state who 
their nominee is; without ballot status, they'd 
have to gather 10,000 signatures. 

But as Green-Rainbow candidates try to 
get their views on universal health care, fair 
taxation, electoral reform, and environmen- 
tal justice out to the public, they’re encoun- 
tering the dark side of Nader’s legacy. 
“Greens really depend on progressive De- 
mocrats, and progressive Democrats tend to 
go bananas at Nader’s running,” says one 
candidate, who asked to remain anonymous. 
“Then it becomes impossible to change the 
subject and get down to talking about real 
issues. We cannot get past the spoiler dis- 
cussion.” 

Many Greens knew this was coming. That’s 
why, for the last several months, a debate 
stemming from the 2000 presidential election 


raged among the nation’s Green activists. 
Some thought fhe party shouldn’t run a presi- 
dential candidate in 2004: the Bush adminis- 
tration is intolerable, they argued, and Greens 
can’t afford to run a candidate who helps re- 
elect Bush or is perceived as making a Bush 
victory possible. Another contingent advocated 
a “smart state” or “strategic state” plan, with 
the Green nominee running hard in solid Red 
and Blue states but not campaigning, or mak- 
ing only a token effort, in battleground states 
like Florida. A third group insisted that De- 
mocrats are no better than Republicans — 
look at Democratic support for the Patriot Act 
and the Iraq war, they argued — and that 
there is no reason not to go all-out. 

Nader, of course, hews most closely to 
the third position. But even Greens who 
thought otherwise agreed that, before Nader 
opted to leave the Green fold, the party’s 
nomination was his for the taking. “I told

him — and many other people told him the 

same thing — if you want the nomination, 

you're going to get it,” says John Rensen- 
brink, a political-science professor at Bow- 
doin College and a seminal figure in the 

American Green movement. 

So far, however, Nader seems not to want 
it. Last December, he informed the Green 
arty of the United States (GPUSA) that he 
would not seek the Green nomination. Then, 
in a February 22 appearance on Meet the 
Press, he announced his independent candi- 
dacy. During a speaking engagement at the 
National Press Club the next day, Nader 
praised the Green platform but said internal 
Green debates over whether and how to run 
a presidential candidate, which won’t be re- 
solved until the national party’s June con- 
vention, had forced his hand. “We have to 
pursue an independent course of action,” he 
declared. 

With Nader conspicuously absent, the 
Green presidential field stands at seven active 
candidates. At this point, Peter Camejo and 
David Cobb, the top-two vote-getters in the 
Green primaries to date, look like the front- 
runners. Camejo is a veteran activist who ran 
for president as a socialist in 1976 and won 
five percent of the vote in California’s 2002 
gubernatorial election; Cobb, an attorney and 
former general counsel for the GPUSA, 
managed Nader’s 2000 campaign in Texas 
and garnered about one percent of the vote 
in his own run for Texas attorney general in 
2002. Each is a charismatic, articulate figure 
capable of forcefully arguing against the po- 
litical status quo and in favor of the Greens’ 
vision of political and social transformation, 
and each appears to be a good bet for the 
party come November. 

But there’s a catch. Cobb, who favors a 
strategic-state approach, wants the Green 
nomination. Camejo doesn't. In fact, Camejo 
has publicly stated that he will not accept the 
nomination and describes a vote for him as a 
vote for the “pro-Nader” position; apparently, 
Camejo plans to use his convention delegates 
to convince the party to support Nader. That's 
why, in a February 17 interview with FOX 
News, Camejo suggested that whatever pri- 
mary success he enjoyed might prompt the 

Greens, without actually 
nominating Nader, to issue 
a formal declaration of 
support for his candidacy 
at the national convention. 
“I personally talk to Ralph 
Nader, and I am sure ... 
Ralph would be very happy 
to have the Green Party en- 
dorse him,” he said. 

On March 2, Camejo 
won the Green primary in 
California — which con- 
trols 132 of the Greens’ 

- 836 national delegates — 
in a landslide, getting 75 
percent of the vote to 
Cobb’s 12 percent. Ulti- 
mately, Camejo says, the 
California primary dou- 
bled as a referendum on 
how the Green nominee, 
or whomever the Greens 
back, should run this year. 
“It does say California 
spoke out more in favor of 
the hard line,” he asserts. 

Unlike Camejo, who be- 
lieves Nader is committed 
to running as an independ- 
ent, some Greens still hope 
their former candidate will 

return to the party’s fold. Why the lingering 

optimism? Nader has presented his split from 
the Greens as a matter of pragmatism rather 
than principle. He’s also reiterated that he 
wants Green support as his campaign moves 
forward. Furthermore, Nader’s goal of getting 
on every state’s presidential ballot would be far 
easier to attain if he were the Green nominee.

Most tantalizing, perhaps, is that the 
GPUSA officials who have been contacting 


the Nader camp to see if the candidate 


might change his mind haven't yet received a 


firm answer. “They are playing their cards 
really close to the chest,” says GPUSA pollit- 
ical director Brent McMillan. 

If Nader does decide to go Green, he’ll have 
the support of a majority of the party’s presi- 
dential field. Most of Camejo’s delegates 
would probably back Nader as a late entry. 
And three other candidates 
Carol Miller, and Paul Glover 
are also regarded as stand-ins 
for Nader 

His intentions may be clari- 
fied when his campaign releases 
an open letter to the Greens, 
which has been in the works for 
weeks. But it’s unlikely he will 
make a firm commitment. For 
now, Nader spokesman Kevin 
Zeese asserts that a Green can- 
didacy would make it harder for 
Nader to attract the independ- 
ent voters who make up about 
one-third of the American elec- 
torate. “By staying independent, 
he can pull together a coalition 
that brings all the third parties 
and independents together into 
a real force that could challenge 
the Republican and Democratic 
duopoly,” Zeese said. (Nader 
and his campaign manager, 
Theresa Amato, did not respond 
to requests for an interview.) 


F NADER remains an independent candi- 

date, meanwhile, it’s almost certain his 
presence in the race will hurt the Green nom- 
inee. Consider the issue of ballot access. To 
run a presidential candidate in the 27 states 
where their party lacks ballot status, the 
Greens need to gather about 250,000 signa- 
tures. With 300,000 registered Greens na- 
tionwide, they should be able to do it — but if 
Green volunteers flock to the Nader camp, 
the job gets a whole lot harder. Nader and the 
Green nominee may offer dovetailing mes- 
sages to the public — 
but for precisely that rea- 
son, they'll be drawing 
on the same pool of pro- 
gressive activists in the 
run-up to November. 
“At this time, it does look 
like a competition, no 
question about it,” 
McMillan says of the 
ballot-access push. 

A similar dynamic 
could be at work on Elec- 
tion Day. In some states, 
including Massachusetts, 
the Greens may not ré- 
tain ballot status in 2006 
if their 2004 presidential 
nominee receives less 
than a certain percentage 
of the vote. (The method of retaining ballot 
status varies from state to state. In general, 
though, a strong showing by a party’s presi- 
dential candidate is often the easiest option.) 
Even if Nader were the Green nominee, the 
Greens might lose a few of their 23 state- 
ballot lines. But with Nader competing with a 
lesser-known Green candidate for votes, the 
attrition could be much more dramatic. 

Some Greens downplay these defection 
scenarios. “I interact with Greens all over the 
country, and I know they’re gearing up to 
place a Green nominee on the ballot,” 
GPUSA co-chair Ben Manski says. But Man- 
ski may be overly optimistic. Camejo, for ex- 
ample, argues that Nader deserves the 
Greens’ backing even if he’s not their nomi- 
nee. “If Ralph Nader wants to run as an inde- 
pendent for whatever reason, I can see some 
legitimacy in that,” Camejo says. “And I think 
he’s been under attack. So I think it’s crucial 
the Greens show support for him.” 

If enough Greens agree, the integrity of the 
GPUSA, an eight-year-old umbrella organiza- 
tion formerly known as the Association of

Who likes Ralph? 


POLL BY the Associated Press released March 5 found 

that 46 percent of respondents favored George W. Bush 
for president, 45 percent supported US Senator John Kerry, 
and six percent liked Ralph Nader. The same level of support 
for Nader was also found in a poll released March 9 by /n- 
vestor’s Business Daily. \n that poll, however, respondents 
favored Kerry over Bush 44 percent to 41 percent. 

The best information in the /BD poll, though, was the break- 
down of support for each candidate according to 17 variables, 
ranging from lifestyle (affluent, retired, city dweller, upscale, 
mobile, etc.) to ideology (conservative, moderate, or liberal). So 
where is support for Nader the strongest? In the Northeast 
(where 10 percent of respondents said they would vote for 
him); with voters under age 24 (12 percent); with voters earn- 
ing less than $30,000 a year (nine percent); among independ- 
ents (14 percent); among upscale households (12 percent); 
with young mobile adults (10 percent); with white men (nine 
percent); with black men (eight percent); and with those who 
opposed the war in Iraq (11 percent).

State Green Parties, could be in jeopardy. 
While Greens strive for consensus through de 
centralized decision-making, they also accept 
the need for some top-down direction. Conse 
quently, state Green parties are obligated to 

run whichever candidate secures the GPUSA 
nomination. But there’s already talk that this 
requirement might be a casualty of Nader’s 


2004 campaign. At June’s GPUSA convention, 
Camejo hopes the national party will urge state 


parties to back whichever candidate they 
choose: “Why not let all Greens go to work?” 
he asks. “Let those who want to [do so] work 
with Nader, and those who want to work with 
David Cobb work with David Cobb.” Other 
Greens, however, worry that if this doesn’t

happen, some state parties will flout the rules 
by throwing their ballot lines and human capi- 
tal to Nader, of their own volition or at his re- 
quest. This wouldn’t destroy the Green move- 
ment. But it could create some serious turbu- 
lence for a party that’s grown from 100,000 to 
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300,000 since 1992. “Divisiveness for a young ¢ 


party is not helpful,” says Green-Rainbow co- 
chair Grace Ross. 

Whether this happens may be up to Nader. 
“It would only be a concern if Ralph Nader 
makes it a concern,” Manski says. “It will re- 
ally be up to him 
whether he seeks the 
support of the national 
party as a whole [or] 
seeks the support of in- 
dividual Green parties, 
or whether he says, ‘I’m 
an independent, and I’m 
not going to bother the 
Greens.’ It is entirely in 
his hands which one he 
pursues.” 


INCE Nader’s first 

Green run in 1996, 
his reputation among 
the Green Party faithful 
has acquired a schizo- 
phrenic tinge. They’ve 
been disappointed by his 
unwillingness to register as a Green, his re- 
luctance to share donor and volunteer lists, 
and his preference for maintaining his own 
autonomous campaign organization instead 
of operating within the national Green 
framework. At the same time, most Greens 
realize they owe Nader a debt of gratitude. 
His 2000 run “put us on the map as a politi- 
cal party,” John Rensenbrink says. 

For now, Greens who didn’t want Nader 
to run this year and Greens who feel jilted 
by his decision seem to agree on one thing: 
even when they’re criticizing Nader, they 
can’t help singing his praises. But if the 
worst-case scenarios attached to his inde- 
pendent candidacy pan out, even the 
Greens — most of whom are the last ones 
willing to defend Nader after the 2000 
election debacle — may turn on him. 

During the 2000 campaign, this shift 
would have been hard to imagine. Now 
it’s not so difficult. a

Adios, escuela

ANGING OUT IN the Umana/Barnes Middle School 
gym in East Boston, talking to the seventh- and eighth- 
graders playing soccer and basketball, it’s hard to imagine 
that 70 percent of them will not graduate from high school just 
four or five years from now. They are bright and eager, and insist 
that they will succeed academically. They are first- and second- 
generation Hispanics, mostly from Colombia, Honduras, and El 
Salvador. They speak fluent, if somewhat choppy, English. They 
want to be scientists, astronauts, musicians, and actresses. They 
all say they will go to college. 

Very few of them will. Most likely these students, like others 
before them, will bottle up in the ninth grade like water behind 
a dam; the dam is the 10th grade Massachusetts Comprehen- 
sive Assessment System (MCAS), and schools are holding back 
Hispanic students who they think aren’t ready for it. Of the 
1410 Hispanic ninth-graders enrolled in the Boston Public 
School system at the end of the 2002-’03 school year, 61 per- 
cent (or 864 students) were held back last June, while just 39 
percent (or 564 students) were promoted to 10th grade, ac- 
cording to figures compiled exclusively for the Phoenix by the 
Boston Public Schools. Black ninth-graders were held back at 
roughly the same rate (60 percent), but not white students (32 
percent) or Asian students (23 percent). 

Unable to break through to the upper grades, Hispanic stu- 
dents drop out at epidemic rates, in Boston and statewide. 
According to a report called Losing Our Future, released in 
February by Harvard University’s Civil Rights Project and the 
Urban Institute, Massachusetts has the second-worst gap be- 
tween Hispanic and white graduation rates of any state in the 
country — behind only New York. Just 36 percent of Hispanic 
ninth-graders in the Bay State go on to graduate in four years, 
according to the report, compared with 49 percent of black stu- 
dents and 74 percent of white students. The number is even 
worse in Boston — just 30 percent of Hispanics entering ninth 
grade will graduate in four years. 

As one “reform” after another sweeps through public educa- 
tion — high-stakes MCAS testing, English immersion, and 
now, in Boston, possibly some form of neighborhood schooling 
(see “Another School-Busing Battle Looming?”, News and 
Features, February 13) — the song remains much the same for 
Hispanics in the Hub. As they reach age 16 — when they can 
legally drop out of school — and start facing decisions about 
jobs and families, young Hispanics see little hope of graduating, 
and give up. “If they’re 16 as a freshman or a sophomore, they 
get a sense of futility and throw it all in,” says Jim McGrane, 
who taught at Umana/Barnes for 36 years and now runs the 
after-school programs at the middle school. 

A few hours after the young students leave the building, 
McGrane watches a different group of learners arrive at the 
school. They are adults, mostly in their 20s and 30s, and they 
fill up a hall of classrooms in the evening to learn English or to 
earn their GEDs. Many of them are parents of Umana/ Barnes 
students; some of them had McGrane as a teacher when they 
were students at the school. There is a waiting list of more than 
200 to get in 

“I see a lot of my former students here in the GED program, 
and they say, ‘I never should have quit,’” McGrane says. 
Chances are, that’s what a lot of the hopeful kids now playing 
in the gym will be saying 10 or so years from now 


IVEN SUCH long-term consequences, why are so many His- 

panic kids falling back at such a critical time in their develop 
ment? Critics charge that high-school administrators don’t want 
their Hispanic students — whose proficiency in English is good 
enough for them to get by in the classroom, but not quite good 
enough for them to succeed on standardized tests — taking the 
10th-grade MCAS. Why? Under mandates set by the state’s 1993 
Education Reform Act and 2002’s federal No Child Left Behind 
act (NCLB), districts and schools have a lot riding on how thei 
on the MCAS. If a school does

MCAS passing rates, it can be labeled “underperforming” by the 
state. Failing to meet adequat yearly progress’ goais tor average 
MCAS scores brings a similar designation under the federal law. 


Punishments include letting parents transfer their children out of 
the school, thereby transferring state funding out at the same time 
Eventually, the school can be put into “restructuring,” which can 
involve wholesale overhaul of the faculty, takeover by a private 


company, reopening as a charter school, or becoming a state 


operated school. And pressure is applied not just to schools but also 
to personnel, especially school administrators, who are increasingly 
judged by MCAS results. 

“It has everything to do with not being labeled an underper- 
forming high school, and not being labeled failing to make ade- 
quate yearly progress,” says Roger Rice, executive director of 
Multicultural Education, Training, and Advocacy (META), a na- 
tional minority-education nonprofit based in Somerville. 

“There’s a huge incentive to push out students who you ex- 
pect to fail,” says Gary Orfield, co-director of Harvard’s Civil 
Rights Project, which co-sponsored the study on graduation 
rates. “The easiest way to show the mandatory improvement is 
to keep the worst-scoring students from taking the test.” 

Between 1998 and 2000, the Massachusetts Department of 
Education made several changes to its 10th-grade-promotion 
requirements. As a result, it’s no longer enough to have good at- 
tendance, participate in class projects, and get passing grades in 
science and history; the student must now pass standard Unified 
Science 9 or World History 9 tests, which cover what the state 
thinks students should know in those subjects. “They have a 
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strict policy now for what tests kids need to pass for promo- 
tion,” says Steve Fernandez, who teaches 11th and 12th grade 
at the O’Bryant School, in Boston. 

By basing promotion on test-taking, the state inevitably holds 
back those who — surprise, surprise — do not do well on stan- 
dardized tests: students with learning disabilities who might 
excel in every other educational arena, students whose anxieties 
or difficulty concentrating make tests difficult, and students with 
less-than-fluent English who have trouble understanding test 
questions. “I’m not an expert in English, so it’s hard,” says one 
Colombian student at the Umana/Barnes school. “Sometimes 
we're afraid of it [the MCAS test], because we don’t understand 
it [English] as well, so we get nervous,” adds a Salvadoran stu- 
dent. 

Indeed, December 2003 enrollment figures for the Boston 
Public Schools show Hispanics being disproportionately held 
back in the ninth grade. This year’s eighth-grade class, for ex- 
ample, has 1457 Hispanics; the ninth-grade class has 1774, 
and the 10th-grade class has only 1185. That’s an 18.7 percent 
drop in class size from eighth to 10th grade. (Note that the 
numbers for ninth grade shoot up because it’s the “bubble 
grade,” consisting of the previous year’s eighth-graders plus 
those ninth-graders held back from advancing to 10th grade.) 

Compare that with similar statistics for students of other 
ethnicities who are, presumably, more fluent in English. Black 
enrollment rises from 2230 in the eighth grade to 2980 in the 
ninth, and drops back to 2206 in the 10th grade — just a one 
percent reduction in class size from eighth to 10th grade. For 
white students the numbers are 781/914/7453, reflecting a 
4.85 percent drop. And for Asians, the numbers are 
421/519/456 — an 8.3 percent gain in class size from the 
eighth to 10th grades. 


EY CATORS KNOW that when students are held back 
sometimes repeatedly they often end up dropping out of 
school. “Grade retention is the leading predictor of whether the 
student drops out,” says Daniel Losen, legal and policy re-

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search associate for the Civil Rights Project. “Kids leave be- 
cause they don’t want to hang in there year after year after 
year,” adds Rice. 

But dropouts don’t matter to the school district — at least, as 
far as MCAS and NCLB are concerned. NCLB was supposed to 
demand improvement in graduation rates as well as test scores, 
but Secretary of Education Rod Paige — over the objections of 
several civil-rights groups — dropped that requirement. “I don’t 
think any school should get off the hook if they have high test 
scores but only a third of students are graduating,” Losen says. 
But they do. States are required to report graduation rates, but 
are not judged by them. (Those reports must include graduation 
rates for subgroups, including Hispanics, but Massachusetts 
does not yet comply. The state Department of Education says it 
will do so by 2006.) 

Perhaps as a result of this, we’re now seeing subtle — and 
some not-so-subtle — tactics designed to move students who 
don’t do well on standardized tests out of the classroom alto- 
gether. Last fall, the deputy superintendent of the Boston Public 
Schools sent a memo to every high-school principal and head- 
master in the district, encouraging them to “request that overage 
students be case managed out of existing placement” — that is, 
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to rid Boston’s public schools of students who are two years be- 


hind in course credits for their age. By April, such students will 
be transferred elsewhere; schools must submit plans showing 
how “overage students who were allowed to stay in district high 
school” will be graduated or trans- 

ferred by next fall. 








says Rice. Especially when school districts in other states, in- 
cluding Texas and New York, have been caught driving students 
— particularly Hispanic students — out of their schools with 
little concern about what happens to them. In New York, a legal 
challenge forced the city’s schools to

them to believe, falsely, they were no 
longer allowed to attend public 
school. 

Unfortunately, Hispanic parents 
are often ill-equipped to act as 
agents for their children’s education- 
al interests, despite their best inten- 
tions. According to federal Census 
data, 42 percent of adult Hispanics 
statewide have no high-school diploma. In Boston, the rates are 
even higher. Hispanics in Boston — who now make up 14.4 
percent of the city’s general population, up from 10.8 percent 
in 1990 — are more likely to be newer immigrants from Cen- 
tral and South America. About a third of the state’s 
Guatemalans, Hondurans, and Salvadorans live in Boston, and 
over 70 percent of them are immigrants, according to the 
Mauricio Gastén Institute at UMass Boston, a leading research 
center for Hispanic and immigrant issues. Parents from such 
backgrounds tend to have less education and speak less English 
at home than third- and fourth-generation Puerto Ricans, Do- 
minicans, and Cubans, who can be found increasingly outside 
Boston in places like Brockton, Lowell, Salem, Somerville, and 
Waltham — and even New Hampshire, where the Puerto Rican 
population doubled from 1990 to 2000. 

Hispanic parents bring other cultural differences to the table 
that leave them ill-equipped to work the system on behalf of 
their children. “The culture in Latin America says that you trust 
the teacher,” says at-large city councilor Felix Arroyo, who is a 
former president of the Boston School Committee. “You trans- 
fer that attitude to a very different culture where you have to ad- 
vocate for your child, and they end up without the services they 
have a right to.” 

Besides, Rice charges, the Boston school district has a history 
of ignoring the Hispanic graduation-rate problem, in large part by 
placing the onus on parents. “Given the choice of really educat- 
ing parents about the options available to them, or just rolling 
over, it’s a lot easier for the district to roll over and do nothing,” 
he says. Rice points to the new English-immersion law as an ex- 
ample, charging that Boston stopped providing help for its older 
limited-English students, rather than offering the transition re- 
quired by statutes “In theory, at the high-school level [limited- 
English students] could still be gettiig native-language instruc- | 
tion if they request it,” Rice says. “But BPS didn’t do a good job 
telling the parents that, so it’s all English instruction now.” 

Such neglect goes back for years. In November 1989, the 
BPS adopted — on paper — a Hispanic dropout-prevention 
program, with a list of prevention and intervention strategies. 
But “it was dead on arrival,” Rice says. 

“I am angry about it, because they know what to do and they 
won't do it,” says Arroyo, who agrees that the 1989 program 
— among others — was never implemented. 

The prevention strategies outlined in that program started 
in preschool. They included outreach activities to bring Hispan- 
ic children into early-learning programs, and research designed 
to purchase preschool curriculum materials designed for that 
population. Tutorial support, staff-development efforts, and 
targeted curriculum materials were recommended for the 





earliest grade levels, and at-risk students were to be identified 
by the third grade. A 

Intervention strategies included an ambitious mentoring pro- 4 
gram for Hispanic students in grades six through nine; acultur- —[ 
al-awareness program throughout the Boston Public Schools; a t 


professional-development plan for all BPS principals and head- 
masters; collaboration with community agencies to provide serv- 
ices to parents (including job training, counseling, child care, and 
transportation); and family-support teams for at-risk students. 

Instead, the biggest reform under consideration in the 
Boston Public Schools these days is a push to change the 
school-assignment policy. Increasing the number of school 
zones in the city from three to nine, as some are now dis- 
cussing, would inevitably lead to more segregated schools. As it 
stands now, at many public elementary and middle schools in 
Boston — including Winship Elementary in Brighton, Tobin 
Elementary and Middle in Roxbury, Curley Middle in Jamaica 
Plain, and Otis Elementary in East Boston — Hispanic pupils 
account for 60 percent or more of the total students. 

The Civil Rights Project study found that, regardless of the 
district’s entire racial and socioeconomic make-up, the more a 
district’s students are clustered into schools by race and eth- 
nicity — the “segregation index” — the worse the graduation 
rate. “Independent of poverty, racial isolation contributes to 
lower graduation rates,” says Losen. And as far as Orfield is 
concerned, “Neighborhood schools will make it worse.” 
Changes to busing, such as increasing the number of zones 
within which students can be moved, will tend to increase the 
segregation index, he says. 

All of which means that a few years from now, the city may 
look back on the 30 percent graduation rate for its Hispanic 
students as — believe it or not — the high-water mark. 2

Our Jesus, 
ourselves

MID THE REAMS of copy devoted to 

Mel Gibson’s The Passion of the Christ, 

little to nothing has been said about 
what’s really at the heart of the controversy 
over the film: who has the right, and the 
moral authority, to portray Jesus? Over the 
centuries, Jesus has been presented by differ- 
ent cultures in radically different ways. Im- 
ages of him have spanned race, body type, 
hair color, visage, affect, and — thanks to 
Edwina Sandys’s crucified, bare-breasted 
Jesus, created in 1975 to commemorate the 
United Nations’ Decade of the Woman — 
gender. In the United States alone, as 
Stephen Prothero notes in his excellent new 
study American Jesus: How the Son of God 
Became a National Icon (Farrar, Straus and 


Giroux, 2003), Jesus has been “black and 
white, male and female, straight and gay, a 
socialist and a capitalist, a pacifist and a war- 
rior, a Ku Klux Klansman and a civil rights 
agitator.” And then, of course, there is Gib- 
son’s portrayal of Jesus, neatly summarized 
by Andrew Sullivan as “largely a piece of 
soul-deadening pornographic sadism.” 

The one constant through the ages — as 
blasphemous as it may sound to some — is 
that Jesus is always sexy. Could you even 
imagine a paunchy, balding Jesus with bad 
teeth? Jesus has, as novelist Elinor Glyn pro- 
claimed of silent-movie star Clara Bow, “It.” 
Whether it be Albrecht Diirer’s intense, manly 
Jesus in the 1512 engraving Christ Before Pi- 
late, or the mass-produced images — com- 
monplace since the 19th century — of Jesus 
as the smiling, gentle Good Shepherd, the 
man has sex appeal. It has always been true of 
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JESUS CHRIST! Unlike Mel Gibson’s bloody exercise in body demolition in The 


Passion of the Christ, these paintings from the 16th century — Maerten van 
Heemskerck’s Man of Sorrows, from 1550, left, and Hans Schdufelein’s Crucifixion, 
from 1515, were a celebration of Jesus’ humanness. 


Hollywood's portrayal of Jesus — think of 
comely Jeffrey Hunter in 1961's King of Kings 
looking like a cross between teen heartthrob 
Tab Hunter and a slightly stoned angel from a 
fresco by Fra Angelico. In ABC’s scripture-of- 
the-week television movie Judas this past 
Monday, Jonathan Scarfe’s portrayal of Jesus 
is so cute and flirty with his come-on smile and 
hugs for everyone that it’s almost embarrass- 
ing, And it’s certainly true of James Caviezel, 
the star of Gibson’s film, who, even while 
being tortured, is over-the-top gorgeous. 

That there have been such myriad repre- 
sentations of Jesus doesn’t mean he was a 
religious chameleon. Rather, Jesus is tabula

Bush’s call to ban gay marriage and Gibson’s Passion: 
Two angry pieces of stagecraft whose creators disguise 
fear and confusion as faith and profundity 


Devil may care

WO WEEKS AGO, President Bush an- 

nounced his support for a constitutional 

amendment to ban gay marriage. The 
following day, many of the people whose 
hearts were lifted by the president’s remarks 


went to the movies. Thanks in part to advance 


ticket purchases organized by church groups, 
gross receipts for the five-day opening of Mel 
Gibson’s The Passion of the Christ were the 
second highest in Hollywood history. 

The proposed amendment and The Passion 
evoke similar feelings of gratification in their 
audiences because they arise from similar im- 
pulses. Both are angry pieces of stagecraft 
whose creators disguise fear and confusion as 
faith and profundity. And 
pect of The Passion has received scant notice 
so far — both productions exploit their target 
audiences’ fear of gays with inflammatory 
specters of sin and evil. 





The president’s most forceful argument for 


the amendment was that “marriage cannot 
be severed from its cultural, religious, and 
natural roots without weakening the good in- 
fluence of society.” His speech made no ef- 
fort to explain the possible weakening of so- 
ciety’s “good influence”; and he dismissed 
without engaging the Massachusetts 


although this as- 





Supreme Judicial Court decision that focused 
the nation’s attention on this issue. Bush’s 
superficial showmanship climaxed with a 
subtle affirmation of religious bigotry, since it 
is usually the Vatican and Christian evangeli- 
cal leadership, not the White House, assert- 
ing that gay love is not “natural.” 

These remarks cast the fight to amend our 
national Constitution as a drama, not a de- 
bate. In that drama, the president attempted 
to cast himself as the guardian of law, tradi- 
tion, and righteousness. But his speech mere- 


cently argued in Slate that The Passion relies 
for its effect on a fascistic spectacle whose 
components include “a hatred of silky and 
effeminate Jews.” 

The most effeminate character in Gib- 
son’s gospel, however, is satanic, not Semit- 
ic. The devil, who plays no role in the bibli- 
cal Passion narratives, appears frequently in 
The Passion. The character is played by a 
woman (the Italian actress Rosalinda Celen- 
tano) — a fact that most viewers will likely 
fail to appreciate, since she is costumed and 
photographed to look like an effeminate 
man. Given Gibson’s past remarks about gay 
people, and his violent treatment of gay 
characters in the film Braveheart — and 
given that, throughout history, Satan has al- 
most invariably been depicted as male, be- 
cause he was understood to be an angel and 
biblical angels are without exception male 
it’s reasonable to assume that this conflation 
of evil and effeminacy is intentional. (Taking 
a cue from Jesus Christ Superstar, Gibson 
underscores the point by presenting King 
Herod as a plump, soft man in Cleopatra eye 
makeup, attended by a queeny courtier.) 

In the Bible, Satan appears to tempt Jesus 
at the beginning of his ministry, but in The

ly trafficked in fear. Bush ignored the sub- 
stance of the issue he purported to discuss, 
and he deliberately fomented the outrage of 
fundamentalist voters who believe that gays 
should be barred from marriage because they 
are sinful. 

With The Passion, Gibson, too, has pro- 
duced a show that cunningly deploys fear of 
gays to reassure conservative Christians of 
their own righteousness. The script’s anti- 
Semitic messages have been detailed by writ- 
ers such as Christopher Hitchens, who re- 


Passion, Lucifer’s primary purpose ts to ter- 
rorize and spook. A maggot wriggles from his 
nose; he screams and thrashes on the bone- 
strewn floor of hell. Jesus is not afraid of 
Satan, but the figure is embellished with 
enough special effects that audiences will be 
Gibson wants them to be. The Passion per- 
sonifies evil so that audiences won't have to 
reckon with it. Gibson’s evil is foreign and 
strange, satanic and Semitic. Its homes are 
the synagogue and the underworld, not the 
Christian heart. This worldview has more in 


rasa, a blank slate upon which cultures build 
the images of him it most wants or needs. Ex 
pressing a sentiment often ascribed to Jesus, 
Paul declares in 1 Corinthians 9:22: “I have 
become all things to all people, that | might 
by all means save some.” 


O WHAT DOES it mean that Gibson's 

portrayal of an utterly victimized, brutal- 
ized Jesus has so much appeal today? The 
decision to dwell (single-mindedly, some 
critics would argue) on the Passion of Jesus 
is certainly valid aesthetically. There are

common with William Friedkin’s film The 
Exorcist than with the Bible. James Baldwin's 
observations on that film, from a 1975 essay 
called “The Devil Finds Work,” apply equally 
to Gibson’s movie: “The mindless and hyster- 
ical banality of the evil presented in The Exor- 
cist is the most terrifying thing about the 

film. .. . Americans should certainly know 
more about evil than that; if they pretend oth- 
erwise, they are lying, and any black man, and 
not only blacks . . . can call them on this lie; 
he who has been treated as the devil recog- 
nizes the devil when they meet.” 

Mel Gibson’s vision of the devil is frighten- 
ing, but his misrepresentation of Jesus is pro- 
fane. The film’s blood-letting blots out many 
crucial aspects of its central character, includ- 
ing one that fundamentalists might do well to 
contemplate: Jesus’ complex relationship to 
the traditions of his own society. In Matthew, 
Jesus states that he came not to abolish the 
law, but to fulfill it. He insists that he is 
preaching a new revelation in the religion of 
his birth. That it is time for Jewish law to be 
reinterpreted, to welcome outcasts into the 
kingdom of heaven. 

Jurisprudence and spiritual discernment 
are distinct projects, but both are concerned 
with defining human dignity; and the dignity 
of a person’s legal standing shapes all aspects 
of that person’s sense of possibility as a 
human being. The reckless dramas of Bush 
and Gibson are no more than sideshows t 
the legal developments — and the love 
that now frighten many conservative voters 
Judges in Massachusetts and newlyweds in 
California, New York, New Mexico, and Ore- 
gon have not “severed marriage from its reli 
gious, cultural, and natural roots,” nor do 
they want to. Regardless of their religion, they 
are united in one purpose: they seek not to 
abolish the law, but to fulfill it S

JESUS, from page 29 
precedents for such portrayals throughout 


Vestern art, altho igh it could also be argued 


that contemplating a physically realistic 13th- 
century crucifix of the wounded Christ is 
quite different from watching 90 minutes of 
unrelieved physical torture in a dark movie 
theater. Nevertheless, Gibson’s violent por- 
trayal of Jesus’ suffering has struck a chord. 
To date, moviegoers have dropped $212 mil- 
lion in just two weeks to see Gibson’s Jesus. 
It certainly says much about the times that 
— despite the broad panoply of accumulated 
Jesus iconography at our disposal — Gib- 
son’s savage imagery is so popular. 

Many critics have pointed out that the vio- 
lence in The Passion is really no different from 
that permeating many of Gibson’s other films, 
such as Lethal Weapon and Braveheart. But to 
see The Passion simply as a toga-and-loincloth 
version of Braveheart misses the point. The 
audiences flocking to The Passion are interest- 
ed in the theology of the film, which lies just 
below its surface. Beneath the familiar story of 
the death of Jesus, Gibson’s deeply felt con- 
viction is that the human body — in this case, 
Jesus’ — is meant to be destroyed, because it 
isn’t important. The body is intrinsically in- 
consequential. 

It’s no surprise that such a message res- 
onates with so many people. We live in a cul- 
ture that is deeply conflicted about the human 
body and sexuality. It is obsessed with beauty, 
sex, and body image, while simultaneously 
proclaiming that these concerns are irrelevant 
to our spiritual lives. Commercialized sexuali- 
ty is at the heart of popular culture, and yet 
there is a nearly overwhelming prohibition on 
speaking frankly and honestly about sexuality. 
Why is it that every major television network 
will air smarmy, smirky advertisements for 
Viagra, but consistently refuse to sell airtime 
for condom ads? The hysterical reaction over 
Janet Jackson’s “costume reveal” (which 
pushed the Super Bowl entertainment enve- 
lope about a millimeter of an inch) was so 
great that people actually made a federal case 
out of it. The same media culture that pro-

motes Britney Spears among preteens be- 
moans the effect she may hi mn them. No 


wonder Gibson's conviction that if the 


spiritual life is to triumph, the body must be 


destroyed is so popular. Whatever one 
thinks of Gibson’s art, politics, or religious 
beliefs, you have to give him this: he has 
tapped into a powerful theme in popular con- 
sciousness. His Jesus is obviously the one 


many in our culture want and need. 


HERE IS, HOWEVER, a long-lost body 

of work that casts the image of Jesus in a 
much different light — one that’s far more 
relevant for our time. Speaking to us more 
eloquently than Gibson’s blood, nails, and 
cat-o’-nine tails are the paintings by 16th 
-entury Dutch and German artists that 
show the crucified or suffering Jesus with 
an erection. The most noted and sexually 
explicit of these are Maerten van Heemsker- 
ck’s series Man of Sorrows (16th-century 
shorthand for the image of the suffering 
Jesus) from 1525 to 1550; Marcus Gheer- 
aerts’s Christ As Victor over Life and Death 
from 1560, and Ludwig Krug’s woodcut 
Man of Sorrows from 1520. Each of these 
features an aroused Jesus in the throes of 
his Passion. In their time, these paintings 
were fully accepted as religious art and un- 
derstood to be theologically appropriate. By 
the 19th century, however, they had become 
artistic and religious embarrassments. It 
was only in 1983, with the publication of 
Leo Steinberg’s superb The Sexuality of 
Christ in Renaissance Art and in Modern 
Oblivion (University of Chicago Press), that 
they resurfaced. 

Looking at these paintings and woodcuts 
today, it is impossible not to be shocked. 
There is little doubt that the images are erot- 
ic. Although Jesus’ genitals are always cov- 
ered with a cloth, there is no question that his 
penis is erect and that the artist intends to 
portray a sexual image. In other paintings 
and statues of the day, Jesus’ genitals are in- 
dicated by extravagantly folded cloth cover- 
ings; in still others, his handg or fingers are

pointing to, even manipulating, his genital: 

These paintings of the suffering Jesus cap 
ture the multiple meanings of the word “pa 
sion.” As startling as these images may | 
our modern sensibilities more shocking 
certainly, than anything found in Gibson's 
Passion — they made complete sense at the 
time of their creation. As opposed to Gibson’ 
bloody exercise in body demolition, these 
works of art celebrated Jesus’ humanness. In 
theological terms, this is called the mystery of 
the Incarnation. How better to demonstrate 
Jesus’ manhood than by ostentatiously dis- 
playing his, well, manhood. But these paint- 
ings also spoke to a larger matter 
often overlooked today, so enmeshed are we 
in commercialized sexuality and cultural 
prudery. These painting tell us that sexuality 
is sacred and holy. By rendering Jesus as a 
man who was born without shame (i.é., origi- 
nal sin) and who publicly exhibited sexual 
arousal, the artists were celebrating all human 
sexuality. Now, here’s the message: there is 
nothing shameful about sex — look, even 
Jesus can be aroused. 

That 16th-century artists use the imagery 
of sexual excitement to depict Jesus’ humani 
ty, while the dominant 20th-century image of 
Jesus is one of pain and suffering, shows how 
far we have come from understanding what it 
means to be human. While it could never be 
argued that 16th-century Europe was a 
paragon of sexual liberation 
were burned at the stake, and women were 
sexual chattel — these paintings reveal ideas 
about sexuality that are more advanced, in 
some ways, than the ones we embrace now. 
Too often today, sex and the body are ulti- 
mately viewed as shameful and in need of 
regulation. We see this in nearly all aspects of 
an increasingly repressive culture — in more 
censorship (see “Indecent Proposal,” page 
one), in attacks on sex education in schools, 
in lack of funding for HIV/AIDS-prevention 
programs. But nowhere is this modern re- 
pressiveness better seen than in the battle 
against same-sex marriage. No one believes 
that denying same-sex couples the right to

While every culture gets the images of 
Jesus it needs and wants, it’s probably also 
true that every culture gets the images of 
Jesus it deserves. As aspects of our religious 
and political culture grow increasingly more 
conservative, it is no surprise that Mel Gib- 
son’s traditional image of a body-hating 
Jesus will find eager audiences. That is why it 
is so vital to remember that Gibson — and 
other religious conservatives — do not have 
a monopoly on how to define, portray, or in- 
terpret Jesus. One of the clear messages of 
the van Heemskerck and Gheeraerts paint- 
ings is that there are a multitude of Christian 
religious experiences, beliefs, and imagina- 
tions, and that some are more true to the full 
measure of human experience. bd

RIAN REIMER AND Scott Fraley do 

not want to be sitting here at this 

table, in the semi-private dining room 
at Radius.

restaurants read Gourmet and Bon 
Appétit, and Radius kept coming up. 
So | faxed them my résumé and start- 
ed as a back waiter. | started in May 
almost five years ago 

Q: What about you? 

Brian Reimer: Very, very random. 
I’d met [co-owners] Michael 
[Schlow] and Christopher [Myers] 
through someone I was working with 
in Napa, Thomas and Joseph Keller. | 
was moving to Paris, and my father 
was going to be [in Boston] on busi- 
ness, and he said, “You should come; 
we haven't done a family vacation in 
years.” So randomly we all met up 
here in Boston, and I asked Joseph, 
“Where should we go and have din- 
ner?” He said, “You have to go see 
Christopher and Michael, they just 
opened this beautiful restaurant 
downtown. Give them a call, tell them 
you re coming.” Had a nice meal, 
beautiful service, loved the room — 
always love this room. A year and a 
half, two years later, came back [after 
a] small, short stint in Miami, a proj- 
ect that fell through. Sent out another 
dozen résumés across the country. 
Oddly enough, [Christopher] was the 
first one to call me back. So I came 
out for an interview, liked it, played 
with a couple more offers, one in New 
York. I was flat-out broke; I had noth- 
ing left after working for free in 
France for almost a year. So I needed 
to start a job. Under the pretense that 
| would be a sous-chef, came in cook- 
ing. A yeat and a half later... 

SF: They just told you you were going 

be the sous-chef; they never actually 


meant to make you the sous-chef. 


BR: Probably true. They never meant to 
make me the chef de cuisine, either, but 
things happen. 

SF: Touché. 

BR: It’s true. Or him the wine guy. 


Q: Is it unusual, for someone so young to 
be doing a job like this? 
BR: It is. 


Q: Why do you think you got where you 
got at such a young age? 


BR: I work rather hard. I think it’s paid off. 


SF: Sometimes he works, like, forty-five 
hours a week. 

BR: It’s rare. So, so very rare. 

SF: They don’t pay him overtime. 

BR: With salary, I always figure . . . 

SF: I mean, he is only 24, he’s a child... 


BR: . . . spend a little amount of time here, 
you're still going to make the same money . . . 
SF: ...he stomps around... 


Q: How'd you end up living together? 
SF: We don’t have any other friends. 





They may be young, but the chef de cuisine and 
sommelier at Radius are at the top of the culinary game 


BR: It’s true. We don’t spend enough time 
anywhere else. 

SF: We actually never see each other, ex- 
cept in the kitchen. That’s a fact. Well, and 
at bars. 


Q: What's your kitchen like at home? 

BR: Empty. Nothing in it. 

SF: It’s disgusting. I guess we just don’t 
care. There’s so much to care about here. 


Q: Do you ever get sick of each other? 

BR: It hasn’t happened in months. It was 
probably November? 

SF: We don’t see each other enough to get 
sick of each other. 

BR: We literally almost never see each 
other in the house. Saturday night is proba- 
bly about the one night of the week that 
more than likely we see each other at the 
house. Because we don’t have to work on 
Sunday. After work, like five o’clock in the 
morning. 

SF: Go to Chinatown... 

BR: Sushi, few bottles of wine...

Q: So there’s wine in the house, just no food? 

BR: There’s plenty of alcohol in the 
house. 

SF: There’s alcohol all the time. 

BR: Usually some ice cream in the freezer. 

SF: Ice cream. And cornflakes. 

BR: Yes. And usually a gallon of milk. 

SF: And I cook myself a fried egg. 

BR: And there’s bacon, for the late-night 
craving of a bacon sandwich. 

SF: Which is a fantastic thing: bacon and 
mayonnaise on toasted bread. Bacon is the 
best-tasting foodstuff in the entire world. 





Q: What's more important, the food or 
the wine? 


BR: Yes. 


Q: C’mon. 
BR: It’s a balance. 


Q: Totally? 

SF: Completely. It’s organic. Food and 
wine are organic. 

BR: You can’t say that a poached-bass 
dish with artichokes is going to work with 
wine, right? Probably not. 

SF: Probably not. You have to figure out 
some way to cook the artichokes so they 
don’t produce that weird chemical reaction 
that affects the wine. So we try and do that. 

BR: So now it’s served in a broth, as op- 
posed to with the vinaigrette. 

SF: Poach it in wine, add a little lemon to 
it to ratchet up the acid in the dish a tiny bit. 
And then serve a wine that has enough acid. 
That’s what I mean when I say it’s organic: 
it’s about this sort of interplay be- 
tween the food and the wine. 


Q: How do you learn all that stuff? 

SF: It’s a lot of reading. A lot of 
tasting. But there are a few very simple 
ideas. There are a few ideas about 
what wines go with what food. And 
there are some more fundamental 
ideas about balancing acid in wine 
with sugar, and balancing sugar in 
wine with acid. And then there’s sort 
of a basic philosophy about how you 
want food and wine to interact with 
each other, and at Radius, we want 
food and wine to interact in a way that 
the wine highlights the food, and the 
food brings out elements in the wine. 

For example, we don’t offer Aus- 
tralian shiraz, because we’re not a bar- 
becue house, and we don’t have big 
steaks. And that’s what you need, 
when you have a big, fat, sweet wine, 
you need a big, fat steak that has char 
on it. We don’t do anything like that. 
Our steak is basted in butter and fresh 
herbs, and it’s delicate. It’s fantastic, 
it’s a flavorful steak, but it’s a different 
idea. So the wine provides the back- 
drop for the food, and the food brings 
out elements of the wine. That’s our 
thought, our philosophy. 


Q: Is there ever anything on the 
menu that you don’t like? 


SF: Yes. 


Q: How do you pick wines for those 
things? 

SF: Because wine and.food pairs, 
they’re not absolute, but you know 
whether a food and wine pairing works 
or not, because you have taste buds. 
So I may not personally love a dish, 
but I understand it on a historical or 
culinary level, or at least I’ve tried to 
understand it. It’s also a little bit about 
understanding Brian and what he’s try- 
ing to get at. Brian’s job is a complex 
job, because he’s trying to cook his 
own food, and allude in his food to 
Michael Schlow’s food, and at the 
same time allude to the great French 
chefs. It’s a hard thing to be creative 
and original, or at least attempt origi- 
nality, or attempt a new way of doing 
the same things, and still make allu- 
Sions to the chef, the man who created 
this restaurant, and the culinary tradi- 
tion that created all of this. That’s real-

ly hard. So my job is about understanding 
what he’s trying to do, and understanding 
him, and seeing whether he is getting done 
what he wants to do. And Brian teaches me 
all the time about what he’s trying to do. It’s 
constant communication and dialogue. 


Q: Does it ever bother you that you have to 
build your menu around his menu, and not 
the other way around? 

SF: Absolutely not. In fact, I'd hate to do 
it the other way. Because if the food is right, 
then the wine is right. 


Q: And not vice- 
versa? 

SF: Not vice-versa. 
Although I have to say, 
personally, away from 
the restaurant, I might 
drink Burgundy with 
cornflakes. Because 
that’s what I like. I’d 
rather drink Burgundy 
than anything, for the 
most part, except in the 
summertime, | might 
drink a little sweet pros- 
ecco. But when you’re 
talking about building a 
wine list, there are too 
many wines in the world 
to not be edited by something, and food is 
the only reason, the only thing to be edited 
by. The wine list has to be about the food. 
There’s no other reason for having a wine 
list. The only other option is just not to 
have a wine list, and when someone orders 
food, you put the right wine down. That’s a 
little Napoleonic. 


Q: How do you feel about screw caps 
on wine? 

SF: If in 10 years everything’s not in a 
screw cap — it’s a Stelvin closure, by the way, 
named after Mr. Stelvin, apparently — I’d be 
really surprised if in 10 years everything’s not 
in a screw cap. I think it’s fantastic. The wines 
are just better. Who knows what the percent- 
age is, but the industry average is 10 percent 
of wines are corked. And I catch a lot of 
corked wines. | think as a restaurant we catch 
a lot, but there’s no way we could catch every 
one, because I don’t taste every wine for 
guests, because I think guests don’t expect me 
to. An awful lot of times, they don’t know why 
they’re tasting the wine, but that’s exactly why 
they’re tasting it: because there’s a cork in it, 
and it might be fucked up. 


Q: Do you have a guilty-pleasure food? 

SF: Yellow cheese. Processed yellow 
cheese from 7-Eleven. And frozen pizza. 

BR: Ice-cream cravings every once in a 
while. Ben & Jerry’s. Toffee Heath Bar Crunch. 


Q: What's your favorite season cooking in 
a restaurant? 

SF: Spring. Morels, favas . . . 

BR: Asparagus... 

SF: But really, a New England spring is, 
like, June. It’s great to do the deep braises in 
winter, but the things that come out of the 
ground in the spring are . . . what is it about 
spring? They’re fantastic, they taste so good. 

BR: Everything’s better. 


Q: Who’s the best chef in the city? 

BR: | think the term “chef” has changed 
quite a bit. You take someone like Ming Tsai, 
who everyone regards as a fantastic chef. Per- 
sonally I’ve never eaten at his restaurant. He’s 
come here, he’s great friends with the restau- 
rant. Is he going to be that person that is at 
his restaurant all the time? Or, a great friend 
of the restaurant is Mario Batali. He and Chef 
{Schlow] have known each other since they 
met in Carmel a half a dozen years ago. Phe- 
nomenal chefs. It depends on how you look 
at that. I think it’s a bit of a loaded question. 
To say that you wouldn’t walk into Clio and 
have a very, very well-prepared meal even 
though Kenny [Oringer] might not be there 
that night I think is not fair to say. Would it 
be a different night when Chef expedites or 
when I expedite? It absolutely should not. 
That’s the mark of a great restaurant. It’s not 
necessarily the chef that’s going to make sure 





the restaurant is running correctly. It’s the 
entirety. If the hostess or whoever’s at the 
door doesn’t greet the guest at the beginning, 
it doesn’t matter that that most perfect piece 
of salmon came out to the same table. It’s just 
lost. It doesn’t matter at all. 

Realistically, I’m not going to be back there 
tonight poaching the bass. I’m not. I can’t. So 
my job is to make sure that John, who is cook- 
ing the bass tonight, poaches it correctly. Be- 
cause you shouldn’t be able to tell that it’s any 
different. And if I butcher this or one of the 
cooks does, it should be the same. And I think 
that’s our greatest responsibility as cooks and 

chefs, is teaching that.

Q: For people who 
don’t know, define what a 
chef de cuisine does. 

BR: Runs the kitchen. 
Chef of the food. My job, 
my responsibility, what I 
do on a day-to-day basis, 
is probably teach. I’ve 
learned that more and 
more. You become a 
teacher. Everyday, giving 
that consistency, up in the 
morning, you come in, you 
make sure that everything 
is done the same every 
day. As soon as that cook 
or that staff member does- 
n’t have the tools to create that thing, and 
repetitively create it — which is what the mark 
of a great cook is, is being able to appreciate 
the fact that every single day, I’m going to 
come in and slice chives. Every single day. 
You're going to do that for the next four or five 
years. And if you can’t take joy in the repetitive 
nature of it all, and making sure that each one 
is better than the last, you’re not going to make 
it in this business. 


Q: Did you guys watch The Restaurant? 

SF: Not once. 

BR: No. We never watch TV. 

SF: I watch The X-Files. 

BR: There’s a futon mattress. A TV. A 
bike in the corner. And a chess board right 
next to the futon. 

SF: We're chess freaks. 

BR: There’s a desk, but it doesn’t have 
a chair. 


Q: Who’s better at chess? 

SF: Brian. 

BR: Scott. 

SF: I’m into the theory of chess. Like, I 
read chess books. It’s very geeky. I lose. But 
I’m always fascinated when I lose. How did 
I lose that one? 


Q: What's the craziest diner you ever had? 

BR: There was a couple who sat here, it 
was a macrobiotic couple. 

SF: Yeah, macrobiotics are tough. 

BR: They called ahead and we talked a 
few times. We cooked for them. 

SF: There’s a lady who will come in and 
ask for the wine with the highest percentage 
of alcohol. It’s too impossibly infinite. Do 
you mean dessert wine? Because there’s 
more alcohol in dessert wine. Or do you 
mean a dry wine? It’s too much. And the 
funny thing is, we consciously don’t buy 
wines with high alcohol, because it messes 
with the food. She might be the craziest. 

BR: We have a lot of people who come in 
and we know them, they’re friends of the 
restaurant. There’s a woman who, every time 
she comes in, she gets a little pot of Dijon 
mustard next to her. And there’s a couple that 
comes in every Thursday night, they have set 
restaurants that they’re at all week, and 
Thursday night is their night here, and every 
night, Licia Gomes, the pastry chef, makes 
fresh madeleines for them. 


Q: Perfect meal, with the perfect glass 
of wine? 
SF: Burgundy with anything. Chicken 
with truffles and a glass of Burgundy. Right? 
BR: It’s not half bad. a

ith all due respect to Nirvana for opening the alterna-rock floodgates, 

the history of mainstream punk revolves around three major break- 
throughs: Green Day in 1994, Blink-182 in 1999, and Good Charlotte in 
2002. Bridging that generation gap is no picnic, as Green Day discovered 
when their subdued (but still catchy) 2000 album Warning (Reprise) failed 
to go platinum. Today, Good Charlotte and countless others are bringing 
punk and emo to kids who were still in diapers when Nirvana blew up. So 
every time a band from the old guard release a new disc, it begs the ques- 
tion: can they still cut it? 

Green Day will answer that question later this year, when they’re expected 

to unleash the follow-up to Warning. Meanwhile, two other veteran punk acts 
— Blink-182 and the genre’s second-biggest band of 1994, the Offspring — 


have already answered yes, at least as far as rock radio is concerned. Released

6s ere the customers are sure to find 

what they’re looking for,” the 

proprietor of a live-sex-show club 
declares early on in Jean-Claude 
Brisseau’s Choses secrétes/Secret Things. 
The film that follows, lurid and outra- 
geous but chilling and controlled, bears 
him out: all the characters find what 
they’re looking for, but how that happens 
is proof of the old dictum “Be careful 
what you wish for.” 

The film opens with the seductive 
Nathalie (Coralie Revel) nude on a bed, in 
the apparent throes of auto-erotic passion. 
Caressing herself with growing abandon, 
she moves from the bed to a chair and 
then to the floor. In a magisterial move- 
ment, the camera discloses the club 
patrons watching her, proving that she’s 
performing and that she exists as an erotic 
object not only for herself but also 
through her consciousness of being 
watched. 

Across the club, as rapt as the patrons, 
stands the bartender, Sandrine (Sabrina 
Seyvecou). Her voiceover narration iden- 
tifies. her-as the heroine — but of what 
kind of narrative? First, it’s a gothic-

romantic story, the one about the young 
woman of shabby origins who fascinates 
and marries a rich, handsome, seemingly 
inaccessible man. Second, it’s a comic- 
conspiratorial variant on that story, in 
which the heroine, with the aid of her 
female partner, plots against the malé sex, 
campaigning to arouse men’s passion,« 
take their economic power, and humiliate 
them. Third, it’s the story 6f the rélation- 
ship of the two women, with the more 
experienced Nathalie initiating her friend 
into a life of pleasure and revenge. 

The “secret things” of the title are the

Omar Sharif in Monsieur Ibrahim 


udolph Valentino pretended to be one 

in The Sheik (1921) and The Son of 

the Sheik (1926), though he was 
Italian-bred, but it wasn’t until the 1960s 
screen ascendancy of Omar Sharif that the 
West possessed a genuine Arabic heart throb 
Alexandria-born in 1932, Sharif was a sex 
symbol in Egyptian melodramas from 1954 to 
1962, before his inspired casting in Lawrence 
of Arabia (1962) as Sherif Alli, 
T.E.’s macho-but-loyal Arab 
ally. Dark-eyed and deliriously 
handsome and with an exotic 
accent, Sharif was steered 
quickly away from the oasis of 
Islamic roles. Gone interna- 
tional, he played, among many 
romantic leads in the 1960s, 
the lady-killer physician in 
Doctor Zhivago (1965), Barbra’s Jewish 
gangster squeeze, Nicky Arnstein, in Funny 
Girl (1968), and the exiled revolutionary Che 
Guevara.in Che! (1969). 

However, the next three decades found 
the sexy desert fox treading water in mean- 
ingless costume dramas and sluggish TV 
movies, taking his dough and marching with 
far more purpose to the bridge table. There, 
Sharif reigned as one of the world’s great 
contract players. It’s been years and years 
since anyone noticed him in a meaningful 
movie. Maybe that explains the ridiculous 








to-do by the press — Omar’s Second 
Coming? — over his modest performance 
in Monsieur Ibrahim et les fleurs du Coran, 
the pleasant French-language film opening 
this Friday at the: Kendall Square and the 
West Newton. 

For Monsieur Ibrahim, Sharif’s polished, 
jet-set Monte Carlo look is dirtied down a 
bit. He sports a four-day beard, and there 
are gaps in his teeth, 
so he makes some 
sense as a weary 
Parisian grocery- 
store owner. But 
beyond agreeing to 
the cosmetic alter- 
ations, he really 
doesn’t push his act- 
ing much in 
Monsieur Ibrahim. Now in his 70s, Sharif 
still looks good in the frame, and he brings 
a certain command to the part just by show- 
ing up. 

To me, that’s a saving grace, the absence 
of shtick in a role that in the wrong per- 
former’s hands (Roberto Benigni’s, for 
example) could be a long bumpy night of 
scenery chomping and grandstanding. It’s all 
there waiting to be exploited in Eric- 
Emmanuel Schmitt’s sticky 2001 novella and 
play about a lovable old Muslim who reads 
the Koran for daily wisdom, who adopts a

\ baroque film, a work of exalted 
obscenity and grandiose twists and turns, 
Choses secrétes is so unusual that it $ééms 
to come out of nowhere. But it’s apt that 
the first US run of Brisseau’s film, which 
was released in France in 2002, coincides 
with the release of Mel Gibson’s The 
Passion of the Christ, to which Choses 
secrétes, with its ferocious intelligence and 
irony, makes the perfect antidote. Both 
movies are dedicated to the elaborate, 
perverse display of bodies in extreme 
states; both have more than a touch of the 
fantastic, hinting that the obscene is 
always linked to something else that keeps 
itself hidden (Gibson’s black-cloaked 
Satan has his counterpart in the dark- 
veiled woman who keeps popping up in 
Brisseau’s film). Choses secrétes even has 
a Christ figure, the handsome libertine 
Christophe (Fabrice Deville), who takes 
away the sins of the world in his own way, 
by acting them out. 

One of the film’s most enjoyable aspects 
is its freedom from verisimilitude. The 
society shown here is no more specific 
than in certain grade-B sex or horror 
films, and this is, no doubt, just what 
Brisseau wanted: the kind of flattening of 
background that good low-budget genre 
movies sometimes offered, and in which 
they met up with art-film directors like 
Robert Bresson and Chantal Akerman. 
Like Bresson’s Les dames du Bois de 
Boulogne or Une femme douce or Au 
hasard, Balthasar, Brisseau’s film stays 
close (for much of its length) to the sur- 
faces of contemporary reality while mani- 
festing a total contempt for the level of 
naturalism where ordinary films live and 
die. Here the contribution of Maria Luisa 
Garcia, who is credited with production 
design, costume design, and editing, no 
less, is essential. Choses secrétes is a tri 
umph of art direction: the physical details 
of the film, credible but abstract, su;

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AGENT CODY BANKS 2: 
DESTINATION LONDON 


In this follow-up to the 2003 spy-kid comedy, Agent Banks 
is now 16, and the format shifts from family, school, and 
CIA training to more of a straight-up baby-Bond adventure. 
It’s a miscue at spy camp that whisks Banks (Frankie 
Muniz of TV’s Malcolm in the Middle) off to London, where 
he has to stop a rogue operative from imbedding a mind- 
control device in the US president and the British prime 
minister (the latter is clearly Tony Blair, whereas the former 
is just a generic oaf). To do so, he poses as a member of 
an international youth orchestra, playing clarinet — badly. 
The stateside preamble may be listless, but when Banks 
touches down in London and fails in with the baddies, 
director Kevin Allen builds momentum to a winning conclu- 
sion. Hannah Spearritt adds zip as the spy gal from 
Scotland Yard and possible puppy-love interest. Also on tap 
is hip-hop comedian Anthony Anderson as Cody’s motor- 
mouthed handler. But the question remains: where does 
the Cody Banks franchise go next? The agent will be 18 
and heading to college, surely too old to maintain the inter- 
est of the tweeners this guileless comedy adventure is 
aimed at.

LATTER DAY 


Just when you thought the supposed Gay New Wave had 
devolved into Queer Eye for the Straight Guy and the latest 
misadventure from Gus Van Sant, along comes a deft and 
even deep Gay Romantic Comedy (and this might be the 
only time those words have been used in the same sen- 
tence) to restore one’s faith. C. Jay Cox’s film is even about 
faith, initially that of Mormon Aaron Davis (Steve 
Sandvoss), a sweet and idealistic if confused naif from 
Idaho on a mission with his three fellow elders to convert 
the heathens of Los Angeles. They set up camp in an 
apartment next door to Christian (Wesley S. Ramsey), a 
buff libertine who goes dressed in bicycle shorts to bring 
the new boys a welcoming six-pack. He’s promptly reject- 
ed. Not so by Aaron, however, who keeps bumping into 
Christian in the laundry room and feels his rod stirring. 
Christian, meanwhile, has taken a bet from his hip cronies 
that he can “convert” Aaron. You can see where this is 
going, and it does, but perhaps not quite the way you 
expected. Aaron sees through his religion’s stereotypes 
about homosexuals, of course, but more important, 
Christian sees through his stereotypes about believers. 
Some of the stereotypes are replaced by platitudes, but 
thanks to a witty screenplay and some scintillating per- 
formances (Sandvoss would get my vote for governor any 
day), Latter Days redeems a benighted genre. (97 minutes)

MADE-UP 


Tony Shalhoub’s directorial debut is a flawed but inventive 
parsing of feminine self-image, mother-daughter relation- 
ships, and the perils and pratfalls of middle age. Set (and 
filmed) in suburban Boston, it centers on a divorcée/single 
mother/recovering alcoholic (Shalhoub’s wife, Brooke 
Adams) who’s “let herself go” and the efforts of her 
chameleonic aspiring-cosmetologist teenage daughter 
(Susan Sarandon’s daughter Eva Amurri) to give mom an 
on-camera makeover for a documentary being filmed by 
Aunt Kate (Adams’s sister, Lynne, who adapted Made-Up’s 
script from her one-woman show). 

At first, mom is reluctant. Once the false eyelashes and 
the face-lift-on-the-cheap skin stretchers are cemented in 
place and the make-up is slathered on, however, she 
thinks she looks .. . fantastic! (In fact, she resembles a 
ventriloquist’s dummy in a bad wig.) Her self-esteem 
renewed, she meets a new man (Shalhoub) in short order. 
Then — surprise! — she finds she didn’t need all that faux 
beautifying. So the plot is predictable (and often rambling), 
and the acting can tip toward shrill histrionics. But Amurri 
is an ebullient presence, and Shalhoub turns in a humbly 
self-assured performance. And Shalhoub’s skilled handling 
of the film’s movie-within-a-movie structure — a constant 
motion of boom mikes and lighting rigs darting in, out of, 
and around the frame; surreptitiously hidden lenses that 
record revealing private moments — makes this an auspi- 
cious behind-the-camera beginning. (96 minutes) At the 
Copley Place.

You won't believe it, but somebody 
has made a boring movie about 
the MC5, a band who issued a 
press release proclaiming them- 
selves dedicated to rock and roll, 
dope, and sex in the streets. At the 
apex of the hippie era, the 5 were 
both a brilliant marketing gimmick 
and an authentic drug-crazed 
avant-garde R&B showband. But 
director David C. Thomas falls prey 
to all the MC5 clichés, overplaying 
the group’s “revolutionary” politics 
(the Black Panthers got it right 
when they called the White 
Panther Party a bunch of “psyche- 
delic clowns”) while shortchanging 
the group’s musical vision. 

The 5 began, and ended, with a 
pair of fistfights between a couple 
of Motor City hoods, frontman Rob 
Tyner and guitarist Fred “Sonic” 
Smith; both are long dead, so ¥it’s 
left to ex-junkie lead-guitarist 
Wayne Kramer and the band’s sur- 
viving rhythm section to tell the 
tale. News flash: they’re not always 
the most reliable sources. Ex- 
wives, ex-managers, and an almost 
remorseful Jon Landau (he ruined 
1970's Back in the USA) joina 
talking-head parade patched 
together with photos, stock 
footage, archival Super-8s of the 
band (almost all of them silent), 
and a few concert performances. 
The film starts at loose ends and 
works itself into a semblance of a 
tragedy — but not before making 
fools of almost everyone involved. 
Worse, as it’s the only MC5 docu- 
mentary extant, you'll have to see 
it eventually. With luck, it'll be free.

SHADOW KILL 


Not to beat The Passion to death, 
but Indian director Adoor 
Gopalakrishnan’s Shadow kill 
offers more insight into the lessons 
of Christ than Mel Gibson's splat- 
terfest. We're in pre-Independence, 
1940s India, and Kaaliyappan 
(Oduvil Unnikrishnan), a provincial 
hangman, hasn't been the same 
since he found out that his most 
recent client was innocent. He 
drinks heavily, teases his son 
about the latter’s Gandhian notions of non-violence and 
clean living, and in his spare time heals the sick by apply- 
ing the ashes of his ceremoniously burned gallows rope 
(according to the opening prologue, a traditional cure). This 
mingling of the power of death and the gift of life, of the 
need for sacrificial victims and the elusiveness of redemp- 
tion, bewilders poor Kaaliyappan and delights the filmmak- 
er, who has a knack for subtle but devastating irony and an 
eye for arresting details and juxtapositions (the son’s spin- 
ning wheel intercut with prisoners spinning his father a 
new rope). The hangman’s sodden philosophizing becomes 
moot when the maharajah sentences another man to death 
and the film takes a diabolical twist. Gopalakrishnan at first 











evokes the humanism and lucidity of his mentor Satyajit Ray, but by the end he’s 
descended into the labyrinths of Akira Kurosawa’s Rashomon. In Malayalam with English 
subtitles.

SPARTAN 


The characters in David Mamet's new thriller might be mistaken for those in a Michael 
Crichton novel if not for their tendency to spout profane haiku instead of dialogue. Val 
Kilmer’s Robert Scott is an ex-Marine and Secret Service demi-god investigating the 
abduction of the president’s daughter from Harvard Yard; when she turns up dead after a 
scandalous boating accident off Martha’s Vineyard, Scott is disgraced. But his trusty 
rookie sidekick, Curtis (Derek Luke), convinces him that the girl is alive, that she’s been 
dragged into a white-slavery ring (you heard right) in Dubai. Forced to work alone (since 
his cronies are involved in the cover-up, it being an election year and all), Scott comes 
up with some nifty mercenary moves, and Kilmer overcomes his initial discomfort in the 
role (which was perhaps better suited to a more intellectual actor like, oh, Vincent 
D’Onofrio). Good performances come also from Ed O’Neill (Dragnet), William H. Macy 
(under-utilized, as he often is), and Tia Texada (Third Watch). Apart from some head- 
scratching moments of implausibility and some fuzzy ethics (signaling Mamet's 
inevitable, if willing, surrender to Hollywood-mandated genre styling), Spartan is a tense 
thriller tinged with timely political cynicism. (106 minutes) At the Boston Common, the 
Fenway, the Harvard Square, and the Chestnut Hill and in the suburbs.

TICKET TO ISRAEL 


Reminiscent of Palestinian director Hany Abu-Assad’s controversial pseudo-documentary 
Ford Transit (2002), Rashid Masharawi’s Ticket to Jerusalem also follows a harried West 
Bank resident as he tries to go about his business in the occupied territories during the 
second Intifada. Lining up at checkpoints and dodging violent hot spots, the graying 
Jaber travels from one refugee camp to the next in his decrepit jeep hauling a jury-rigged 
projector, his mission being to show kids cartoons. Few understand, of course. His 
friends tell him that those in the camps need food and jobs, not movies. His father tells 
him to get real work. His wife, an EMT, is annoyed that he has no time for her. The fric- 
tion intensifies when Jaber gets it into his head to show a film in Jerusalem under the 
noses of the Israeli authorities. 

No one will mistake Ticket for a genuine documentary: the film is programmatic and 
the acting a little wooden. But in some ways it’s more honest and idealistic than Abu- 
Assad’s film. And Masharawi makes the case that though movies don’t always reflect the 
truth, they fill a need as essential as food or freedom. In Arabic with English subtitles.

WOMEN’S PRISON 


Prison has always served as a handy metaphor for society and life in general, and when 
governments ban such films, it’s a sign that the metaphor is converging with the reality. 
Jafar Panahi’s masterpiece The Circle (2000), which reveals the circular path of female 
inmates, remains banned in Iran. Manijeh Hekmat’s Women’s Prison (2002), a similarly 
circular work with perhaps a more hopeful conclusion, was banned for more than a year. 
Taking place between 1984 and 2001 in the title institution, it depicts with jagged, ellipti- 
cal realism (it was shot in an actuai prison) the love/hate relationship between inmate 
Mitra, in for murdering an abusive stepfather, and the warden Tahereh, whose flirtation 
with enlightened policies lasts maybé half a minute. Far more sensational than The 
Circle (political executions, drug use, prison rape, suicide), it also has a more conven- 
tional resolution: the lifer walks into the light of day and the turnkey remains in darkness. 
Unlikely, perhaps, but Hekmat’s optimism is supported by the fact that such a film could 
be made — and seen. In Farsi with English subtitles. (106 minutes) At the Museum of 
Fine Arts this Friday and Saturday, March 12 and 13.

ing of the body around wounded limbs is 
much more searing than listening to ser- 
mons, harangues, and the litany of regrets 
by the men in power who made it happen. 
And don’t think it’s only the past that res- 
onates. It’s hard to watch Movin’ Out now 
without thinking of the soldiers on duty in 
Iraq and Afghanistan. 

True, the plot line sounds like a 1960s 
Dick-and-Jane primer. Eddie, Brenda, 
Tony, James, and 
Judy are buddies 
at a blue-collar 
suburban school. 
Eddie and 
Brenda break up, 
Tony takes up 
with Brenda, 
James and Judy 
get married. 
Then the guys go 
off to war. Eddie 
and Tony come 
back; James’s 
body is left on 
the battlefield. 
Act two recounts 
the brutal 
3 changes for all of 
them, until a final 
scene in which 
maturity brings 
reconciliation. 
But never mind. 
Tharp is a dance- 
maker, not a playwright, and she’s fash- 
ioned characters by means of every sort of 
dance style, from ballet to disco, from tango 
to modern dance, with a number of twitch- 
es, stumbles, and goofy banana-peel falls as 
a reminder of the everyday klutziness of us 
mortals. And under her boot-camp-like 
insistence, this road cast has been groomed 
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into a first-class, fully engaged ensemble. 
When Holly Cruikshank last graced a 
Boston stage, she was poured into a yellow 
dress and heading the Wang cast of contact. 
This time out, as Brenda, she hits the 
Colonial in a series of teeny-bopper outfits 
highlighted by a flippy red dress dreamed 
up by costume designer Suzy Benzinger, 
who mirrors the turbulent times in her 
now-period costumes. Cruikshank has a 
body that turns itself upside down — no 
problem — and a pair of legs that stretch 
to the Milky Way. In demeanor, she’s as 
fearless as a prizefighter, alternating 
between aggressive and defensive. A tum- 
bling, turning marvel named Ron 
Todorowski as Eddie is all the more appeal- 
ing when he strikes the pose of a ballet 
prince after shooting out some popping and 
grooving appropriated from the breakdance 
vocabulary. There’s another cast of princi- 
pals that alternates with this one because 
Tharpdance is demonic in its punishment of 
dancers’ limbs and bodies, but this one 
rocked. Kudos also to the moody David 
Gomez as Tony; Julieta Gros as the mourn- 
ing widow, Judy, dancing on pointe; and 
the poignant Brit, Matthew Dibble, as 
James. a

acism within racism — hatred nested 
like Russian dolls — is the troubling 
subject of Yellowman. Dael 
Orlandersmith’s play, which was a finalist @ 
for the 2002 Pulitzer Prize for Drama, is a 
lyrical account, told in alternating mono- 
logues, of a romance — and lives — 
shaped and shattered by the seldom 
explored prejudices that exist among 
African-Americans of different hues. 

The truths let loose here, in a story 
bounded by pride, poverty, alcohol, 
Southern swelter, and resentments that 
snake back generations, are painful. But 
this is no strident exposé of divisions within 
the black community. The art

marrying dark. Even as children, both feel 
the hatred coursing off their parents, 
Eugene’s dad sneering at his “soft,” “high- 
yella” son, Alma’s mom transferring her 
own angry self-loathing to the daughter 
who somehow, in the course of her grow- 
ing, both embraces and deflects a down- 
trodden yet enduring inheritance.

Repertory Theatre, under the unobtrusive 
direction of Lois Roach, an effervescent 
Adrienne D. Williams (Alma) and a lithe 
Dorian Christian Baucum (Eugene) share a 
stage bare but for two chairs and a mini- 
proscenium. Alternately basking in the 
spotlight, playing a host of characters in 
addition to the main ones, they tell a story 
of a schoolyard friendship that began in the 
1960s to the strain of the Monkees and 
later blossomed into romance, despite 
Eugene’s aimlessness, Alma’s ambition, and 
the malice glimmering on the color spec- 
trum. 

Fatherless, Alma grows up with a mater- 
nal mantra of “big, awkward, poor, and 
dark.” Eugene recalls an imposing, “jet- 
black” father and the light-skinned mother

tive format makes 
for some stasis. There’s a lot of repetition, 
only some of it for the sake of theme and 
poetry. At two and a half hours (including 
intermission), the work seems longer than 
need be. Still, it is language that makes this 
train move, and the New York—based 
Williams and local-theater vet Baucum 
prove good conductors. In Williams’s 
open-faced, large-boned Alma, who’s 
brought up to be strong and shrinking at 
the same time, there is a riveting mix of 
sturdiness, shame, sass, and sensuality. 
And Baucum brings to Eugene, both as 
child and as burgeoning man, an innocence 
and good will that deepen one’s sadness 
over his hate- and booze-spurred fate — 
out of which no good comes, unless it’s in 
Orlandersmith’s unflinching accounting.

ur Lady of 121st Street, the first work 
by the hot young playwright Stephen 
Adly Guirgis (Jesus Hopped the “A” 


Train) to reach Boston audiences, is a mess, 


but there’s a lot of talent in it. The first act 
is a collection of two- and three-character 
scenes gathered around the wake of a nun, 
Sister Rose, whose tough-tender 
treatment of the kids at the 
Harlem Catholic school where she 
taught endeared her to them. 
Several have returned to their old 
neighborhood to pay their 
respects. But the proceedings are 
halted while the police search for 
her body, which has disappeared 
from its casket along with her 
photo. This cockeyed set-up gives 
the play a daffy, absurdist tilt, 
though as the act unfolds you 
can’t imagine how Guirgis will 
resolve it dramatically or how the 
glimpses of the lives of the former 
schoolmates, now in their 30s, 
are going to come together. 

These include Balthazar 
(Ricardo Engermann), now a 
cop; Rooftop (Vincent E. Siders), 
an LA disc jockey terrified of run- 
ning into his ex-wife, Inez (Jacqui 
Parker); and Norca (Elaine 
Theodore), whose affair with 
Rooftop helped break up his mar- 
riage and who hasn’t been able to 
slide out from her dependence on 
various substances. Then there’s 
Flip (im Spencer), who moved to 
Wisconsin to practice law and 
come out and who has no 
intention ol 
to his childhood buddies. Edwin 
(Luis Negron) stayed in the

brother Pinky (Paulo Branco), 
who was brain-damaged when 
they were kids, as a result of 
Edwin’s stupidity or anger or 
both. The first act introduces their various 
situations, in raucous, freely imagined lan- 
guage. The best encounters are the ones 
between Balthazar and the foul-mouthed, 
mean-spirited Norca at the precinct, Norca 
and Inez in a diner (a scene that expands to 
include a young white woman from 
Connecticut played by Stacy Fischer), and 
Rooftop and the paraplegic priest (Ray 
McDavitt) who hears his highly unorthodox 
confession. Also worth recalling is the open- 
ing dialogue between Balthazar and a 
mourner (Robert D. Murphy) who some- 
how lost his trousers during the removal of 
Sister Rose’s body (he was asleep). In these 
funny, eruptive encounters, the actors revel 
in Guirgis’s language and in his quick- 
sketch portraits.

He clashes 
with Mark Abby VanDerzee’s 
stereotypical tough guy. 
Michelle Baxter’s Wilma is a 
proud yet anxious African 
American mom headed to help 
her son, who’s in trouble with 
the law; Baxter flaunts versatili- 
ty as Wilma supplies churchy 
wisdom on faith and love with 
humor and fury. The clown role 
is filled by Mason Sand, who’s 
Christopher Guest goofy as a 
shy, suspicious twerp lurking in 
a corner. Sand’s character 
oozes nervousness; he’s on the 
hunt for his parents and is hop- 
ing to find buyers for his 
“sculptures,” cardboard cutouts 
held together by tape. 

There’s also a character run- 


ning the show in Stage Manager fashion, 
but Lost City is miles from Our Town. 
Keith Mascoll’s Kareem is a slick, ghetto- 
cool playwright who’s socially suffocated 
because he’s too involved with the worlds 
he creates in his art. “If 1 could only love 
human beings the way I love my charac- 
ters,” he laments. He’s on his way back 
from Chicago, where his play was repeat- 
edly rejected. So now, stuck as he is in the 
terminal, he inverts his creative process 
and turns the human beings into charac- 
ters, scribbling furiously as he listens and,

African art at the Brush and the Hamill Galleries

n 1977, the artist and activist Dana 

Chandler persuaded Northeastern Uni- 

versity to inaugurate a program whose 
aim was to provide work space, and by ex- 
tension a cultural hub, for African-American 
artists in Boston. Twenty-seven years later, 
AAMARP (African American Artist-in-Resi- 
dency Program) celebrates its quarter-plus 
century in a show that’s as much about a 
historical and cultural turning point as it is 
about the creative energy of the 11 partici- 
pating artists. 

Many, but by no means all, of the works in 
“AAMARP the Legacy” treat African and 
African-American themes, and one of the most 
intriguing aspects of the show is the test of 
time it represents. Works that once registered 
as confrontational now read like vintage 
posters. Some that once seemed gently nostal- 
gic now come across as resonant and poetic. 

The oldest work, Dana Chandler’s 1974 
acrylic painting Black Man Break Free of the 
Muthafuckin’ White Egg, predates his 
founding of AAMARP. The title tells us 
we’re to understand the piece as an emblem 
of protest when in fact it comes across as 
decorous, even beneficent. Nearly three 
decades after its making, the edgiest aspect 
of Black Man Break Free is its title; mean- 
while, attributes that probably weren't 
salient at its creation — its geometric tight- 
ness, its harmonious use of color — now 
stand out. A clenched fist attached to a 
muscled arm shoots up out of an ostrich 
egg against a scalloped backdrop of Christ- 
mas red-and-green and an orderly cascade 
of white shell fragments. Seeing it for the 
first time in Lowell, I was reminded of early 
Soviet workers’-movement posters: it’s a 
stylized call for the resurrection of the fa- 
therland. Removed in time from the well- 
springs of its making, Black Man Break Free 
registers more as a design event than a so- 
cial event. The black arm doesn’t seem to 
belong to a black man; it’s too much the all- 
purpose symbol, too much a silhouette. No 
more does the white egg suggest the encase- 
ment of oppression — eggs, after all, are

In a different mode entirely, Chandler’s 
other major contribution to the exhibit rep- 
resents orchestrated fury verging on mad- 
ness. Reparation Installation with Assem- 
blages is an ongoing — weeks into the ex- 
hibit, the artist was still adding to it — ac- 
cretion of objects piled on objects. They fill 
one end of the gallery like a self-reproduc- 
ing flea market: tables and videos and beads 
and picture frames, lamps and vials and 
vessels and what-nots. The sheer volume of 
artifacts made it impossible for me to see 
their totality as related to the legacy of 
racism. Instead, the piece felt like a struggle 
with or a surrender to obsession, a mania- 
cal piling on of artifacts whose selection 
and placement belong to a personal drama. 
Yet I sensed that, as with Black Man Break 
Free, the chords it strikes decades later will 
be different. 

The most riveting work at the Brush are 
three soft cloth sculptures by Barbara Ward 
Armstrong that depict three frail, seated old 
women whose folded arms and careful at- 
tire suggest a conversation on a park bench 
after church. The women don’t look at one 
another; the artist has captured in their 
body language and their arrangement the 
peculiar dynamics of very old friends, fa- 
miliar yet formal, intimate but within 
bounds. Armstrong’s technique is expres- 
sionistic — anatomical precision has no 
place in these poignant figures. Yet by mak- 
ing them life- 
size, by refer- 
ring to black 
women of a 
certain age and 
position, and 
by grouping 
them so that 
you almost 
think you can 
hear them 
talking, the 
artist delivers 
precision of a 
deeper kind. 


At the Hamill Gallery of 
African Art, 2164 
Washington Street, 
Boston, through April 25. 
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Susan Thompson also works in 
cloth and with doll-like figures, 
but her creations lie flat, and she 
covers her suggestively narrative 
quilts with encaustic, so that they 
shine as if they’d been glazed. 
| Thompson’s quilts, like her 2001 
| Equestrian Figure, are dreamy af- 
| fairs with pared-down, childlike 
forms that combige the naiveté of 
the home-made puppet with the 
authority of the stained-glass win- 
dow. A wide-eyed skirted female 
— she looks like a little girl’s ver- 
sion of a woman — floats in a 
colorful, enigmatic space sur- 
rounded by unidentifiable forms. 
Equestrian owes much of its 
power to the outstretched arms 
and white circular eyes of the cen- 
tral figure, who lives at the cross- 
section of wonder and fear. 

Among the other accomplished 
work in “AAMARP the Legacy”: 
Keith Washington’s subtle, 
muted installation of multiple ab- 
stract paintings (Liminal Some- 
thing or Other, 1993); mixed- 
media work by Kofi Kayiga, 
LMerchie Frazier, Hakim 
Raquib, and Sharon Dunn; 
sculpture by Jeff Chandler; and 
drawings by Milton Derr and 
Gloretta Baynes. 

As represented at the Brush,

the art of as many as a half-dozen peoples 
from the Grasslands of Cameroon — could- 
n’t be farther removed from the show at the 
Brush. Yet in others, it qualifies as a spiritu- 
al and esthetic forebear. 

It’s hard to imagine art more politically 
contrary than the three-dimensional work 
of the Bamileke and Bamun peoples, whose 
meticulously beaded stools, elaborately 
carved wood beds, and gigantic ceremonial 
masks célébrate authority, eminent social 
status, and wealth. It’s the art of power. 
The Bamileke and Bamun gongs and 
drums, trumpets and door posts, bracelets 
and bolts of cloth symbolize and, for their 
owners, help consolidate the royal order. 
These cultures are dominated by kings 
whose collusion with men’s societies regu- 
late social controls. 

“You're looking at the African version of 
Expressionism,” gallery director Tim 
Hamill told me, pointing to the emotionally 
charged masks. Hamill explains that where- 
as most African masks are marked by a de- 
liberate withdrawal of affect, the masks of 
the Grasslands people manifest a beaming 
expressiveness. They’re also unusual for 
their overlay of intricate, brightly patterned 
beadwork, which is applied not only to buf- 
falo and elephant masks but to stools and 
headdresses. All the beaded objects are 
meant to be displayed at ceremonial occa- 
sions and to promote the standing of the 
king. No amount of labor could be deemed 
excessive, with the result that tens of thou- 
sands of tiny glass beads (each about the 
size of two letters in the print you’re read- 
ing) festoon the surfaces of highly prized 
objects. Particularly intriguing are the 
carved wooden stools, whose middle sec- 
tions sport interlocking reptiles or animals, 
themselves covered in beads to resemble 
scales and skin. 

My favorite masks in the show, however, 
are not adorned with beads and perhaps 
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BAMUN MASK: not really a mask, this oversized form fits the head like a helmet. 


an art of reclamation, an effort to counter 
the historical effects of slavery and the on- 
going effects of racism. The work of Dana 
Chandler, Barbara Ward Armstrong, and 
Susan Thompson is grounded in the tension 
of that inheritance. Theirs is an art of en- 
gagement whose images and themes are 
aimed if not at outright social change then 
at a sharpened social consciousness.

Doug Varone at the Majestic

oug Varone seems balanced on a 

choreographic edge between the 

musicality and humanism of modern 
dance and the wariness of expressive 
devices that fueled postmodern dance. 
CrashArts brought Varone’s New 
York—based company to the Cutler Majestic 
last weekend with three pieces in very dif- 
ferent styles. All of them depended on music 
with a strong sensory effect, and they all 
combined beautifully crafted action with 
emotional implications that got quenched 
before they could do serious harm. 

Castles, the newest dance on the pro- 
gram, is set to Serge Prokofiev's lush and 
slightly dissonant Opus 110 Waltz Suite 
(pieces from Cinderella, War and Peace, and 
Lermontov). As the music conjures up 
sumptuous ballet ballrooms in your mind, 
the eight dancers populate the stage with 
what seem like the simplest of steps — 
walking, running, arms flung out to propel 
them into swinging turns. The movement 
visually reflects the sensuous rising and 
plunging of the musical phrase: driving the 
dancers forward and dying away, sometimes 
spreading through clusters of dancers, 
sometimes contained in individual patterns. 
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ical” gestures and giant step patterns. 


That’s the formal way to talk about it, but 
these are not abstract movements. They’re 
mundane actions in waltz mode: people 
grab one another, poke a head or an arm in 
the air, clump together, shove, lift, fall and 
slide, two-three-ONE-two-three. John 
Besant and Daniel Charon have a duet of 
approach-avoidance, affection-anger. At the 
end, one of them mimes straightening his 
tie and you flash the whole thing back as a 
men’s-room encounter. Natalie Desch uses 
Eddie Taketa as a kind of tinker toy, push- 
ing his arm or knee into a new position just 
to see what it would look like. The next 
minute, they’re grappling in an embrace.

The musical cadence seems to-Sweep up any 
unruly impulses 

The 1988 duet Home is once again made 
of direct, ordinary movements, these 
shaped to a postmodern score. A. Leroy’s 
string quartet repeats essentially the same 
phrase throughout the 12 minutes of the 
dance, with slight variations in the melody, 
harmony, and orchestration as it goes 
along, the phrase becoming more mysteri- 
ous as it grows more familiar. Adriane Fang 
and Daniel Charon enact a hundred domes- 
tic incidents, using two chairs as tokens in 
an endless power game. He paces. She 
waits. He sits beside her. She gets up. He 
slumps over .. . Each move signals invita- 
tion, indifference, desire, denial. No 
response is predictable or conclusive. Their 
faces are blank, noncommittal. The game 
could go on forever. 

The original Ballet mécanique was not a 
ballet but a Cubo-Futurist film made by the 
painter Fernand Léger in 1923-’24. George 
Antheil’s score for it, besides being too long 
for the film, was impossibly visionary. Until 
digital music came along in the 1980s, 
nobody could figure out how to get 16 play- 
er pianos in one room together. Antheil 
rescored the piece a couple of years later for 
one pianola, two regular pianos, and per- 
cussion (xylophone, alarm 
clocks, sirens), but by then he 
and Léger weren’t on speaking 
terms, so the movie remained 
unaccompanied. 

This was all in the days when 


avant-garde artists were crazy 
| about machines. Léger, antici- 
| pating John Cage, issued mani- 
festo after manifesto calling for 
an appreciation of objects 
relieved of their meaning and 
their familiar settings. He 
thought the public would appre- 
| ciate the beauty of turbines, 
gears, upside-down smiles if 
only zsthetic preconceptions 
didn’t get in the way. Antheil 
had already composed his 
Airplane Sonata and other cele- 
brations of modernism. 

For his Ballet Mécanique, 
Doug Varone used the 1927 
score and substituted continuous 
projected designs by Wendall K. 
Harrington for Léger’s proto- 
minimalist film collage. The 
dancers, in blue jumpsuits, 
seemed to be doing patterns 
similar to those of the first 
dance, independently or in spite 
of Antheil’s frenetic rhythms and 
nervous silences, his clanging, 
pounding, and alarms. 

Charon and Fang constituted 
a unison duo, separate from the 
rest of the group, with angular, 
“mechanical” gestures and giant 
step patterns. The projections 
were overwhelming, beginning 
with some sketchy lines and circles that 
soon began to move across a front scrim. 
Halfway through the dance, the scrim flew 
out, the patterns blanketed the dancers and 
the backdrop, and energies mounted. The 
designs grew more complicated and more 
active, at one point enveloping the dancers 
in a dizzying, pulsating spiral. The dance 
ended in a blackout as the two mechanical 
guards crashed to the ground, with gongs 
and sirens and fast projected images. 

Some people think this dance is imagin- 
ing the end of the world. Léger, Antheil, 
and their colleagues thought civilization was 
just beginning to perk up. a

Peter Biskind’s Hollywood ‘expose’

ave you ever left a theater saying, 

“That movie was great! I’d love to 

have been a fly on the wall when the 
studio executives green-lighted it!” No? 
How about: “I loved that movie! I wonder 
how much the distributor paid-for domestic 
rights?” Okay, but surely you’ve spent more 
than one idle moment musing, “Can Harvey 
‘Scissorhands’ Weinstein, co-chairman of 
Miramax Pictures, really be as obnoxious as 
every article and interview in which he’s 
mentioned has led me to believe?” If you’re 
still not exclaiming, “Yes! Been there!”, per- 
haps Peter Biskind’s Down and Dirty 
Pictures is no more the book for you than it 
was for me. 

The buzz about Down and Dirty Pictures 
is that it’s the 
hard-hitting 
exposé of two 
enterprises 
associated with 
American inde- 
pendent film: 
Robert 
Redford’s 
Sundance Institute, whose annual Sundance 
Film Festival has launched many careers, 
and Harvey and Bob Weinstein’s Miramax, 
the company behind such indie landmarks 
as sex, lies, and videotape, Pulp Fiction, The 
Crying Game, and The English Patient. The 
truth is that Biskind has written a soggy

compilation of repetitive anecdotes that 
pound home what any student of 
Hollywood should know already, that the 
Sundance/ Miramax version of independ- 
ence is a professional culture that recog- 
nizes the same priorities as do the major 
studios and churns out products every bit as 
pre-sold, conformist, and compromised. 
The critical insight Biskind brings to his 
task is unequal to his appetite for insider 
gossip, which is bottomless, as he demon- 
strated in his previous book, the ’70s- 
Hollywood survey Easy Riders, Raging 
Bulls: How the Sex—Drugs—and—Rock ’N’ 
Roll Generation Saved Hollywood. There, he 
was obsessed with famous directors’ drug 
intake and philandering. For his portrait of 


Down and Dirty Pictures: 
Miramax, Sundance, and 
the Rise of Independent Film 


By Peter Biskind. Simon & Schuster, 558 pages, $26.95. 








Redford in Down and Dirty Pictures, he 
contents himself with establishing that the 
star blows hot and cold on ideas, sometimes 
comes late for meetings, and left more than 
one project in the lurch so he could act in 
Out of Africa. All this doesn’t exactly add up 
to a devastating indictment. 

Redford and Sundance are just side 
attractions in the book, however; Biskind 
loses interest in the festival early on and 
appears barely able to keep awake while 
writing about it (the 1990 festival was “a 
snooze”; 1997’s was “a real snoozer”). The 
main subject of Down and Dirty Pictures is 
the walking horror movie that is Harvey 
Weinstein. Biskind piles on accounts of the 
mogul’s abusiveness — sometimes physical 

toward filmmakers and employees, and 
as depressing as some of these incidents 
are, I suspect that 
Weinstein, who let 
Biskind interview 
him for the book, 
likes the way he 
comes off in it. Far 
from a scathing 
assault on a crude 
and destructive 
producer, Down and Dirty Pictures is a 500- 
page ego stroke for Weinstein, whose 
excesses he describes with a mixture of awe 
and affection. 

Biskind proves again and again that his 
values are the same as Miramax’s. He 
applauds the company for achieving “a criti- 
cal mass of extraordinari- 
ly gifted executives, who 
set the stage for the 
remarkable four-year run 
that culminated in 
Shakespeare in Love.” 
About Miramax’s acquisi- 
tion of Matt Damon & 
Ben Affleck’s Good Will 
Hunting project, he writes 
that Weinstein “did what 
he does best — he saw 
the potential, accepted 
the risk, met their price, 
and executed with light- 
ning speed.” The book is 
less an exposé than a 
cross between a company 
annual report and the 
kind of trade magazine 
that features joky 
columns about goings-on 
at the hotel bar during 
conventions. 

Biskind has inter- 
viewed Hollywood pro- 
ducers for so long that he 
writes the way they talk 
(or the way he thinks 
they talk; everyone 
sounds the same in his 
transcriptions). I can do 
it, too: Biskind sits down, 
writes about Steven Soderbergh, goes: “On 
March 8, he met with Pollack. He was excit- 
ed, thought, Wow, Sydney Pollack!” Biskind 
sees a Kevin Smith movie, is excited, goes, 
“Down and dirty, in ragged black and white 
with nonactor friends, Clerks exploded with 
testosterone-drenched trash-talk.” I’m read- 
ing this, I’m going, this is a book about cool 
indie movies, right? Why am I, like, reading 
production reports from the set of fuckin’ 
Scream? 

Dizzying in its trashiness, perfunctory in 
its critical analysis, Down and Dirty Pictures 
is the reductio ad absurdum of entertain- 
ment journalism. As such, it’s completely 
unnecessary, since the genre is already its 
own parody. i]

Garrick Ohlsson and Robert Spano, Robert Levin and YaFei Chuang, 
Jacques Zoon and Boston Baroque, and Andrew Rangell

obert Spano, music director of the 

Atlanta Symphony and the Brooklyn 

Philharmonic and former assistant 
conductor of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra, put together'a clever program for 
his return to the BSO last weekend. He took 
a piece that has only two events, Osvaldo 
Golijov’s Last Round (1996) for string 
orchestra (originally for double string quartet 
with bass), a repetitive two-movement/two- 
mood tribute to Golijov’s Argentinian compa- 
triot, tango master Astor Piazzolla, and fol- 
lowed it with a piece that has more events 
going on than you can shake a stick at (if, as 
Groucho Marx once said, you like that sort 
of thing), Oliver Knussen’s Symphony No. 3 
(1979). 

Spano waved his stick and brought both 
pieces to life. The Golijov, in which the 
strings loosely imitate Piazzolla’s bandoneon 
(a keyboardless accordion), deflated from 
manic intensity to intense calm. In Knussen’s 
one-movement Third Symphony, nothing 
stays the same for long (dynamics, tempos, 
textures). Spano emphasized the luminous 
combinations of sound-as-color: muted 
trumpets underscored by woodblocks; shiver- 
ing trombones; two pairs of timpani; a 
returning “carillon” of celesta, harp, and gui- 
tar. The piece starts and ends in atmospheric 
quiet; what comes in between in waves mixes 
utter unpredictability with ineluctable musical 
logic. (Knussen completed the symphony five 
years after its due date; this time, neither the 
originally announced Symphony No. 4 nor 
its replacement, Cleveland Pictures, was ready 
in time.) 

After these contemporary works, Spano 
rewarded us with old-fashioned rapture: 
Garrick Ohlsson in the Rachmaninov Third 
Piano Concerto, in a performance extraordi- 
nary for its freshness, its rhythmic alertness, 
and its stupendous but unforced mastery of 
every technical demand. Yet Ohlsson and the 
orchestra didn’t merely mow this mother 
down, they made it consistently alive and 
crackling. Ohlsson filled the meditative piano 
opening with insinuation, as if he were think- 
ing (quietly) aloud. He could be playful, too. 
He’s a big man with astonishing power — 
heaping fortissimo upon fortissimo without 
any unnecessary dramaturgy (even in the 
grandest passages, his hands rarely rose more 
than a few inches above the keyboard). That 
huge orchestra couldn’t drown him out. Big 
tunes emerged as touching, not sappy. Even 
in the most gigantic climaxes, Ohlsson’s play- 
ing never lacked clarity or nuance. 

Neither did the orchestra. Flutist Elizabeth 
Ostling shone in her quiet duets with 
Ohlsson. Oboist John Ferillo played with elo- 
quent intimacy. Richard Svoboda’s bassoon 
solo sounded like a Russian folk song. Spano 
ran a tight ship; the players were with 
Ohlsson at every moment. And however 
rhapsodic the music, it never wallowed. The 
concert actually ended five minutes ahead of 
schedule. 

The audience, on its collective feet, roared 
and roared. So America’s greatest living 
Chopin player obliged with an encore. 
“Chopin,” he modestly announced — and 
paused for the crowd’s giggle of delight. His 
breathless, deliciously seductive, teasing per- 
formance of the familiar Opus 18 E-flat 
Waltz sounded as if he were making it up on 
the spot: 

Ohlsson and Spano — both at the key- 
board — were back on Sunday with the BSO 
Chamber Players. Ohlsson led off with

Mozart’s dark, searching G-minor Piano 
Quartet, but only he did any searching; the 
three BSO principal string players just played 
the strings. Schumann’s Andante and 
Variations, for two pianos, two cellos, and 
horn, is better known in its later, two-piano 
form; with cellos and horn, it seems more 
effort than payoff. The great success was 
Mozart’s Sonata in D for Two Pianos. Spano 
is not a virtuoso on Ohlsson’s level, but both 
players got an obvious kick out of playing 
together, and Ohlsson caught both the 
humor (injecting a single note to complete a 
phrase in the second piano) and the passing, 
heart-stopping shadows. Unfortunately, | 
couldn’t stay for the closing Clarinet Quintet. 


A FREE AND PACKED Fromm Music 
Foundation concert at Harvard exploring 
“The Evolution of the Concerto and the 
Soloist” offered an ambitious program of 
soloists playing with orchestras, with tape, 
and with themselves. Patrice Bocquillon per- 
formed Salvatore Sciarrino’s Hermes (1984), 
an amplified flute solo. Or was it a duet? 
Sciarrino asks for two kinds of fluting — an 
evanescent floating sound punctuated (and 
punctured) by harsh, shrill, breathy shrieks. 
Each “voice” effects subtle changes in the 
other. In Mario Davidovsky’s 1971 Pulitzer- 
winning Synchronisms No. 6, the remarkable 
pianist Aleck Karis accompanied — or was 
accompanied by — a prismatic pre-recorded 
tape. Karis’s hair-trigger timing (a tape 
brooks no delays) was only part of the pleas- 
ure of this elegant rocket launch into musical 
pointillism. Giacinto Scelsi called his Anahit 
(1965) “a lyric poem dedicated to Venus.” 
This violin concerto in quarter tones seemed 
like a 15-minute wail of sexual urgency. The 
sustained hum of Curtis Macomber’s violin 
made the queasy changes in tone vividly pal- 
pable. 

But the big event of the evening was a rare 
performance of Elliott Carter’s enigmatic 
and scintillating Double Concerto for Piano 
and Harpsichord with Two Chamber 
Orchestras (1961), which was first commis- 
sioned by the Fromm Foundation. Pianist 
Robert Levin was at the harpsichord, with 


his wife and former student, Ya-Fei Chuang, 
at the piano. Jeffrey Milarsky led both cham- 
ber orchestras until the coda, when he and 
Joshua Feinberg divided the conducting 
responsibilities, Feinberg taking charge of the 
piano and its orchestra. 

Carter has written that he associates this 
piece with Lucretius’s description of cosmic 
creation at the beginning of De rerum natu- 
ra and Alexander Pope’s parody of it in his 
description of Chaos at the end of The 
Dunciad, when “universal Darkness buries 
all.” Seven uninterrupted movements form a 
kind of musical arch. An introduction in 
which tentative sounds gradually become 
pitches, a harpsichord cadenza, and a quick- 
silver Allegro scherzando precede the central 
Adagio (with its fortissimo drum beats), 
which is in turn followed by. an even shorter 
and faster movement (Presto), then piano 
cadenzas, and a Coda in which sounds dis- 
integrate and dissolve. I know the piece 
mainly through the superb Nonesuch 
recording with Paul Jacobs and Gilbert 
Kalish under Arthur Weisberg. 

Carter has said that his intention was “to 
stimulate performers into giving vital, person- 
al performances.” Levin’s harpsichord was all 
glitter and sparkle — chilling, really, but daz- 
zling, breathtaking, a dashing mechanical 
monster running rampant. He must have at 
least 12 fingers. Chuang’s piano was softer, 
more tender, caressing, but also louder, more 
heroic, full of vibrant flourishes. Carter’s star- 
tling juxtapositions, counterpointing the col- 
ors and textures of these two opposite kinds 
of keyboard instruments and their accompa- 
nying orchestras, and the syncopated way 
new movements seem to take root before the 
old ones end, were never more compelling. 
Or ravishing. Mary Ruth Ray’s expansive and 
moving viola solo made me hear for the first 
time how when single orchestral instruments 
leap out of the ensemble, they’re performing 
their own elegies. Milarsky and Feinberg 
walked Carter’s tightrope between hilarity 
and doom. It was a staggering achievement, 
and the sophisticated crowd of musicians, 
students, and lovers of contemporary music 
went wild. 








I WISH that kind of intricate interplay 
between orchestra and soloist had been at 
work when former BSO principal flute 
Jacques Zoon returned to play Mozart's two 
flute concertos with Martin Pearlman’s 
Boston Baroque (in preparation for a Telarc 
recording). Two years ago, Zoon and 
Pearlman got their wires crossed, and each 
prepared a different concerto. Yet though 
ensemble was a little rough, Zoon amazed 
with his first public outing on Baroque flute. 
This time, everyone was more together, but 
Zoon himself seemed slightly below top form 
(maybe he was tired from playing on two 
consecutive nights). His articulate speed of 
two years ago was a little less dependable, 
with a number of unsounded notes. He 
seemed to trade his playful, characterful 
approach to this bravura but relatively light- 
weight music for something plainer. He was 
n't getting much encouragement from 
Pearlman to make his phrasing more person- 
al. The lovely, serenade-like slow movements 
went best. 

Zoon then joined the orchestra for 
Mozart's Jupiter Symphony, which will also be 
on the recording. He and oboist Marc 
Schachman made beautiful music together. 
But it was all too loud, orchestral balances 
seemed haphazard, and rhythmic definition 
came more from John Grimes’s buoyant, witty 
timpani than from Pearlman’s beat. The 
Jupiter is famous for its cornucopia of themes, 
each with a distinct and contrasting personali- 
ty. With Grimes’s help, the militant opening 
had considerable zest. But the tune Mozart 
borrowed from one of his sauciest comic arias 
had no slyness, no insinuation, no twinkle. 
The Andante cantabile lacked the piercing 
urgency of its songfulness. The Menuetto 
opens with a theme that floats down like so 
many fireworks, then bounces back up; but 
here too, the notes had no ulterior motive, no 
meaningfully shaped phrases. Well played as it 
was, Mozart’s last symphony seemed ener- 
getic but without Mozart’s miraculous mix- 
ture of friskiness and grandeur. 


THE WORD “JOURNEY” has been used a 
lot lately (the Boston Philharmonic’s “Mahler 
Journey,” the MFA’s “Rembrandt Journey”). 
Pianist Andrew Rangell may not use the J- 
word, but his concerts are true exploratory 
ventures, with which all the pieces, in surpris- 
ing but illuminating order, bring you to a 
place you’ve never been. I was sad to discov- 
er that a scheduling conflict will keep me 
from his April 3 Boston Marquee recital in 
the FleetBoston Celebrity Series. But last 
week I learned he was previewing it in a more 
intimate venue: the 43-seat Music Room, in 
Arlington, a recording space with marvelous 
acoustics. 

The first half started with heavenly 
Sweelinck variations (circa 1610) and wound 
up with a new piece by John McDonald, a 
visionary prelude to Ives’s overwhelming 
Concord Sonata, which took up the entire 
second half. An unusual series of Beethoven 
pieces (including a late string-quartet move- 
ment on the piano) was interrupted by a 
mysterious, spacy tone poem by Takemitsu. 
All this leaping around time and space was a 
wonderful preparation for the vast Ives, 
which is by turns conversational and argu- 
mentative (the “Emerson” movement), hallu- 
cinatory (“Hawthorne”), tenderly domestic 
(“The Alcotts”), and out-of-body 
(“Thoreau,” in which the pianist also whis- 
tles). Rangell delivered one of the most bril- 
liant and moving renditions of this great work 
I’ve ever heard. I wish I could hear it again 
come April. Pd

Che supernatural and the dark side of 
spirituality have been running themes in the 
story of Godsmack — one of the more 
interesting rock-and-roll tales to come out 
of Boston in the past 10 years. Erna himself 
was something of a role player, drumming 
in various bands around town, including 
Stripmind, a hard-rock act that released one 
album on Columbia before flaming out. 
Exactly how that experience affected him is 
hard to gauge. But he came through it with 
a renewed sense of purpose, and through 
three albums on Universal, Erna and 
Godsmack have developed into one of 
America’s premier hard-rock bands, with 
multiple Grammy nominations and radio 
hits to prove it. 

Sure, they still bear the taint of having 
hitched a ride on a grunge-related metallic 
trend that was spearheaded by Alice in 
Chains and Stone Temple Pilots. And they 
took their name from an Alice in Chains 
tune. Of course, with Alice in Chains singer 
Layne Staley dead and buried and Stone 
Temple Pilots frontman Scott Weiland in 
and out of drug trouble, Godsmack are now 
the most reliable purveyors of the dark, pen- 
sive, grungy sound that brought those bands 
platinum success. And with that, the impor- 
tance of Alice in Chains in Erna’s world 
view has diminished. He barely acknowl- 
edges the Alice in Chains connection when | 
mention it, and they are not among the 
bands he points to as formative influences 
on Godsmack. “A lot of people have refer- 
enced our name to the Alice in Chains song 
and said that we sound like Alice in Chains. 
I’ve just never really heard that in our 
music. I grew up with Zeppelin and 
Aerosmith, Rush, and Sabbath. I went 
through the whole ’80s era, was into punk 
rock, was into heavier bands like Metallica 
[wh Godsmack will be opening for on 
tour this spring] and Pantera. I also like 
Elton John, the Doobie Brothers, I mean, | 

like all kinds of stuff. Alicia Keys, Christina 
Aguilera. I just listen to a lot of stuff. | don’t 
listen to the radio, but to me a good song is 
a good song: I don’t care if it’s death metal 
or pop or hard rock.

Pop music is filled 
with mythmaking, with 
people who have rein- 
vented themselves for 
public consumption. 
And perhaps that makes 
the truth, whatever the 
truth may be, irrelevant. 
What’s important is the 
power of the image a 
band project. Erna and 
Godsmack are currently in the process of 
emulating Alice in Chains’ crossover from 
the hard-rock audience of their 1992 Dirt to 
the broader audience of their 1993 Jar of 
Flies EP (both on Columbia); this week, the 
band will be releasing their new acoustic EP 
The Other Side (Universal). And that’s the 
main reason Erna’s hanging at the 
FleetCenter: Godsmack, along with mem- 
bers of Dropbox, the first band to sign to 
Erna’s Universal imprint Realign, will be 
performing between the second and third 
periods of a Bruins game. They'll even stick 
around to do a few songs after the game. 
It’s a way of reaffirming their ties to the city 
they emerged from and a chance to get a lit- 
tle advance publicity for the new EP. 

Beyond that, Erna projects an air of casu- 
al indifference. “This was set up through 
our manager. Otherwise, I have no idea. 
The FleetCenter wanted to do something 
with us. And it turned into this. Plus, the 
timing of this acoustic EP worked out well 
for us. It’s a good way for us to debut the 
acoustic side of what we do. I think this is 
the most attractive of our music for a broad 
audience. If it were a full-on electric set, 
then it might scare away a lot of the moms 
and pops.” 

Exactly. Erna is well aware of the poten- 
tial payoff from this little EP. The disc itself 
features reworked renditions of four songs 
already familiar to Godsmack fans (includ- 
ing “Re-Align” from Faceless, “Spiral” from 
Awake, and “Keep Away” from Godsmack) 

it’s a tack that worked well for Stone 
Temple Pilots when they performed 
“unplugged” for MTV. And Erna’s deep, 
ruminative voice is as natural a fit for 
brooding acoustic songs as it is for brooding 
hard-rock tunes. It may even work better in 
this acoustic setting, which also suits the 
rest of the band long-time bassist Robbie 
Merrill (the only member who’s been with 
Erna since the start of Godsmack), guitarist 
Tony Rombola, and drummer Shannon 
Larking, the latest addition to the 
Godsmack family. And the new material,

three songs in all, attests that these guys 
have yet to lose track of their muse. It’s a 
calculated commercial move that also 
appears to have catalyzed an artistic break- 
through of sorts for Godsmack. 

“We’ve always had softer stuff like this, 
but we just felt it wasn’t right to put too 
many of them on a full-blown Godsmack 
record,” Erna suggests. “So we put 
‘Voodoo’ on the first album, and ‘Spiral’ on 
the second CD, and the third album we had 
‘Serenity.’ But we always had these ideas 
that never quite fit with the vibe of our 
hard-rock albums. Yet it’s another side of 
us, hence the title The Other Side. We like to 
sit around with acoustic guitars and sing 
and play sometimes and not have it be so 
produced with all the big electric guitars and 
all that stuff. And we always thought that 
this band should never have a ceiling over 
our heads. We want to have another path to 
go down, and hopefully that will broaden 
our fan base as well. And I think it will be a 
nice buffer between Faceless and Godsmack 
4, so while we’re working on the new 
record, people can digest this, and it won’t 
feel like so much time has gone by between 
records. It also helps us not feel so limited. | 
mean, Zeppelin did it for years: they had so 
many styles of music. They were always 
labeled as a hard-rock band, but they had 
amazingly beautiful acoustic songs. And 
acoustic stuff is nice because it really shows 
whether you have a good song there. When 
you strip it down to nothing, you either have 
a good song or you’re hiding behind a 
bunch of electronics.” 

Unfortunately, the softer side of 
Godsmack doesn’t quite come together as 
nicely as the band might have liked at the 
FleetCenter. Adding a floor of ice to an 
already acoustically difficult venue and then 
relegating the band to a small stage stuck up 
in the stands in one corner of the arena cre- 
ates enough delay between the actual drum 
reports and the sound coming through the 
PA that it’s hard even to make out what 
song they’re playing between the second and

third periods of what turns out to be a 2-0 
loss to the Florida Panthers. Although the 
mix is much better for the post-game set, 
the mood at the Fleet isn’t all that upbeat. 
And it doesn’t help when Erna adds some 
hand drums and a couple members of 
Dropbox to the already crowded mix. 

Not that Erna wants to be thought of as 
the kind of spoiled artist who'd be bothered 
by such trivial matters. “I try not to live with 
one foot in the past and one in the future. | 
just kind of live for the moment. I try to feel 
good every day. I’m very proud of what this 
band has done. We’ve worked very hard, 
and we haven't had any major setbacks. So 
I think we just have to focus on writing for 
the moment and feeling what we feel is 
good for that time, and hopefully people will 
continue to connect with that. As long as | 
know that when the day comes that we 
don’t sell any more records or that we don’t 
want to be a band anymore, we're able to 
look back on great times and memories and 
that we didn’t miss the ride, then I don’t 
really care about what happens. 

“I don’t worry about things. I’m okay in 
my life. I’m in a good place. I’ve made some 
okay money. And whatever happens hap- 
pens. As long as I can provide a good life 
for my daughter, I’m not worried about 
anything else. I’m a very creative and 
aggressive person. I'll always find something 
to do. I don’t sit around and sleep my life 
away. I sit around and write music. I just 
wrote an autobiography that’s in the editing 
stages right now and is hopefully going to 
come out in the next year. And I’m working 
on a screenplay right now. It’s about these 
four kids that grew up together, they’re real- 
ly close, but they’re influenced by the 
streets, and they end up growing up to con- 
trol the streets. As they get older, they screw 
everything up, and all four of them down- 
ward-spiral into their own mess. Individually 
they all turn out to self-destruct. It’s just a 
hobby that keeps me busy. It’s something to 
feel creative about instead of sitting in front 
of a TV with a Play Station all day.” b | 
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NOYE’S FLUDDE: 
ANIMAL HOUSE 


A few years ago, Revels staged an 
ambitious production of a mystery- 
play cycle at the BCA’s Cyclorama. 
This past weekend, at Cambridge’s 
First Congregational Church, the 
company made its operatic debut 
with four sold-out performances of 
Noye’s Fludde, Benjamin Britten’s 
1958 one-hour transformation of 
the Chester-cycle mystery play in 
which Noye tries to entice Mrs. 
Noye into the ark but she’s having 
too good a time talking and drink- 
ing with her gossips. Along with the 
Second Shepherd’s Play from the 
York cycle, it’s the most celebrated 
of the mystery plays, and with good 
reason: Noye is wroth but patient 
— he loves his wife — and Mrs. 
Noye cares about her friends (the 
original meaning of “gossip” was 
“godparent”) and doesn’t want to 
leave them behind. 

Britten wrote Noye’s sons, their 
wives, and all the animals as children’s 
parts, and Revels followed in that spirit 
by giving us an orchestra of mostly 
young people. They were deployed in 
the organ transept of the First Church, 
with a battery of brass in one corner of 
the rear balcony (Revels founder John 
Langstaff, playing God, was in the 
other). The “stage” started out as an 
unpromising set of steps with one tow- 
ering spindly palm tree, but soon a 
brick-colored ark was brought on and 
assembled in two shake’s of a lamb’s 
tail, and the palm was stripped of its 
leafy top (Mrs. Noye claimed that for 
her table centerpiece) and pressed into 
service as a mast. Revels’ ability to 
make something out of nothing was 
likewise evident in Mary Azarian’s cos- 
tumes, mostly white with black and 
shades of gray, almost as if made from 
newspaper, and extending to whiteface 
and, for Noye’s daughters-in-law, 
mop-white hair. Not just a medizval 
touch, it set up the climactic moment 
when God promises not to send anoth- 
er flood and a rainbow — in this case 
a huge kaleidoscopic semi-circle that 
unfolded across the chancel — 
appears in token of that vow. 

Langstaff was an authoritative God, 
and Paul Guttry and Lynn Torgove 
brought professional singing voices and 
distinctive characterization to the 
Noyes. The children who enacted their 
sons and daughters-in-law were hard 
put to project over the 45-piece orches- 
tra, and I wish Revels had used real 
dancers instead of children for the 
raven and the dove. The animals, all 
112 of them, were played by children 
from six local schools and choirs; clad 
simply in black, they trooped into the 
ark carrying black-and-white animal 
masks aloft: parrots, pandas, elephants, 
skunks, just about any creature imagi- 
nable. They made an effective chorus, 
and when the ark was being tossed 
about by the storm, they were chilling 
against the massive discordant brass of 
“Eternal Father, Strong To Save.” Even 
the packed house distinguished itself on 
that and the two other hymns Britten 
wrote for the audience to sing along 
with the performers. When your mate- 
rial is this good, success is no mystery.

GRANT LEE PHILLIPS: 





TOO COMFORTABLE? 


Grant Lee Phillips may have had an air 
of innocence about him when he first 
hit the charts with Grant Lee Buffalo 
back in 1993 with the title track from 
the trio’s 1993 debut, Fuzzy (Slash 
Elektra), but he’d already cut his teeth 





in the more art-damaged outfit Shiva 
Burlesque. So in 2004, he comes to 
the stage a seasoned performer — a 
songwriter with a deep well of material 
to draw on, both as a bandleader and 
as a solo artist. And though he did 
seem to drift in late ‘90s, directly after 
Grant Lee Buffalo called it quits, he 
held on to a loyal following large 
enough to have packed the downstairs 
room at the Middle East when he came 
through by himself four or five years 
ago, with just his guitar and a piano 
for back-up. It didn’t hurt that the shy, 
reserved persona he'd cultivated in 
Grant Lee Buffalo had been cast aside 
in favor of a more jocular, talkative, 
and easygoing entertainer who made 
light of his piano songs by admitting 
he was starting to feel like Elton John. 

In fact, one of the things that made 
Grant Lee Buffalo’s debut album so 
appealing (the hits from that disc are 
included on the new Rhino retrospec- 
tive Storm Hymnal, and both of Shiva 
Burlesque’s albums are also now back 
in print) was the subtle yet unmistak- 
able Bowie-esque inflection that graced 
Grant’s delivery on songs that were 
otherwise steeped in Americana. It’s 
what kept the band from the alterna- 
country bins early on. That and the 
novelty of Phillips’s overdriven acoustic 
guitar, which gave the trio a sound 
apart from neo-roots traditionalists. 

Given his proven ability to draw in 
Boston, and the large quantity of his 
music that’s hit stores recently (his 
new Zoé/Rounder solo album Virginia 
Creeper as well as the Rhino anthology 
and the two Shiva Burlesque discs), 
it’s not surprising that Phillips packed 
T.T. the Bear’s Place a week ago 
Tuesday. Unfortunately, unless you 
were willing to push your way up 
front, that made it hard to appreciate 
the full impact of his low-key set, 
which featured backing by an upright- 
bassist, a drummer, and a female 
vocalist. Of late, he’s been embracing 
acoustic-guitar-based alterna-country 
as his dominant approach (Virginia 
Creeper is laced with fiddles, slide gui- 
tar, and other tell-tale touches of 
Americana). And though he started his 
set a little after 10, leaving himself 
more than two hours to fill, he focused 
on the quieter material from his two 
Zoé/Rounder releases, only rarely 
stepping on his distortion pedal. 

The good news is that his rapt audi- 
ence seemed familiar with the material 
on both CDs. But it was telling that the 
biggest response he got was for 
“Drunken Angel,” a song by alterna- 
country queen Lucinda Williams. Not 
only did it energize the audience, it 
brought out an edge in Phillips’s voice

that was missing for most of the set 
It’s clear that he’s settling comfortably 
into the alterna-country niche; at T.T.’s 
though, he sounded as if he might be 
feeling a little too comfortable.

ERYKAH BADU: 
CHAKRA TACTICS 


Erykah Badu’s 10-piece back-up band 
took the Orpheum stage at 9:50 p.m 
last Saturday night, peeling right into a 
slap-happy funk ’n’ roll jam that fell 
somewhere between James Brown and 
Tower of Power. It wasn’t until 20 
minutes later that Badu herself 
emerged, flanked by two dancers. 
Bathed in an otherworldly purple light, 
she appeared extremely pregnant, with 
cornrows flowing down to her knees. 
It was quite a sight. 

Touring in support of her Worldwide 
Underground (Universal) EP, Badu has 
turned conceptual matters up a notch 
dividing her performance into 
“chakra”-denominated segments. Each 
chakra was explained (sexuality, for- 
giveness, self-will) and given a corre- 
sponding color. She then marked each 
transition by slamming together two 
tuning forks and letting them reverber- 
ate. You could write the theatrics off as 
pretentious new-age crap if the per- 
formance hadn’t been so convincing. 

Drawing on her three studio record- 
ings, Badu opened with “Back in the 
Day,” an ode to fond teenage memo- 
ries of getting stoned after school. 
“The Other Side of the Game,” with a 
new call-and-response passage, was 
followed by “Danger,” a continuation 
of the story line in “The Other Side of 
the Game” that actually samples its 
predecessor. She edited the overlong 
(on disc) “Bump It” but kept the sul- 
try “I Want You” at its full 11 minutes 
plus. 

Flanked on one side by a touch-sen- 
sitive drum machine and on the other 
by turntables, Badu appeared self- 
assured in a cream-colored silk robe 
with T-shirt and brown bell-bottoms 
underneath, her pregnant midriff 
unashamedly exposed. The large band 
enjoyed an excellent mix that set the 
stage for Dwayne Kerr’s accomplished 
flute playing and Keisha Jackson’s 
backing vocals. R.C. Williams played 
keyboards; New York DJ Beverly Bond 
provided live scratching and sampling. 
Badu interrupted the flow of the show 
for a political rant about advertising, 
programming, and fear, but she made 
good on her late start by playing past 
midnight.

Blink-182 and the Offspring prove they can still cut it

in November, Blink-182 (Geffen) is already 
platinum, and the Offspring’s Splinter 
(Columbia) went gold as soon as it came out 
in December. Both bands figure to bolster 
their sales even further when they hit the 
road this summer: the Offspring have yet to 
announce any East Coast dates, but Blink are 
scheduled to play the Tweeter Center in 
Mansfield with No Doubt on June 8. 

Like Green Day’s Warning, Blink-182’s 
new album is the one where they try maturi- 
ty on for size. But their mischievous side 
remains intact on the first single, “Feeling 
This”: “Let me go in her room/I wanna take 
off her clothes,” guitarist Tom DeLonge 
sings before the track reaches the 30-second 
mark. As usual, DeLonge and bassist Mark 
Hoppus take turns on the microphone, and 
Hoppus changes the mood from lust to love 
on the bridge: “I’m not in this scene, | think 

I’m falling asleep/But then all that it means 
is I'll always be dreaming of you.” The hint 
of funk in drummer Travis Barker’s thun- 
derous backbeat is the one significant 
departure from the Blink norm, but fans are 
sure to swoon over the a cappella harmonies 
from DeLonge and Hoppus at the end of 
the song. 

Ever since they emerged from San Diego 
as America’s favorite mall punks with their 
third MCA album, Enema of the State, Blink 
have excelled at combining silliness and 
poignancy. Whether Hoppus is choosing TV 
over sex on “What’s My Age Again?” or 
DeLonge is lamenting his parents’ divorce 
on “Stay Together for the Kids,” the band’s 
energy and tunefulness always ring true. In 
the wake of 2001’s Take Off Your Pants and 
Jacket, DeLonge and Barker kept busy with 
the like-minded side project Box Car Racer 
while Hoppus took some time off to be with 
his family. Barker also joined up with 
Rancid’s Tim Armstrong in Transplants, 
whose debut is a raucous foray into hip- 
hop, dub, and industrial. 

Both of those bands got plenty of atten- 
tion, but neither ruled the airwaves like 
Blink, who have landed an impressive nine 
consecutive singles in Billboard’s modern- 
rock Top 10. The latest one is “I Miss You,” 
a tender ballad that juxtaposes an elegant 
string accompaniment with DeLonge’s 
inimitable whine: “Don’t waste your time on 
me, you’re already/The voice inside my 
head.” In the liner notes, DeLonge reveals 
that the track’s acoustic 
vibe (Hoppus plays an 
upright bass, Barker uses 
brushes) is inspired by 
the Cure oldie “The 
Lovecats.” There’s also 
an old-school goth look 
to the video, in which the 
boys wear suits and two 
mysterious girls get hot 
and heavy in a haunted 
house. For a band whose 
greatest hit is the caf- 
feinated sing-along “All 
the Small Things,” they 
do melancholy just fine. 

Since Blink producer 
Jerry Finn also scored hits 
with AFI and Alkaline 
Trio last year, maybe the | 
band are heading into 
darker territory by osmo- 
sis. In any case, they pull

his most recent radio hit and about to stage 
a comeback with the help of hard-rock pro- 
ducer Ross Robinson, Smith rises to the 
occasion with his trademark romantic 
gloom: “Another night with her/But I’m 
always wanting you.” DeLonge and Hoppus 
moping alongside him, as they do on the 
chorus, is something few Cure fans would 
ever have wished for, but the low-key ballad 
is eerie enough to silence the skeptics. 

Like AFI’s masterful Sing the Sorrow 
(DreamWorks), Blink-182 is pop punk at 
its most experimental — the hooks are still 
there, but this time they’re cloaked in 
weirdness. Failure/Year of the Rabbit front-

man Ken Andrews, the art-rock cult hero 
named as an inspiration in the liner notes, 
is credited with “additional instrumenta- 
tion” on two songs. One of these, 
“Violence,” hinges on a twitchy, muffled 
verse and ends with two minutes of melo- 
dramatic piano and spoken word. Piano is 
the album’s secret weapon: it shows up 
again on the brooding “Down,” which 
segues into the Transplants-style hip-hop 
diversion “The Fallen Interlude.” Written 
and performed with Cypress Hill buddy 
Sick Jacken, that song incorporates éevery- 
thing from stately jazz guitar to feverish 
pounding from Barker, the most powerful 
drummer in punk. 

Two hit singles aside, the disc’s moody 
soundscapes might leave long-time Blink 
fans with one simple question: where have 
all the snappy pop songs gone? Hoppus 
gives those fans what they want on “Go,” a 
cathartic blast of speed and melody with a 
chilling narrative about abuse. “Mom, get in 
the car and let’s drive away/She said, ‘I’m 
sorry, Mark, but there’s nowhere to stay,’ 
he sings, taking an emotional look back at 
some dark childhood memories. On 
“Here’s Your Letter,” he addresses roman- 
tic hardship with sweet harmonies and a 
gratuitous expletive: “Fuck, I can’t let this 
kill me, let go/I need some more time to fix 
this problem.” 

Hoppus always seems to end up with the 
best tracks on a Blink album, but DeLonge’s 
sillier contributions are more than just 
comic relief. On the metal-inflected 
“Asthenia,” he’s an astronaut looking down 
on Earth and wondering whether he should 
even bother returning: “Should I go back, 
should I go back, should I/I hope I won’t 
forget you.” Give or take a few toothless 
love songs, Blink-182 is a successful stab at 
sophistication from one of pop punk’s most 
consistent hitmakers.

LIKE BLINK-182, the Offspring get a 
kick out of writing irreverent songs about 
serious subjects. The first single from 
Splinter, “Hit That,” is a pogo-friendly 
anthem that just topped Billboard’s mod- 
ern-rock chart and also made a 
respectable showing (#64) on the Hot 
100. “I’m on a roll with all the girls I 
know/I know you wanna hit that/I know 
you wanna hit that, hit that,” frontman 
Dexter Holland squeals, an elastic pop 
groove providing a fitting backdrop for his 
character’s philandering. Sounds like a 
party, but it turns out there’s a moral to 
the story: dude’s got a baby he should be 
paying more attention to at home. “What 
was a family is now a shell/We’re raising 
kids now who raise themselves,” Holland 
laments, a goofy synth line keeping things 
from getting too heavy. The track is 
kitschy and thoughtful at the same time 
— an Offspring specialty. 

It’s been 10 years since the Offspring 
shocked the music biz with the release of 
Smash (Epitaph), which at six million and 
counting stands as the best-selling inde- 
pendent rock album of all time. In 1998, 
they scored another blockbuster with their 
second Columbia disc, Americana, but two 
years later their sales numbers fell back to 
earth with Conspiracy of One. Today, color- 
ful hits like “Come Out and Play” and 
“Pretty Fly (For a White Guy)” are rock- 
radio staples, and the recent departure of 
drummer Ron Welty marks the SoCal 
band’s first significant line-up change. 
Session ace Josh Freese (Good Charlotte, 
Vandals) played on Splinter; Atom Willard 
(Rocket from the Crypt) has since become 
Welty’s official replacement. 

Americana is the template for Splinter, 
which barely breaks the 30-minute barrier 
and devotes half its running time to pop 
novelties. The band spend the other half of 
the album doing what they do best: maxi- 
mum-impact skate punk that sounds as 
authentic now as it did when they first 
started. That said, they’re spinning their 
wheels on “(Can’t Get My) Head Around 
You,” the disc’s second single and a trans- 
parent rewrite of the Smash classic “Gotta 
Get Away.” “Every single day, what you say 
makes no sense to me,” Holland howls, the 
tune’s crackling guitars echoing his frustra- 
tion. Other rockers are less of a regression: 
“The Noose” is a furious protest song — 
“The noose is falling/And enemies are ris- 
ing” — and the soul-searching power bal- 
lad “Race Against Myself” boasts the 
album’s raunchiest riffs. 

From the Sugar Ray—sounding island 
pop of “The Worst Hangover Ever” to the 
tasteless vaudeville romp “When You’re in 
Prison,” the jokes take over on Splinter’s 
second half. “Da Hui,” a two-minute hard- 
core blowout that owes its name from the 
legendary Hawaiian surf collective, is fierce 
enough to transcend the smirk on its face. 
But next to “Hit That,” the disc’s most 
memorable novelty track is “Spare Me the 
Details,” which sticks one of Holland’s 
sharpest hooks atop breezy acoustic guitars 
and a slippery “Low Rider” beat. “And | 
really don’t want to hear/About her feet all 
up in the air,” he grimaces, lying in bed 
with nothing in his head but the image of 
his girlfriend cheating on him. Splinter isn’t 
the best of the Offspring’s four major-label 
efforts, but it’s got more than enough per- 
sonality to cement their status as main- 
stream punk’s merriest pranksters. a

arren Haynes looks like a hippie 

Muppet as he stands on stage at the 

Palladium in Worcester, flanked by 
the rest of Gov’t Mule and framed by a 
giant psychedelic-lit mandala on the curtains 
behind the band. Not that he’s wired. Far 
from it. Haynes barely moves as he wrench- 
es notes as beefy as his own frame from an 
assortment of heavy Gibson guitars ®r inch- 
es closer to the microphone to sing in a bold 
gravel-dusted voice that he rarely uses to 
speak. What with the crown of hair flows 
into curls as it tumbles past his shoulders, 
it’s as if a toddler version of Cousin It had 
perched on his head to get the best vantage 
point of his sweet ’n’ dirty picking, and 
Haynes feared the slightest sudden move- 
ment would topple the little bastard. 

The stage-stoic Haynes, who favors a 
musical approach and songs that were mint- 
ed three or more decades ago, is an unlikely 
messiah in today’s Jam Nation. Nonetheless, 
in a scene that’s evolved from the dawn of 
the Dead to embrace everything from D] 
swing to steel-guitar gospel to lap-top boo- 
gie, he’s a delightful throwback — a linch- 
pin connecting Jamland’s past to a hardier 
sonic strain that draws on blues, metal, 
funk, and even Afro-Cuban roots without 
getting fancy or wussy about it. His impor- 
tance to the culture that made Bonnaroo last 
year’s most influential music festival is 
reflected by his summer schedule. After he 
finishes the current Gov’t Mule tour and an 
album with the band’s new line-up, which 
includes co-founding drummer Matt Abts, 
keyboardist Danny Louis, and new bassist 
Andy Hess, he’ll tour with both the Allman 
Brothers, which he first joined in 1995, and

Sixtoo and Blockhead 
join the Ninja Tune stable

roducer/DJ Sixtoo is, in fact, six foot 

two. But his head isn’t in the clouds. 

He feet are firmly planted in the realm 
of Ninja Tune electronica, a world where 
hip-hop as an Abstract Expressionist art 
form has been thriving for more than a 
decade. “Home recording has made it too 
easy to record,” he says over the phone from 
his Montreal home studio. “Just because you 
can do it doesn’t mean you do it well. Using 
the same technology, so many producers are 
leaning toward the microsampling tech- 
niques passed down from techno. I’m more 
interested in sampling genres than 
records . . . emulating techniques to get 
something that sounds authentic to the peri- 
od that inspired it without regurgitating it.” 

Fellow Ninja Tune producer/DJ 

Blockhead, who joins Sixtoo, Amon Tobin, 
and Kid Koala at the Paradise this 
Wednesday, has a square jaw. But if he’s a 
square peg, then it’s only in the most positive 
of ways. “Many producers try to make a 
bunch of different samples go together as if 
they were always meant to,” the New Yorker 
says over the phone from London. “I prefer 
to take pieces from everywhere and just put 
them rubbing against each other.” 





Sixtoo and Blockhead are among the 
newest signings from two of the three key 
regions that define the London-based Ninja 
Tune label. Founded by the production duo 
Coldcut, Ninja Tune has grown from a mad 
scientist’s chemistry lab to a more mannered 
though still maniacal R&D firm for bracing 
beat work. The wintry melancholy of 
Sixtoo’s Montreal and the isolated bustle of 
Blockhead’s New York complement the 
increasingly introspective tone of Ninja 
Tune’s long-standing reputation for top- 
notch instrumental hip-hop. 

“T certainly think my music has fallen out 
of the concept of hip-hop,” says Sixtoo (real 
name Robert Squire) when asked whether 
his May release Chewing on Glass & Other 
Miracle Cures constitutes hip-hop in a classi- 
cal sense. “I love hip-hop, and it taught me 
everything. I started making beats to rap 
over. But through sampling I learned to 
appreciate other genres. Once hip-hop 
stopped being primarily sample-based, it 
alienated me. So I don’t want to be associat- 
ed with commercial hip-hop. I like a lot of 
stuff: peripheral psych-rock like Jaja Jazzist; 
stuff that creates a conversation between tra- 
ditional and sample-based music.” 

This from a producer with ties to such 
tiber-MCs of the backpack circuit as Sage 
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Nix. 
That changed after 

the drug-related death 
of charter bassist Allen Woody in 2000. 
Musicians’ admiration for Haynes was con- 
firmed by The Deep End Volume 1 (ATO) 
and its sequel, two single discs that teamed 
the surviving Mules with some of the best 
low-end string thumpers around including 
Jack Bruce, Bootsy Collins, John Entwistle,

Francis and Buck 65. Sixtoo was also previ- 
ously involved in trad hip-hop, producing 
beats for himself to rap over. But with the 
switch to Ninja Tune, he’s changed his 
game. Recording with Can’s Damo Suzuki, 
members of the chamber-rock ensemble 
Godspeed You Black Emperor, and Kid 
Koala collaborator P-Love, and paying heed 
to the recording techniques of two-track 
editors like Bitches Brew—era Miles Davis 
assemblage engineer Teo Macero and 
Jamaican rocksteady producer Joe Gibbs, 
Sixtoo has become a sonic collage artist. His 
tracks piece together homages to krautrock, 
dub, and jazz fusion. The results are heady 
and humid, even if it takes you a moment to 
become acclimated to his neo-symphonic 
assemblages. “A Sixtoo production is like a 
high-school dance. There are weirdos on 
one side, girls on the other; it’s initially awk- 
ward. But once the sounds start mingling, it 
gets good and grinding.” 





Phil Lesh, Les Claypool, and, well, just about 
everyone but current bassist *‘Hts8. Hayffes 
wrote a wealth of new material for those 
discs, but plenty of jamming that didn’t go 
down on CD took place. And since covers 
are the bridge through which musicians can 
most easily access their universal language, 
they were the coal that fired these sessions. 
That experience seems to have trans- 
formed the Gov't Mule who played the 
Palladium and who appear on the recent 
two-CD-plus-DVD set The Deepest End 
(ATO) — which features those bassists and 
a host of other guests including saxman 
Karl Denson and New Orleans’s Dirty 
Dozen Brass Band — into something of a 
bar band who play nearly as many covers as 
homemade numbers. Sure, Haynes and 
company can deliver the goods every time, 
whether stretching their chops over their 
own “Blind Man in the Dark” or Hendrix’s 
“Voodoo Chile,” but after a while their clas- 
sic-rock-radio repertoire of tunes by the 
Beatles, Bee Gees, Led Zeppelin, and even 
Rufus with Chaka Khan becomes wearying. 
There can be such a thing as too much 
melody, especially when the turns of each 
tune are textbook. Give me Haynes's nasty 
“Bad Little Doggie” over the Beatles’ “She 
Said, She Said” any day 
Gov't Mule’s stage. 
Even the exploratory playing in Worcester 
rarely tore away from rote melodic forms. 
Maybe Haynes’s time with the Allmans, who 
still build charming cloud castles of melody 
from twined guitar, has also smoothed his 
edgy instincts. Still, Haynes and Gov't Mule 
have learned something that keeps even 
their predictable efforts appealing. It’s a 
sonic secret they share, improbably, with the 
late Mark Sandman, founder of Morphine, 
that Sandman dubbed “low rock.” Haynes 
rarely takes his guitar out of the deep end, 
and the band stay right there with him, cre- 
ating a sound that somehow crawls right 
into the human pleasure zone. It’s tough, 
yet warm and soothing enough to land on 
receptive listeners like summer rain. That 
sound’s Pied Piper effect makes it easy to 
forgive the band’s new-found lack of excess 
and get behind the Mule. si

Similar in style but not in stroke, 
Blockhead grew up in Greenwich Village, 
and his upbringing is reflected in his pro- 
ductions. He’s given to triggering throngs of 
cyclic samples that coagulate into a bitter- 
sweet basement bump. A frequent producer 
of tracks good enough to carry the dense 
dictation of Aesop Rock, Blockhead (real 
name Anthony Simon) cut his teeth crafting 
beats for rappers. His formative years 
included throwing in with Boogie Down 
Productions, and he wound his way through 
the Juice Crew, A Tribe Called Quest, and 
Large Professor tracks before finding his 
current love for the groove of Southern hip- 
hop. Blockhead picked up his name when he 
too was an MC and self-depreciating names 
were all the rage. 

Prior to his Ninja Tune debut, Music by 
Cavelight (due March 23), he had never 
composed instrumental tracks, but he 
appreciates how it’s challenged him to con- 
struct with different climaxes in mind. 
Relying on an ASR1O sampling work sta- 
tion, Blockhead draws on rudimentary piano 
skills in order to drape melodies over the 
hazy hustle and flicker of disembodied voic- 
es. His approach relies more on construc- 
tion than on reconstruction; he pieces 
together seemingly disparate elements but 
makes sure that even if his chunky jazz 
loops change consistency, they still flow 
with the unwavering intensity of a crowded 
NYC sidewalk. “I see my music as a guy 
who doesn’t read books but writes. I’m just 
working off instinct.” a

Luis Guerena, 1959-2004 


uis Giierena barely lived above ground. 

His sunken, one-bedroom box of a 

home in Tijuana’s 
hooker barrio, La Coahuila, 
was in the back of a chain- 
link-fenced parking lot that 
was built on top of it. You 
had to know it was there to 
see it from the street, where 
it was hidden from view by 
a night watchman’s booth 
and rows of cars that alter- 
nated between Front BC 
and California plates. The house belonged to 
Giierena’s family, and he lived there for 
almost 20 years, bootlegging his water and 
electricity from the neighboring water plant, 
until he was found dead there January 11. 

There was an American passed out in the 
bathroom; there were syringes on the floor. 
Some are saying he broke up with his beloved 
crystal meth long enough to kill himself with 
heroin. Others are saying the meth just finally 
conquered his heart. Doesn’t really matter. 
The local paper reported his passing before 
his mother had even been informed. 

When I first met Luis, in the mid ’90s, he 
was still thriving as the gringo-baiting fire 
starter of the punk band Tijuana No! His 
dark and cavernous living room — where it 
could feel like 2 a.m. on the hottest of sum- 
mer afternoons — was a punk-rock muse- 
um. I remember a poster from a 1981 Clash

walls and a black-and-white photograph of 
Luis when he was seven 


tered Sex Pistols sticker. 
There was a photo collage 
of friends that he cap- 
tioned “Fuck Authority!” 

Before Tijuana No! 
started taking off in 1989 
and before he did a stint in 
LA (rooming with John 
Doe), Luis booked 
California punk bands at Tijuana clubs. He 
was a punk who grew up at the border, 
which meant that — as much as one loud- 
mouth in battered Vans and a “Beaner” T- 
shirt could do on his own he refused to 
allow the border to exist. There were too 
many Tijuana kids without visas or money 
who could never make it to San Diego to see 
the Germs or the Cramps, so Luis smuggled 
punk across to them. He was a punk coyote 
in reverse, bringing the Dead Kennedys into 
Tijuana safely, then hooking them up with 
Los Negativos and Solucién Mortal for a 
show at the Casa de la Cultura. His house 
was an emergency motel for Social Distortion 
and Johnny Thunders. 

Luis was a charismatic time bomb, and on 
stage he performed the way he lived. He liked 
to drop his pants. He liked to spit in the air 
and catch it in his mouth. He goosestepped

hats; he wore a Hitler moustache when he 
pretended to be Pete Wilson. Other than a 
messy encore of “Pobre de ti,” the only guar- 
antee of a Tijuana No! show was that Luis 
would piss somebody off: the crowd, security, 
the club owner, even the band they were 
opening for. (Luis lore has it that the night 
after Tijuana No! opened for Rage Against 
the Machine at a Zapatista concert in Mexico 
City, he told Zack de la Rocha he thought he 
was a fake.) 

Luis didn’t care. There was only one way 
to be, and that was Luis’s way, even if he 
could never really tell you what that way was. 
Fortunately, he was funny, an anti-everything 
clown who made you laugh while you imag- 
ined taking a swing at him. 

The first time we ever hear Luis on record, 
on Tijuana No!’s ska-soaked 1993 debut, 
he’s doing impressions of his favorite 
American icons: a dopy, aw-shucks gringo 


passports, no language, no bound- 
aries, no treaties, no ideologies, no 
religions, no colors, no walls.” 

Bush’s new immigration plan is the kind of 
thing that would have inspired a Luis rant. | 
can almost hear him scoffing at NAFTA, 
quoting Subcomandante Marcos, then 
pulling up his shirt and showing me the belly 
scars where the Border Patrol stabbed him 
(even if they were really from a cholo who 
tried to beat him up).

17 tracks (total 81 minutes) include 
two songs, “Tommy K” and “Galway 
and Mayo” that don’t appear on the 
CD, whereas the CD's 16 tracks (72 
minutes) include one song, “Share 
the Darkness,” that doesn’t appear 
on the DVD. The DVD also promises 
a track, “Maroon and White.” that 
doesn’t appear at all. 

What you get either way is a live 
performance of the Saw Doctors’ 
greatest hits. Two of the four original 
band members, John Donnelly and 
Pearse Doherty, are gone; Davy Car- 
ton and Leo Moran (the latter inherit- 
ing Doherty's signature bass licks on 
“To Win Just Once” and “Exhilarating 
Sadness”) remain, abetted here by 
Derek Murray, Jim Higgins, Anthony 
Thistlethwaite, Padraig Stevens, and 
occasionally Carton's son, David 
Carton Jr. Only “Bless Me Father’ 
doesn't come from the band’s first 
four albums — which is to say they're 
living in the '90s still. These live per- 
formances, at a Roxy-like venue with 
the audience singing along, are 
coarser and jammier than the studio 
versions (no Tuam Cathedral church 
bells on “Same Oul’ Town,” no Gaelic 
vocal counterpoint on “Share the 
Darkness”), so if you're not already 
an aficionado, there's little reason to 
buy the CD. The DVD, however, 
throws in a 50-minute documentary

**1/2 Wynton Marsalis, THE 
MAGIC HOUR (Blue Note). Wyn- 
ton has ended his 20-year relation- 
ship with Columbia, moved to 
revered jazz indie Blue Note (now 
part of the EMI group), and reduced 
his conception to the basics, cutting 
back from the septet sessions and 
large orchestral pieces of the past 
decade to a quartet. This isn't the 
kind of explosive quartet jazz that 
Marsalis, now 42, jumped out of the 
gate with back in his 20s, but it’s 
flashy nonetheless. 

The opening blues vocal feature 
for Dianne Reeves, “Feeling of 
Jazz,” is defeated mostly by Wyn- 
ton’s lyrics, which tell you exactly 
how you're supposed to feel, and 
Bobby McFerrin’s “Baby, | Love You” 
seems an attempt to re-create Fats 
Waller, to lesser effect. That said, 
Marsalis sounds great, and if he’s 
channeling Louis Armstrong on the 
McFerrin number, it’s acting at its 
best. As for the rest of the album 
it's determined to get the maximum 
of swing from the most limited 
means blues, 4/4, a waltz, a 
touch of Latin groove. Marsalis uses 
everything he’s learned about dy- 
namics and recording to show off 
his young band, as in the lovely. 
quiet sizzle drummer Ali Jackson 
gets when he moves from off-beat 
snare to an on-the-beat ride cymbal 
groove. And pianist Eric Lewis is a 
fascinating foil for the trumpeter, 
whether he’s setting up a Brubeck- 
like motoric rhythm on “Big Fat Hen” 
or digressing with a Baroque figura- 
tion. “You and Me” has a pretty nurs- 
ery-rhyme melody that threatens to 
turn into “Honeysuckle Rose,” “Skip- 
ping” uses stop times and alternat- 
ing meters to create deathless 
swing, and on “Sophie Rose-Ros- 
alie,” Marsalis delivers Miles-like lyri- 
cism with the mute. The big show- 
piece is the 13-minute, suite-like title 
track, which alternates a “Flight of 
the Bumblebee” theme and a recur- 
ring passage of dog-whistle-range 
trumpet with a straight-ahead 
groove and a ballad section. In its 
quiet way, The Magic Hour is telling 
you who's still boss.

What's surprising after all these 
years is how guitarist Wendell 
bassist Sherman, and drummer 
Popsy have maintained their thirst for 
fresh inspiration, which they find here 
in songs by Bob Marley, Hank 
Williams, and Texas tunesmith 
Townes Van Zandt.

act out by instinct. Pontecorvo and 
Solinas don’t stoop to caricature to 
build their case against colonialism:

LESSONS FROM THE LIFE OF 
ROBERT S. McNAMARA (2003). 
Errol Morris's seductive (credit Philip 
Glass and superb editing), ambitious 
and oddly timid film, which won the 
Oscar for Best Documentary Feature, 
breaks down into 11 “lessons from the 
life of Robert S. McNamara.” From the 
beginning, the former Secretary of De- 
fense (1960-1967) and reputed archi- 
tect of the Vietnam War tries to assume 
the role of schoolmaster. Footage of 
the Gulf of Tonkin incident as re-creat- 
ed a week and a half afterward by the 
Navy is not identified as a fabrication in 
the film, though Morris has acknowl- 
edged as much in interviews. These 
are phony images designed to support 
the big lie of North Vietnamese aggres- 
sion that led to nearly 10 more years of 
futile war and the loss of 50,000 Ameri- 
can lives. Shouldn't the viewer know 
that the footage is phony? Or is Morris 
so intent in re-creating the fog of war 
and the even more deceptive fog of 
self-serving memory that he’s aban- 
doned efforts to recapture the past or 
approach the truth? For his part, Mc- 
Namara plays the camera with a boyish 
charm and a seeming candor that dis- 
arm almost every irony. In this, he is 
abetted by Morris, who lets pass un- 
challenged McNamara’s suggestion 
that everyone makes mistakes that 
cost few dozen or a hundred thousand 
lives. Neither does the director ask Mc- 
Namara about the relevance of his 
Vietnam experience to the present situ- 
ation in Iraq.

Indeed, the sole de- 
light of this Pearl is Eduardo Serra’s 
cinematography, which captures the ra- 
diance, the precision, and the other- 
worldliness of the artist's sublime real- 
ism.

The whole world 
in this film looks like a Vermeer subject.

A few years back, 
Laszlo (Joachim Krol), the Jewish 
owner of the Restaurant Szabo, saved 
the life of Hans (Ben Becker) after 
Hans had thrown himself into the 
Danube. Hans was heartbroken be- 
cause llona (Erika Marozsan), the 
beautiful woman Laszl6 now shares 
with his pianist, Andras, had rejected 
him. Hans (Ben Becker) has returned 
to Budapest resplendent in his SS uni- 
form, but he proves less than grateful 
as the lovers’ fragile ménage contends 
with the Third Reich.

Hopkins is embroiled in all sorts of in- 
trigue that tests whether he's an infidel 
or a man of skill and honor. Okay, it’s a 
wee bit predictable, but in a swash- 
buckling Indiana Jones kinda way. Look 
for Omar Sharif (he’s still got it, ladies) 
as a haughty king who locks horns with 
Hopkins.

**xxIN AMERICA (2002). Jim Sheri- 
dan has made a career of telling other 
people's stories, from Christy Brown in 
My Left Foot to Gerry Conlon in In the 
Name of the Father. Now it’s time to tell 
his own. His semi-autobiographical film 
recounts his escape from the poverty 
of early-’80s Ireland to the poverty of 
early-’80s New York, with a wife and 
two daughters in tow and a lingering 
psychic trauma never far behind 
Through viscerally felt performances, 
his leads — Paddy Considine, Saman- 
tha Morton, and real-life sisters Emma 
and Sarah Bolger — make his story 
their own. With just this cast of five (Dji- 
mon Hounsou is an AIDS-afflicted 
artist living in the family’s decrepit 
Harlem tenement), Sheridan tells a tale 
of loss and love that's affecting be- 
cause it's so honestly, disarmingly di- 
rect. Although at times pathos does 
veer close to bathos, the adult actors 
are so skilled and the girls so guileless 
that even would-be clichés are moving.

precocious ardor that she discourages, 
insisting they remain just friends. These 
positive elements persist throughout 
the movie as transcendent forces 
Lilya’s toughness enabling her to en- 
dure degradation and her bond with 
Volodya proving her redemption, in the 
darkest episode of her life. As rigid a 
trap as the scenario builds, we're left at 
the end without a sense of inevitability 
or even with the sense that, given this 
particular series of accidents, the result 
we've seen was probable.

The Oscar-winning (for Best Film and 
Best Director) final installment of Peter 
Jackson's adaptation of J.R.R. Tolkien's 
epic trilogy marks a return to emotion 
Although the experience of the film is 
still passive, like watching a stunning 
video game without being able to play 
it, viewers this time at least get to have 
their hearts stirred. With the Fellowship 
that formed to destroy the Ring of 
Power and deprive the evil Sauron of 
the weapon he needs to take over Mid- 
dle Earth having divided into three par- 
ties, Gimli the Dwarf (John Rhys- 
Davies), Legolas the Elf (Orlando 
Bloom), and Aragorn the Ranger 
(Viggo Mortensen) try to rally Theoden 
(Bernard Hill), the king of Rohan, to 
come to the relief of their allies in Gon- 
dor while Gandalf the Wizard (lan McK- 
ellen) rides to Minas Tirith to rouse its 
crapulous leader, the steward 
Denethor (John Noble). It's all a side 
show to distract Sauron from Frodo 
(Elijah Wood) and his trek to Mount 
Doom, where he must toss the Ring to 
its destruction in the fiery pit while elud- 
ing capture and resisting the Ring's 
lure of omnipotence. The result: three 
or four battles increasing in scope and 
intensity and a mounting existential 
psychodrama involving Frodo, his pal 
Sam (Sean Astin), and his guide and 
nemesis Gollum, all punctuated by 
giddy shots of thousand-foot drops, 
surprise visits from a giant spider, and 
weird references to The Wizard of Oz 
And it's Sam who achieves an Every- 
man heroism that’s inspiring; his tri- 
umph of the common man, or hobbit, is 
a sentiment that rings true.

As a serial- 
killer movie, Patty Jenkins’s Monster is 
obliged to detail the killer's crimes; to 
try to explain them (even if only to re- 
ject its own explanations, as Gus Van 
Sant does in Elephant); to harrow the 
audience with random death; and then 
to offer, or deny, solace. Jenkins’s real- 
life subject — Aileen Wuornos (Charl- 
ize Theron), an abused child who be- 
came a prostitute who killed her johns 
— provides plenty of material for a fem- 
inist analysis. And the way the narrative 
focus on Wuornos's relationship with 
her girlfriend (Christina Ricci) allows 
Jenkins to explore the problems of gay 
women in middie America. But in trying 
to reconcile these ambitions and obli- 
gations, Jenkins falters. In the murder 
scenes, Monster falls into a trap that 
was always going to be difficult to 
avoid: the victims must be seen either 
to deserve their fates (because they 
are themselves victimizers) or not, 
whereas the killer must be perceived 
either as an avenging angel or as a 
horribly misguided idealist.

Every- 
thing about Kahn was mysterious, es- 
pecially to Nathaniel, who was 11 when 
his father died without ever having ac- 
knowledged him or his mother, Harriet 
Pattison, publicly. Kahn had a wife, Es- 
ther, and a daughter, Sue Ann, his only 
Official family; few people even knew 
about Harriet, a landscape architect 
who collaborated with him, or about his 
earlier liaison with Anne Tyng, who 
worked in his office and bore him an- 
other daughter, Alex. Even his 1978 
death was a mystery: at 73, bankrupt, 
he collapsed of a heart attack in Penn 
Station, and it was three days before 
his body was identified. The arc of the 
movie is Nathaniel’s quest to put to- 
gether a portrait of his father, a quest 
that takes him to see his dad’s build- 
ings in New Haven, California, Texas, 
New Jersey, and finally Jerusalem and 
Bangladesh. Nathaniel’s personal in- 
vestigation of this work, which is anno- 
tated by interviews with I.M. Pei and 
Frank Gehry, among others, reveals 
how Kahn worked through his early 
love of classical models to a deeper 
connection with the mysticism they 
reflected. Nathaniel falls into visual 
clichés and puts obvious, sentimental 
musical choices on the soundtrack, 
and the film would certainly be better 
without his voiceover apostrophes to 
his dad.

Already pos- 
sessed of a Golden Globe for Best For- 
eign Film, and enjoying gala premieres 
introduced by Hillary Clinton, filmmaker 
Siddiq Barmak’s debut seems poised 
to become the Afghani version of 
Michael Winterbottom’s Welcome to 
Sarajevo. Lacking that film’s savvy and 
power, Osama will nevertheless pro- 
vide American cinephiles with a win- 
dow into a culture known mainly from 
the demonization/pity dichotomy creat- 
ed by the news media. Based upon a 
true story, it is the first Afghan film to 
emerge since the fall of the Taliban. A 
widow (Zubaida Sahar) cannot support 
her family because the Taliban forbids 
women to leave home unescorted by a 
“legal companion.”

(2004). About two-thirds of Mel Gib- 
son's film consists of Jesus (James 
Caviezel) having the shit beaten out of 
him, as it fleshes out an event the 
Gospels managed to sum up in a 
verse or two. Until things get splatter- 
film bloody and Christ starts looking 
like a Jackson Pollock painting with ex- 
posed ribs, The Passion seems in- 
spired less by the Holy Trinity than by 
Gibson's other favorite trio, the Three 
Stooges. What's more, despite Gib- 
son’s reassurances to the contrary, the 
charges of anti-Semitism against the 
film are well-founded: anyone taking 
The Passion as evidence would blame 
the Pharisees in particular and the 
Jews in general for Jesus’s death.

TIME (2001). Albert Camus’s “The 
Myth of Sisyphus” comes to mind while 
you're watching Scottish environmen- 
tal sculptor Andy Goldsworthy work on 
a project in Thomas Riedelsheimer's 
documentary. He's trying to build one 
of his trademark pinecone-shaped 
sculptures out of stones on a beach 
before the tide comes in. After it’s col- 
lapsed for the fourth time, he says that 
with each attempt he got to know the 
stone a little better, but he just didn’t 
get to know it well enough. What most 
would regard as futility and transience 
Goldsworthy, like the mythical hero of 
Camus's essay, embraces. Art, he be- 
lieves, is not about permanence, it's 
about catching the patterns of the 
ephemeral, the natural cycle of ebb 
and flow. That all sounds a bit touchy- 
feely, but as Goldsworthy points out, 
his work often speaks better than his 
words, and the images of him pulveriz- 
ing a stone into an iron-rich powder 
and then tossing it into a river so that it 


flows red like blood give force to the | 


notion that even rocks are fluid. 
Goldsworthy finds a fine collaborator in 
Riedelsheimer, and the film shimmers 
with stunning images of intricate 
pieces achieving their apotheosis and 
then collapsing in a variety of environ- 
ments. Riedelsheimer’s illuminating 
recording of the process, however, 
begs the question: if a sculpture falls in

What would be 
an impressive achievement in itself be- 
comes all the more extraordinary as 
the events of Touching the Void unfold 
Told through interviews with Simpson 
and Yates and through re-enactments 
of the climb done with actors, director 
Kevin Macdonald shows how Simpson 
broke his leg on the way down the 
mountain, putting his life and Yates’s at 
risk. Yates unwittingly sends Simpson 
over a huge crevasse, where he dan- 
gles until Yates realizes that cutting the 
rope is the only way to save his own 
life.

They wind up in the city 
of Belleville, where they team up with a 
trio of ancient singing sisters to free 
Champion, whose apparent inability to 
do anything other than ride a bike sets 
the tone for the film.

(in addition to toothpicks, she’s used disposable razors, 
clothespins, plastic cups, and much more) seem to have 
prefigured a new emphasis on-work that requires great 
artistic exertion and focus without displacing this energy into 
the suspect arena of high craftsmanship. Such work also 
reinforces the idea of the artist as a singularly weird 
individual lavishing attention on nuances most of us don't 
have time for, and pushing this attention to extremes. 

In the smart new exhibition “OCD,” which is opening at 
the Boston Center for the Arts’ Mills Gallery next Friday, 
artist/curator Matthew Nash brings together eight artists for 
whom, as he describes it, “obsession and compulsion are 
both the subject and the method of their work.” The title of 
the show is unfortunate — “obsessive” and “compulsive” as 


contemporary territory. 

In “OCD,” artist Nancy Havlick grapples with her own 
sense of cultural heritage —- with things she wishes her 
Armenian mother had taught her — by creating thousands 
of molded sugar eggs, mixing American-style refined white 
sugar with traditional Armenian ingredients like mint and 
paprika, apricots and almonds. Havlick uses the repetitive 
egg-making process to bring a sense of order to her busy 
family life, and she uses the lovely, finished eggs in intricate 
floor installations that borrow patterns from Armenian rug 
motifs. Artist Jennifer Schmidt zeroes in on our relationship 
with standardized test forms, the ones with the long 
columns of pill-shaped blanks awaiting the carefully 
inscribed marks of #2 pencils. Decision making merges with 
early techno-pop graphics in her hypnotic prints. Works by 
Joseph Trupia, Luke Walker, Morgan Phalen, Chris 
Francione, Jason Dean, and Nash himself complete the mix. 
“OCD” sounds well worth a visit, though you may want to 
bring your worry beads. 

Also this month, artist/architect John Sharratt and artist 
Anais Daly have teamed up to turn the lobby space of the 
Charlies Street Meeting House (owned by Sharratt) at 121 
Mount Vernon Street into Gallery 121. This Monday, their 
inaugural exhibition, “Nu-Nu: Visions of Space and Color,” 
opens with work by the New York—based Shelby Hughes, who 
creates installations using materials including fabric, 
crystals, gems, and pine cones (her collaborative installation 
“Magnetic Living,” created with artist Nick Mauss, was a big 
hit in New York’s Chelsea district last year); Kristina Killar, 
whose art involves wire, brass, copper, and lighting; and Daly 
herself, a painter concerned with the female figure. “All 
three of us are very excited about what’s going on in art right 
now,” Daly explains. “We're interested in the whole 
atmospheric nature of space. This building has been 
beautifully redone, so we wanted to set the show up together, 
to respond directly to this great space.”

@ Albee 
expounds 


Edward Albee was in 
town last week, and, 
75 years be damned, 
he hasn't mellowed. 
As part of a stint as 
2004 Emerson 
College Visiting 
Artist, the three-time 
Pulitzer-winning 
dramatist gave a 
lecture to a full 
house at the Cutler 
Majestic Theatre 
titled “The State of 
Theater and the Arts 
in America” in which 
he made it clear that 
he does not think 
much of either. 
Neither does he 
suffer even the 
faintest slight. 
Responding to Dean 
of the School of the 
Arts Grafton Nunes’s 
detailed, praise- 
steeped introduction, which referred to Who’s Afraid of Virginia Woolf? as Albee’s 
first full-length work, the playwright observed that Nunes had made only one 
mistake. “All of my plays are full-length,” he opined, “no matter how long they 
are.” 

After a droll and sanguine account of his personal history (Albee was adopted in 
infancy by the wealthy scion of the Keith-Albee vaudeville circuit and his wife; the 
latter is indicted and forgiven in the Pulitzer-winning Three Tall Women), the 
playwright recalled the 1950s as an “enchanting time” in Greenwich Village, with 
Abstract Expressionism and Off Off Broadway starting to percolate. He talked 
about going to Berlin in 1959 to see his first produced play, The Zoo Story, 
performed in German (on a bill with Beckett’s Krapp’s Last Tape that was soon 
repeated at New York’s Provincetown Playhouse). And he explained why he is, and 
can’t help being, a playwright. He enjoys it for two reasons, he said. The first is 
that “| do it rather well.” The second is that he enjoys “that at its best a play is an 
act of aggression against the status quo.” 

All playwriting, Albee went on, is “basically corrective” — and, he made it clear, 
the audience ought to accept correction more gracefully. The purpose of art, he 
said, is to be “disturbing, not pacifying.” It is a problem in this country, he 
continued, that “the audience feels it has a right to determine the nature of the art 
being made for their benefit.” There is no relationship between “the truths creative 
artists want to put out and what the public is willing to hear.” The theatergoer, 
“the person for whom the trouble is taken,” is part of the problem. And don’t look 
for Albee — whose most recent success, the Tony-winning The Goat, or Who Is 
Sylvia?, includes bestiality among its family values — to write with an eye toward 
commercial appeal. That would make him “a servant,” an “employee” - 
something he has chosen not to be since quitting his job as a deliverer of Western 
Union telegrams in 1959. 

Albee is discouraged by more than just the state of the arts in America — which, 
he says, “may be a society on its way downhill without having reached its zenith.” 
But art is his bailiwick and, he believes, what separates us from the beasts. 
“Somewhere along the line,” he says of evolution, “our tails fell off and we grew 
art.” He’s still growing it: on May 20, Hartford Stage will present the world 
premiere of his newest play, Homelife. It's a prequel to The Zoo Story, with which 
it shares the bill. It runs through June 20; for ticket information, call (860) 527-

Michael Tilson Thomas is back in Boston 


he days when the only American

Val Caniparoli’s Lady of the Camellias 
comes to Boston Ballet 


he Grand Studio in the Boston Ballet building on 
Clarendon Street was roiling in a cheerful sort of 
disarray last Friday as visiting choreographer Val 
Caniparoli stood coaching the second cast of Lady of 
the Camellias, his ballet 
based on the 1848 novel 
by Alexander Dumas fils 
that opens next Thursday 
at the Wang Theatre. 
Near a corner of the 
mirrored space, rehearsal 
pianist and performance 
soloist Freda Locker 
played one of the pieces 
by Frédéric Chopin that 
had been stitched 
together for the score. 
Boston Ballet music 
director Jonathan 
McPhee leaned over the piano as he practiced 
conducting the rhythms Caniparoli had set. When | 
asked which Chopin pieces made up the score, 
McPhee answered, “Nearly everything he wrote for the 
piano.” Members of the first cast sat watching while (if 
they were ladies) sewing pink ribbons on their pointe 
shoes or stretching in that offhand manner of athletes 
in momentary stasis. One dancer rested on the ornate 
bed from Marguerite’s boudoir that would be rolled on 
stage for a later scene. 

Although Lady of the Camellias is bringing 
Caniparoli to Boston Ballet for the first time, he’s 
hardly an unknown. A member of the San Francisco 
Ballet for an astonishing 31 years, where he performed 
alongside current BB artistic director Mikko Nissinen, 
Caniparoli has choreographed many works for his heme 
company and for troupes around the world. Since 
1981, he’s received 10 choreography grants from the 
National Endowment for the Arts. First conceived by 
the late choreographer Norbert Vesak and designer 
Robert Glay de La Rose but created by Caniparoli, 
Lady premiered at Ballet Florida in 1994 as a co- 
production with Ballet West, then was presented by 
companies in Cincinnati, Alberta, and Tulsa. 

Based on his own affair with Marie Duplessis, 
Dumas’s novel tells the story of the tragic love between 
gentleman Armand and consumptive courtesan 
Marguerite, who renounces him at the request of his 
father, whereupon he leaves her to die alone. Dumas 
soon turned the novel into a hit play; that was followed 
by Giuseppe Verdi's 1853 opera La traviata. The 1937 
Greta Garbo film Camille was, however, Caniparoli’s 
chief influence. “Perhaps the biggest change from the 
novel,” he says, “is the scene halfway through the 
third act when she’s remembering back to happier 
times. It’s a device to show her dementia, or what | 
imagine dementia to be like, all in your head. This year 
| rechoreographed the second act, and we added new 
roles and new costumes for act three. | think the story 
is a little bit relevant to modern times, with the return 
of tuberculosis and AIDS. | try to keep it out of the 
quaintness, but it is a period piece. I’m really trying to 
tell a story.” 

The two-weekend run of Lady of the Camillas 
bookends the repertory program “Drink to Me,” which 
will comprise Mark Morris’s “Drink to Me Only with 
Thine Eyes,” George Balanchine’s Duo Concertant, and 
world premieres by Caniparoli and the Finnish 
choreographer Jorma Elo. Caniparoli takes a 180- 
degree turn from Lady here with an abstract piece set 
to music by Béla Barték. "| don’t choreograph ahead 
when | make a new work. | like to see what the 
dancers make of what | give them. I’m never at a loss 
for steps.”

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Genius lessons 


The Museum of Science’s ‘Einstein’ makes the grade 


t the age of 16, Albert Einstein, who you may have 

heard was pretty smart, failed the history and language 
portions of an entrance exam at the Swiss Federal Institute 
of Technology. Had he been a less self-directed young man 
and gotten a job at the local Burger King, we might be 
speaking German now. But young Albert was a resourceful 
soul, and not bad at 
math and science, 
and what amounts to 
his senior-year high- 
school report card 
reveals that though 
languages, like hair 
care, remained a 
mystery (he rated a 3 
out of a possible 6 in 
French), he 
eventually mastered 
his history (a 6 out of 
6). The subject might 
have come in handy, 
except that — as “Einstein,” a massive new traveling 
exhibit opening this Saturday at the Museum of Science, 
points out — the young man soon changed the course of 
civilization. He’d have done better to brush up on his 
French. 

Einstein lived long enough to witness his own deification 
— even in his own time his name became synonymous 
with genius — but we’ve become so familiar with his name 
that we've lost the man. Enter “Einstein,” an exhibit so 
exhaustive, it’s making just four stops in the whole world. 
It includes a love letter to his first wife, a tea set, a diary, 
and his 1921 Nobel Prize. Einstein’s famous 1939 letter 
to Franklin Roosevelt warning that the Nazis might split 
the atom is placed side by side with Roosevelt’s three 
paragraph response (prefacing the formation of the 
Manhattan Project) for the first time since they left the 





his most famous theories about light and time, energy and 
gravity. You can use a laser light to transmit sound, or look 
at manuscript pages from the Special and General 
Theories of Relativity, or witness the gravitational 
distortion a black hole would have on your body, or enter a 
cloud chamber and track the trails of cosmic rays. 

“One of the exhibit’s fortes,” says Daniel Davis, one of 
the museum’s Einstein experts, “is that it helps demystify 
the core concepts and brings them down to an everyday, 
non-mathematical, intuitive level.” Images on an 
interactive wall-size computer screen, for example, get 
warped and distorted by the mass of your own body as an 
illustration of the General Theory of Relativity, which 
enables us to understand gravity as not so much a 
unilateral force but a warping of a single entity called 
spacetime. “The impression is that these concepts are 
inaccessible and abstract,” says Davis, “but the exhibit is 
the exact opposite. It’s very interactive.” 

It’s impossible to exaggerate the impact Einstein had on 
science, but what makes an examination of his life and 
ideas pertinent today? “There’s a section of the exhibit on 
Einstein as a global citizen,” Davis explains, “that shows 
how he was an advocate for social rights and for peace.” 
(One example: a 1952 letter from Israel offering Einstein 
the presidency.) The scientist was an adamant 
humanitarian, Davis continues, and despite his letter to 
FDR advising atomic research, he remained an ardent 
supporter of nuclear disarmament and an opponent of war 
and weapons of mass destruction. In 1933, when Einstein 
fled Germany for the US, he declared, “As long as | have 
any choice in the matter, | will live only in a country where 
civil liberty, tolerance, and equality of all citizens before 
the law prevail.” We’re left to wonder whether he would’ve 
made the choice to come here today. 

“Einstein” runs from March 13 to June 16 at the 
Museum of Science, Science Park in Boston. Admission is 
$13, $11 for seniors, and $10 for children ages 3 to 11;

Mind's eye 


Charlie Kaufman reflects on his new Eternal Sunshine 


4 e may be one of the most self-indulgent filmmakers 
around, but he’s also one of the most selfless. Charlie 
Kaufman’s screenplays have bounced against the mirror of 
the soul in such mind-bending and Oscar-nominated 
farces as Being John Malkovich (1999) and Adaptation 
(2002), both directed by Spike Jonze. The latter had as its 
heroes a screenwriter named Charlie Kaufman and his twin 
brother Donald, both played by 
Nicolas Cage (who is, by the way, 
about half a foot taller than the 
actual Kaufman). Both characters 
are completely fictitious. Of this 
most solipsistic of filmmakers, we 
know almost nothing. 

Or do we? 

“No, people know about me,” 
insists Kaufman. “| mean, | don’t 
lie about myself, maybe with the 
exception of Donald, but Charlie 
and Donald in that movie are not 
me. Neither one of them is me; they’re just characters. | 
mean, Charlie’s based on me, but it’s not me, and | never 
pretended that it was. The process was true, but | feel 
that’s true of any character | write. Any character | write in 
any movie has elements of me, and | borrow from myself 
because that’s what | have to do. Adaptation was a more 
conspicuous example.” 

To find Kaufman in his films, maybe you just have to 
know where to look. Take his new Eterna/ Sunshine of the 
Spotless Mind, which is directed by Michel Gondry, who 
also directed Kaufman’s Human Nature (one of his least 
self-reflexive and least successful screenplays). Joel (Jim 
Carrey) learns that his girlfriend, Clementine (Kate 
Winslet), wants to erase his memory from her mind 
through a Philip K. Dick-like agency called Lacuna. The 
film’s title comes from an Alexander Pope poem that a 
young Lacuna employee (Kirsten Dunst) uses to show off 
to the company’s founder (Tom Wilkinson). “Eloisa to 
Abelard” draws on actual letters between the two tragically

cloistered (and in the case of Abelard, castrated) medieval 
lovers. “| wanted this character to be someone who read 
through Bartlett's looking for things to impress her boss, 
and | came upon this and liked it. Then | saw it was 
Héloise, and | have a thing for her as | put her in Being 
John Malkovich, too. There’s a scene in the beginning 
where a puppet show that Craig is doing has the characters 
reading their letters to each other. | 
thought it was a serendipitous 
thing, so | used it. 

“The letters are so completely 
modern. | just like that she was so 
in love and so eloquent and so 
# unapologetic about it. And | found 
her letters really heartbreaking 
because she was begging him to 
acknowledge what they had and he 
wouldn’t do it.” 

Definitely a romantic at heart. 
Perhaps with castration anxiety. And 
that brings to mind one of Eterna/ Sunshine's most 
romantic, anxious scenes, when Clementine drags a 
terrified Joel out onto the frozen Charles River (actually a 
lake in New York) to lie on the ice. Did Kaufman ever do 
this? 

“| did,” says the former Boston University student. “It 
was scary, and then exhilarating. | did it with a friend. She 
coaxed me out, and | was scared, and we went to the 
center of the river and looked out at the skyline and 
bridges, and it was beautiful.” 

Then Kaufman’s nostalgia turns, on a dime, to concern. 
“Do you think this is my version of Jackass? You're from 
here; is it something that people do? My friend said | was 
safe. And you know, she was out there, | had to go out 
there, and | did. But please put it in your article that 
people shouldn’t try that.” 

Eternal Sunshine of the Spotless Mind opens next 
Friday, March 19, at theaters to be announced.

The Fellows are enjoying the weeks leading up to 
Breaking Ground, though, “it’s nerve-racking,” laughs 
playwright/actor Kuntz. “It’s like your child is being 
sent off to school for the first day. Since it’s probably 
the closest I'll come to being a parent, like a parent | 


hope the other kids will like it and they’il play well with 


each other.” 


Kuntz’s Jasper Lake, a multi-family mystery/drama 


set in a small town, is a departure from his customary 


comedic métier. For him, just “hearing these people 


talking in front of you, when previously they were just in 


your head, is a surreal experience. But | like it.” 
All three Fellows hope that the actors and audience 
will be a catalyst to revision. Unel, whose work has 
been produced at the Long Wharf Theatre and Boston 
Playwrights’ Theatre, is the author of Pathétique, a 
historical piece about the Pyotr Tchaikovsky that 
revolves around the musician’s difficult but 
impassioned relations with his less-successful 
playwright brother Modeste and his nephew Bob, the 
premiere of his last symphony, and his death, which 
followed shortly thereafter. Unel argues that 


Tchaikovsky’s troubled personal life and brilliant career 


intersected “to the degree where he couldn’t survive 
it.” The playwright is keen to observe the audience: 
“whether they’re silent, laughing, listening, shifting 
around — that’s an enlightening experience as well.” 
Family is also at the root of Lopez's Sonia Flew, 
which was inspired by the “Pedro Pan” generation of 
Cubans. After Castro came to power, more than 
14,000 children were sent out of Cuba by their 
parents. “Some went to foster homes, many went to 
orphanages, and some were reunited with their 
families,” Lopez explains. “What does it mean for a 


parent and child to separate?” Set in 1961 and 2002, 


her play shows a family grappling with the 


consequences of this seldom-considered diaspora and 
with the decision of the American son to enlist in the 
Marines. Since Lopez has written the same characters 


at different ages, hearing actors’ interpretations will 


tell her what works. “It’s invaluable for a playwright to 


hear the words in the mouths of actors who, in many 
cases, are much smarter than you are about 


character.”

Ithaki Mediterranean 
Cuisine 


For Bostonians, fine Greek dining 
is alive and well — in Ipswich

ith almost every Mediter- 

ranean Cuisine in fashion 

(and Libyan food coming 
around the corner), the mystery of 
why there aren’t more gourmet 
Greek restaurants in New England 
persists. We've got the Greek-Amer- 
icans, they own the restaurants, we 
like lamb and feta — so why are 
there so many Greek pizzerias and 
so few Greek sit-down restaurants? 
Ithaki Mediterranean Cuisine is not 
part of this problem. It’s an out- 
standing Greek-Mediterranean 
restaurant that would pack them in 
like the sesame seeds in a good 
pasteli, but for the fact that it’s in 
Ipswich, where it has done a fine 
business since 1977 and even gotten 
some national recognition. So off 
we went, and it was certainly worth 
the trip. 

The setting is pleasant but not 
imposing. The rooms are in a mod- 
ern building rendered Greek by 
slapping some columns on the 
front, ragging yellow paint to look 
like stucco inside, and stenciling a 
few dolphins by the door. (Ithaki, 
or Ithaca, is an Ionian island, the 
legendary home-sweet-home of 
Odysseus.) Inside there are more 
columns, made of molding. The 
space may have been Italian in the 
past, as a bit of a copy of the Sistine 
Chapel ceiling remains on the wall. The 
music is Greek, but very tony stuff — 
throbbing tenors and mezzos. Fresh flow- 
ers bloom throughout, although some of 
them are lilies with a strong aroma that 
interferes with the dining experience, un- 


’ less you have happy memories of eating 


at wakes. 

None of this matters once you start 
eating, because the first thing you get is 
excellent crusty bread with a pour of 
flowery extra-virgin olive oil, and a dip 
that tastes like solid gazpacho. Your 
choice of water is Souroti ($3.75), bot- 
tled in Greece, and it’s fine, too.

For real appetizers, it’s hard to pass up 
the bread spreads ($7 each; $9 for all). We, 
of course, tried all the spreads, with a heap 
of pita chips: a decent hummus, a carrot 
curry that looks like Play-Doh but has a lot 
of flavor, a mild taramasalata (codfish 
caviar), and a light but garlicky tzatziki. 
The carrots seem to bring out the bitter- 
maple flavor of fenugreek in the curry. 

More elaborately, there was a special 
appetizer of barbouni ($11), described as 





red mullet, a fish | always order whether it 
is called rouget (in France) or salmonete 
(in Spain). The portion here was three 
fish — bass-shaped, the size of extra- 
large sardines, with the rich flavor of mul- 
let brought out by an Asian-tasting salad 
of mizuna, cucumbers, and a sesame-seed 
dressing. For fun, the cheese saganaki 
($10) is flamed tableside with brandy; you 
eat it like fondue, and happily so. This 
also comes with some terrific cucumber 
salad. The menu features “Xoriatiki True 
Greek Salad” ($9; $6 for a half salad), 
but we passed it up in favor of a salad of 
the day — smoked salmon and romaine 
($6) with a wonderfully garlicky dressing. 
Among the entrées, a special on whole 
lavaraki ($26) demonstrated once again 
how serious this kitchen is about authen- 
tic seafood dishes. This lavaraki is a sea 
bass, about the size of a restaurant snap- 
per but meatier and less bony, with white 
flesh similar to that of our own striped 
bass. The flavor is lighter than that of 
striper, but no less fresh, although this is 
certainly airmail seafood. The garnish 
was cubes of a firm skordalia (potato- 
garlic sauce), green with puréed spinach. 
Any Boston chef would ride such an in- 
vention to national recognition. 
Greek-style roast lamb ($22) was so 
lean that it lost its lamb flavor, resembling 
instead a prime rib of beef. It was served 
with string beans, roast potatoes, and 
beets. We all preferred a special braised 
lamb shank ($23) served on a large bowl 
of orzo pasta in a delicious tomato- 
cheese sauce. Moussaka ($19) is also 
special here, as it includes the potato 
layer traditional in most Balkan mous- 
sakas, along with the usual Greek-Ameri-

Tsantali 1998 Rapsani ($9/$36) is a big- 
ger red, but mature enough to be a soft 
wine like a really good merlot. 

Greek coffee ($3.50) is served from 
the classic small pot, in your choice of 
“sweet, medium, or dry.” Medium is 
sweet enough for this small, intense 
drink, thinner than its Turkish ancestor, 
and thus apt to produce less-complicated 
fortune-telling images when you turn the 
cup upside down. 

Traditional desserts are best here: a 
baklava ($8) deconstructed into shred- 
ded dough, or traditional cookies ($7), 
including a classic macaroon, a powdery 
white kourabiede, and finikia as spicy as 
gingerbread. Molten chocolate cake ($9) 
is the now-standard pudding cake, a 
concession to American tastes in dessert. 
Créme caramel ($7) changes daily. Ours 
was chocolate, a clash of rich flavors that 
tended to cancel each other out, al- 
though bits of kiwi in the custard were 
an inspired innovation. 

The staff at Ithaki is bright and well- 
informed. Our waitress knew the Greek 
wines well and led us through the unfa- 
miliar menu with confidence, then 
brought everything as it came from the 
kitchen for maximum freshness. The 
atmosphere is frankly suburban. It’s 
more upscale than the restaurant in My 
Big Fat Greek Wedding, with better 
lighting, greater table space, and more 
comfortable chairs than it would have 
as a South End bistro. But the fish 
wouldn’t be fresher, or the cookies 
more soul-satisfying. &

Then a cold, raw Saturday night left me craving the type of hearty comfort food at 


which Poles excel. 


Café Polonia is quaint and cozy, with blond-pine furniture, exposed-stone walls, 
and the occasional piece of Polish folk art. Although the lighting is a bit bright, the 
tables feature candles and small vases of carnations and lilies. 

Things get going with a basket of bread along with a crock of bacon-studded lard 


for spreading. Once we got past its appearance and fat content, the spread proved 


surprisingly addictive. While the restaurant serves a host of lesser-known Polish spe- 
cialties — such as the Krakowski port cutlet ($12) stuffed with ham, cheese, bacon, 


and mushrooms, and a cabbage stew with Polish sausage ($7) 


— we opted for tradi- 


tional favorites. Potato pancakes ($7) come four to a plate and are moist with a crisp 
exterior. The very sharable Polish Plate ($8) features kielbasa, three pierogies, sauer- 
kraut, and a large stuffed cabbage. 


Full of meat, cabbage, mushrooms, potato, or cheese, the savory pierogies left 


me wishing I’d ordered a plate of eight ($6) to take home. These stuffed dumplings, a 
white-mushroom soup ($3), and two borschts ($4 each) — a white borscht with 
sausage and eggs, and a red one with mushroom-filled ravioli — are among the 
restaurant’s most popular offerings. 

If you’re disciplined enough to share a dish instead of polishing off a whole plate 


(or two), you just might have room for the crépes ($6) topped with Polish fruit pre- 
serves. At the very least, you should have room to wash down your food with one of 
If brunch is when you choose to indulge, the restaurant 


several Polish beers ($4).

The best strate- 
gy is to stick with the unfamiliar, such as fried 
appetizers wrapped in soybean curd, the melt- 
ing beef rendang, and the skate in tamarind 
sauce.
